Preface 


"Sahobhirvisvam — paricakramu  rajah — purva 
dhamanyamita mimanah Tanusu visva bhuvana ni yemire 
prasarayanta purudha praja anu" .... Rig Veda 10:4.56.5 


Astrology is a science which reveals an individual's 
environment, patterns of behaviour, potentialities, 
propensities, fortunes and misfortunes, ups and downs of 
life, his past, present and future. In short, it is a blue print 
of his destiny. Astrology is based on the relationship of all 
stellar bodies to the earth. It is primarily concerned with 
all the bodies in our solar system including the Nakshtras, 
planets, the Sun, the Moon, and their Upgrahas. The 
Concept of Nakshtras is very ancient and dates back to 
thousands of years. Its reference is found in the ancient 
Vedic scriptures. Nakshtras are considered the backbone 
of Vedic astrology as they are known to give more 
accurate results throughout the astrological analysis. 
Nakshtras in Astrology have exclusive system of 
prediction which is based on the position of the planets in 
a given Nakshtra. The Nakshtras are the key to 
understanding celestial influences on_ the planets. 
According to the saints, Nakshtras represent the abodes 


into which the fruits of labour or Karma is transferred and 
stored. Thus, Nakshtras distribute the outgrowth of Karma 
according to Hindu scriptures. 


The Nakshtras of the Indians, constellations/ 
asterism of Western countries, Manzils of the Arabs, and 
Sieu of the Chinese are the same in essence and system of 
divisions. With the passage of time, astrologers from 
various parts of the world, according to their belief and 
expertise available to them, changed the ancient system of 
astrology. This establishes that the origin of Nakshtra 
divisions is ancient and from one and the same source. 
The Nakshtra is basically a unit of time and space. A sign 
represent about two hours' time and a space of 30 degrees; 
while a Nakshtra represents about 53 minutes and a space 
of 13° 20' and its one Pada (which is same as a Navamsha) 
represents a little over 13 minutes and an arc of 3° 20' 
only; thus progressively increasing their efficiency and 
accuracy. 


In the original observations, the sages of yore 
divided the zodiac in to the Nakshtras and not by the signs. 
The reason was simple. The Moon was at a different 
segment of the zodiac every night. It returned to the same 
segment after 27 days. As the Moon moves along the 
zodiac from one new Moon to the next, the lunar 
vibrations change along the phases of the Moon. These 
changes in the lunar vibrations are signified by the 27 
Nakshtras. This prompted them to divide the zodiac of 360 
degree in 27 equal parts of 13° 20' each. Each segment 
was given a name appropriate to its characteristics. As the 


Moon travels across the sky and around the earth through 
this pathway of Nakshtras, they are also called lunar 
mansion. Moon travels through one Nakshtra in a day. The 
Nakshtras define characteristics and influence the planets 
placed in them. Each Nakshtra is defined as the head of a 
specific group of stars and covers an arc of 13°20" each. 
These Nakshtras are grouped into triads and each planet 
(including Nodes) is said to rule a triad/set of three 
Nakshtras. 


Nakshtras define characteristics and influence the 
planets placed in them. Janma Nakshtra is the Nakshtra in 
which the Moon/ ascendant (stronger of the two) is placed 
at the time of birth. It plays a major role in shaping a 
person's thinking patterns, inherent capabilities and 
destiny. The birth Nakshtra has a great significance for the 
traits of a native. The character and traits of an individual 
are read more through the birth star than by the Sun or 
Moon sign. The Nakshtras are used in Vedic astrology 
since without their inputs, astrological predictions cannot 
be correctly offered, as a planet acts under the sway of 
lord of Nakshtra and its Pada in which a planet is posited 
at birth. When the lord of birth star or Nakshtra is 
powerfully situated in a birth chart, that planet holds sway 
over its occupants. 


Each sign contains the combined influence of the 
Nakshtras and their Padas falling within it. Compared to 
the signs, the Nakshtras possess a deeper effect. The signs 
are merely "a heap, mass or collection" of influences as 
their Sanskrit name Rashi’ suggests. The Planets are the 


cosmic creative powers. Each planet radiates certain 
specialized energy patterns. The planets make their impact 
on the zodiacal field. This specialized circle divided by the 
signs, Nakshtra and its Padas is the negative or passive 
fields of influence while the planets are the positive or the 
active forces. The signs and Nakshtra create the necessary 
milieu, the environment, while the planets are 
precipitating. 

The personality of a Nakshtra is cloaked in so many 
different layers that it is quite a task to unravel it 
completely. The wise and perceptive have often said that 
for predictions, one must look, and look intently, at the 
nature of Nakshtra. In India, the Moon Nakshtra is the 
main indicator of personality types, much like the Sun sign 
is in Western astrology. People who often ask, "What is 
your sign?" should ask, "What is your Nakshtra?" 
Nakshtra types, like Sun/ Moon sign types are clearly 
delineated according to their temperament, characteristics, 
appearances, likes and dislikes. In fact Vedic astrology has 
much more detail classifying Nakshtra types than Western 
astrology has with its Sun sign types. 


Stars have fascinated me since child hood days. As I 
grew older and studied astrology, I realized their 
importance on human beings through astrology. The 
subject is very vast and difficult to contain in the realm of 
a book, I have ventured to put it across in a summarized 
form without compromising their importance and 
applicability in various aspect of astrology. The book is 
covered in 11 chapters. The first chapter deals with the 


introduction of Nakshtra, their classifications, general 
characteristics and significations. The second chapter 
covers general principles of applicability of Nakshtra in 
astrology. The next nine chapters deals with role of 
Nakshtras in various aspects of astrology, like, Muhurat, 
KP system, Sarvato-bhadra Chakra, longevity, Profession, 
Health, Marriage & married life, Children & relationships 
and Remedial measures for afflicted Nakshtras. These 
have been explained with the help of 33 tables and 47 
horoscopes. 


In preparation of the present work, the author does 
not claim originality. In fact I have borrowed the ideas, 
principles and explanations given in many classics and by 
some of the great astrologers. It is not possible to name all 
of them. However, I am indebted to the encouragement 
and blessings of Justice SN Kapoor, Shri AB Shukla and 
my teachers. It is also difficult to identify which ideas 
arose from whom, but the final form has an identity of its 
own. I have not the least intention to offend any astrologer 
or the native of the illustrated charts. However, 
inadvertently, if it has occurred, I offer my unconditional 
apology. I realize my personal limitations and alone am 
responsible for any shortcomings, which may come to 
light. 

I am thankful to Mr. Narinder Sagar for his 
suggestions and extra efforts to get it published on 
Priority. I am also thankful to my friend Mr. Krishna 
Kumar and Col. AK _ Singhal for their valuable 
suggestions/ assistance at various stage of the work. I can 


never forget the contribution and inspiration of my ever 
enthusiastic granddaughters- Monil & Ishita Singhal, who 
have encouraged and helped me in computer/ internet 
related works for my astrological pursuits.

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Chapter-1 


Basic Features of 
Nakshtras 


Importance of Nakshtras 


1.1 


The Nakshtras are the central axis around which the 
Indian astrology revolves. Even the Vedas give 
exhaustive references to them. Their importance is 
universally acclaimed. The Nakshtras of the Indians, 
constellations/ asterism of Western countries, 
Manzils of the Arabs, and Sieu of the Chinese are 
the same in essence and system of divisions. The 
Nakshtra is a Sanskrit word made by combination of 
"Naksha" meaning to approach and "7ra”" meaning 
to guard. Thus each Nakshtra is an abode of a god 
delegated with the duties of guarding and guiding 
the cosmic and solar evolution. Alternately some 
people break it up as "Naksha" or the cosmos/ 
zodiac and "Kshetra" or the map. Thus the 
Nakshtras are the map of stars of the zodiac. The 


importance of Nakshtras in astrology is similar to 
the importance of "Eyes" in human body. The 
planetary influences are significantly altered/ 
modified under the impact of the Nakshtras. It is 
almost impossible to understand the movements 
and impact of planets without correlating them 
with the Nakshtras. 


1.2. The Moon which represents Mann or the mind, has 
a special relationship with Nakshtras. During its 
motion, the Moon stays in a Nakshtra for about a 
day. Therefore the Nakshtras are also known as 
lunar mansions and Moon as Nakshtradhipati. 
The association of Moon with different 
Nakshtras fundamentally alters the character of 
a horoscope. The very nature of the Moon becomes 
different in certain Nakshtras. When a planet is 
placed under direct radiation of a Nakshtra, the 
influence of Nakshtra reaches the native, instead of 
the basic nature of the planet. The quality of a planet 
shall be promoted or modified according to the 
quality of the Nakshtra. The Nakshtras play an 
important role in natal astrology as well as in 
Horary, Mahurat and Mundane astrology. 


Nomenclature and Lords 


2.1 A Nakshtra or constellation is a division of zodiac 


along the ecliptic, identified by the prominent star in 
it that the Moon passes through during its monthly 
cycle. The constellations are 27 in number evenly 
placed across the ecliptic, beginning with the initial 
point of the zodiac, 0° of Aries, with a span of 
13°20' each. Each Nakshtra has four padas/ 
Charan/ quarters of 3° 20' width each, which is 
equivalent to one Navamsha as well both in its 
expanse and beginning & end point. This 
enhances the importance of each other. Each 
Nakshtra as well as each pada/ Charan/ quarter is 
ruled over a different planet. The details of 27 
Nakshtra are given in table below;

In addition to above, some astrologers have 
suggested putting in an additional Nakshtra, Abhijit, 
carved out of Uttar- ashada(Mainly) and partly from 
Shravan Nakshtra. It has been given the number 21- 
A and falls in Capricorn sign from 9s6° 40' to 
9s10°53'20". Its characteristics are generally those 


of 4th pada of Uttar-ashada (which constitute about 
75% of the expanse of the Nakshtra). Abhijit was 
excluded from original list of 28 Nakshtras probably 
because it was located farthest away from Ecliptic 
as well as from Equator as compared to others. Its 
location is 61°43'59"North to the Ecliptic and 
38°46'51" North to the Equator. In addition to these 
27 or 28 Nakshtras, the Rigveda, mentions certain 
other Nakshtra which appear at northern and 
southern skies and not along the ecliptic. They are 
identified as the two North polar Nakshtra, called 
"Great Beer and the Little bear"; the two heavenly 
dogs called "Canis major and minor; and the divine 
boat called "Navis". These being not along the 


ecliptic have no role in predictive astrology. 
However, "The Great Beer" called "Nakshtras of 
Seven Sages" or Saptarishi Nakshtra is very 
important in Hindu mythology. 


Classification of Nakshtras 


3.1 Janam Nakshtras: The Nakshtra in which Moon is 
posited at birth is known as Janam (birth) star/ 
Nakshtra. Some other astrologers feel that the 
Nakshtra who houses stronger of the two- ascendant 
or Moon, is called the birth Nakshtra. The lord of 
this Nakshtra is as important as the lord of 
ascendant or of the Moon sign. This is taken as the 
first Nakshtra. Various Nakshtra get a new name 
indicating a specific nature according to their 
position from birth Nakshtra.

Vainashika and Samhara Nakshtra: The 224 
Nakshtra from Janam Nakshtra is called Vainashika 
Nakshtra. It causes destruction, sabotage or 
subversion. Some astrologers opine that the most 


intense part of this Nakshtra rests in 88th Navamsha 
reckoned from natal Moon. Similarly Samhara 
Nakshtra is one in which natal Sun is positioned. 
The lord of Samhara Nakshtra is very inauspicious 
for any native.

The native was born in Chitra Nakshtra of Mars as 
Moon and Ascendant both are placed in this 


Nakshtra. The 22"4 Nakshtra from Chitra is Pushya 
ruled by Saturn, becomes the Vainashika Nakshtra. 
Mars is posited in Lagna and Saturn aspected it. 


This Nakshtra falls in 10" house with 3-12" lord 
Jupiter posited therein. The native had Sun in Purva 
Bhadra Nakshtra, the Samhara Nakshtra, ruled by 
Jupiter. During Aug 1975, while the native was 
running dasha of Saturn-Jupiter, he, along with his 
wife and sons, was brutally assassinated by rebel 
army officers. 


Gand Mool Nakshtra- As per Vedic astrology, the 
junction or Sandhi of any two signs or Nakshtra are 
inauspicious. Any planet posited there or birth of 
any event/ native at that moment is deemed very 
weak, inauspicious and causes various problems 
including Balarishta. When the junction of the sign 
& Nakshtra occurs simultaneously, it is worse and is 


termed Gand-Mool, because of the intermingling or 
transition of different set of energies. These 
Nakshtras are Mercury (last pada) and Ketu 


(18yada), whose Sandhi coincide with the Sandhi of 
Cancer & Leo, Scorpio & Sagittarius and of Pisces 


& Aries. A child born during 1° pada of Ashwani, 
Magha or Mool may cause loss to father, mother or 
life of father; while one born in last pada Revati, 
Ashlesha & Jyestha may cause loss of wealth, life of 
father or child's own life respectively. These ill- 
effects are more pronounced if they do not receive 
any benevolent influence.

Laghu, Kshipra, dynamic or swift- Ashwani, 
Pushya, Hasta & Abhijit falls in this group and 
are suitable for travelling, trading, construction, 
shop-opening, fine-art, acquisition of 
knowledge, partnerships or medical treatment. 


Violent/ Fierce or Ugra Nakshtra-(Bharini, 
Magha, P.Phalguni, P.ashada, & P.Bhadra). 
They are of aggressive nature and are good for 
surgeries, medication, starting war or litigation, 
use of arms/ammunition, any work involving 
use of / igniting fire, violent acts or poisoning. 


Mixed or Mishra Nakshtra (Krittika & 
Vishakha)- They are suitable for preparation of 
medicines, welding, melting or gas/ furnace 
works; electrolysis or electric works; war- 
efforts or taking harsh/ firm decision for 
general welfare. 


Fixed or Sthir Nakshtra-(Rohini, and_ three 
Uttar- phalguni, ashada & bhadra). They are 
suitable for works of fixed nature like 
construction of house, Graha-pravesh, 
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marriage, Oath-taking, laying foundation or 
beginning of job etc. 


v) Gentle/ Friendly or Mridu-(Mrigshira, Chitra, 
Anuradha & Revati)- These are suitable for 
various auspicious ceremonies like learning 
music, fine-art, travel, jewellery, making 
friends or making / wearing clothes and social 
activities. 


vi) Movable or Char (Punurvasu, Swati, Shravan, 
Dhanishta & Shatbhisha)- They are good for 
anything connecting with motion, machinery or 
journey etc, like travel or buy or use of a 
vehicle/ machine/ animals (wherever motion is 
profitable). 


vii) Pungent or Tikshana (Ardra,_ Ashlesha, 
Jyestha & Moola)- They are good for illegal/ 
anti-social deeds, cheating, Tantra & black 
magic including killing or hurting persons or 
animals. 


Classification as per Gunas: The "Sankhya 
Patanjali" system mentions that planets acquire 
certain Gunas (merits) by virtue of their occupation 
in a Nakshtra. These Gunas also modify or 
influence the house concerned. Each Nakshtra 
transfers certain Gunas to the planets posited in it. 
There are three such types of Gunas- Tamsic 
(indolence/ inertia with resistance nature), Rajsik 


(restless/ materialistic and self seekers) and Satwik 
(purity of mind/ truth and self less workers). All the 
three Gunas are inter-related and present in almost 
all natives. The only difference is that one Guna will 
be more predominant in the natives belonging to the 
concerned Guna group and the other Gunas become 
latent. The Nakshtra belong to different Gunas as 
shown in table No. 3 below. 


General Characteristics 


4.1 


Unlike the case of houses/ signs, each planet 
(including Rahu & Ketu) owns three constellations. 
But the ownership of Nakshtras repeat after every 


9th Nakshtra; e.g. Nakshtra No 1,10 & 19 belong to 
Ketu, 2, 11 & 20 belong to Venus, 3, 12 & 21 
belong to Sun, 4,13 & 22 are of Moon and so on. 
Again Fiery signs 1,5 & 9 have same set of 
Nakshtra i.e. Ketu (4padas), Venus (4padas) & 1 
pada of Sun. Earthy signs, 2,6 & 10 have 3padas of 
Sun, 4 padas of Moon, & 2 padas of Mars. Airy 
signs, 3,7 & 11 have 2padas of Mars, 4padas of 
Rahu & 3padas of Jupiter. And watery signs, 4,8 & 
12, have |lpada of Jupiter, 4padas of Saturn & 4 
padas of Mercury. However the results of three 
constellations of any planet would be different as 
per its traits as shown in succeeding Para.

Brief Description of Individual Nakshtras 


5.1 


Ashwani: Its symbol is horse' head and is said to be 
Vehicle of Sun. Hence everything related to 
transport comes under its purview. The native born 
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under this Nakshtra (Ascendant/ Moon in Ashwani) 
is handsome, popular, — skillful, intelligent, 
extravagant and has love for speed. He is fond of 
good dress and has happy relations with friends and 
relations. He is calm and quiet but capable of getting 
his work done unnoticed and un-felt by others. But 
he is very stubborn in his attitude. Sun, Ketu & 
Mars being related to this Nakshtra, give good 
results when posited in this Nakshtra. Sun attains 
exaltation in this Nakshtra. This Nakshtra is 
considered inauspicious for closure/ completion of 
any work or works which require patience and 
perseverance. Periods up to 30 years of age will be 
full of struggle, but thereafter, there will be steady 
and continuous progress. His health is generally 
good. But if he is born between 2" and 3" degree 
of Ashwani, his health will be poor, he may be 
arrogant or a deceit/ smuggler. It is observed that a 
large number of physicians, chemists, or those with 
active martial life like army, police and sportsmen 
or dealers in copper, iron & steel are born under this 
Nakshtra. 


Bharini: Its literal meaning is "What deserved to be 
cultivated and preserved" and its symbol is female 
sex organ implying self purification after struggle or 
turmoil. This Nakshtra of Venus, placed fully in 
Mooltrikone sign of Mars, is symbol of relationship 
between a male and female and oscillating between

both extremes of purity and wisdom. It represents 
native's desires and passions. Its overall influence is 
sensitivity and sociability along with an acute sense 
of beauty and comfort, but in its various phases 
there may be egotism, mentality, dedication and 
social leadership. It guides the soul in materialistic 
as well as spiritual growth, but its impulse being 
Artha, the soul wants to achieve results in both the 
worlds. Saturn, the planet of lethargy and sufferings 
gets debilitated here. A native born in this Nakshtra 
has big eyes, attractive face, is determined, truthful, 
skilful, idealistic, moralistic, intelligent and free 
from diseases; keeping balance between opposite 
tendencies with confidentiality. He is often jealous, 
path breaker and fond of pleasures. To travel or to 
do slow but peaceful works are considered 
inauspicious during this Nakshtra. Profession 
governed by it includes arts, entertainments, film 
industry, law, judges, ministers, food & hotel 
industry, child & female welfare works, toy industry 
etc. 


Krittika: It means "a lady who accomplishes the 
work" or "a flame". There are six stars in it formed 
like a razor i.e. end part of an arrow. Agni its 
presiding deity is god of fire, who has the power to 
provide enormous vitality, courage and tremendous 
strength; but if this power is not properly utilized, 
the repercussions can be devastating. Only its first 
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quarter lies in Aries, while rest of it falls in Taurus. 
The Sun is lord of the Nakshtra, while Moon (and 
Rahu as per some) gets exalted here. Thus it 
represents widely diverse characteristics. The native 
is attractive, renowned, intelligent and has a 
commanding appearance. He cannot pursue any 
goal for long. He easily gets bored and jump upon 
new things without considering the pros and cons. 
He is a voracious eater and is fond of others' wives. 
He is orthodox, but does not believe in age old 
belief and custom. Such natives are expounder of all 
branches of learning and stay away from their 
homes. Partnership does not suit them. They derive 
benefits from government and may be engineer, 
doctor, surgeon, treasury officer, inventor, 
excavator, military, police or fire officer or an 
expert in music dance or art. 


Rohini: It has been praised as one of the most 
auspicious Nakshtra, being related to two benefic 
and female planets, Moon and Venus. The Moon 
has a special relationship with this Nakshtra because 
of its charm, and mastery over sex, art & music. 
Lord Krishna was born in this Nakshtra. It is 
symbolized by a chariot or carriage. Rohini is like 
an incubator of creative potential, where every seed/ 
idea is preserved and nourished until the right time 
of its fruition. It leads to worldly pleasures, 
attachments, infatuation and illusion. Everything

experienced under this impulse has a quality of 
newness, a sense of childlike delight and desire to 
experience more and more of the same. Such natives 
are full of magnetic personality, passion and 
sensuality. 


A native born in this Nakshtra is _ beautiful, 
attractive, truthful, clean, following religious & 
moral principles and sweet in speech. But he is short 
tempered and extremely obstinate and remains 
oblivious to any advice or idea counter to his own. 
He does not work with a fixed aim. He is ruled by 
his heart rather than his mind. He tries to be sincere 
and honest in all the work, he undertakes; but lacks 
patience and forgiveness. Period between 18 to 36 
years will be the most trial some, but thereafter, he 
enjoys the best of life. He is prone to ailments 
connected with blood, urine and breathing problems. 
It rules professions in the field of water, fluids, food, 
milk, hotels, sea foods/ products, art, fashion, 
modeling and agriculture. 


Mrigshira: This group consists of three stars 
looking like a head of deer or eyes of a coconut. 
This Nakshtra is evenly spread over Taurus and 
Gemini. The Nakshtra lord is Mars and its four 
quarters are ruled by Sun, Mercury, Venus and 
Mars; while the ruling deity is Moon. These planets 
impart energy, agility and inquisitive endeavor. But 
its basic quality is tamas, leading to materialization 
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and pleasure with ego. There is an element of 
contradiction in the effect of this Nakshtra. Such 
natives do not have peace of mind and their life up 
to 32 years of age is full of trial and errors; 
thereafter it will be a period of strength and 
activities followed with utmost satisfaction, 
provided other planetary positions are good. Such 
natives are tall, moderate complexion with beautiful 
and stout body. Their siblings will not only cause 
troubles, but also maintain extreme enmity. They 
will face ill health during childhood. If this Nakshtra 
is ill placed or is afflicted, the propitiation of 
goddess Parvati causes Arishta- bhang and bestows 


prosperity. 


Ardra: It means green, fresh, soft and moist and lies 
fully under the influence of Gemini ruled by 
Mercury. But its deity is Rudra, the god of 
destruction and its planetary lordship is bestowed on 
Rahu, a Karmic planet, which normally precipitates 
much misfortune. But the lords of the four quarters, 
Jupiter and Saturn, are mysteriously linked with 
occult science and renunciation. Ardra destroys 
material reality and soul's involvement in illusion. It 
is symbolized by a precious stone, a drop of dew or 
a human head. It suggests mind, which expresses 
itself as conflict. It imposes upon experiences its 
own version of reality, while simultaneously 
destroys the illusion and ignorance. Ardra is 
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considered indicator of auspicious changes, sending 
the message to forget the past and move ahead with 
the new. Transit of Sun in it generally marks the 
beginning of rains. But it is despised for marriage, 
travels, gaining honour and religious ceremonies. 
Such natives will have delayed or unhappy 
marriages. They earn better in faraway places, may 
be in foreign lands. The period between 32 to 42 
years of age will be the golden period for them. 


Punarvasu: It literally means resettlement, a house 
or resting place and is symbolizes by a bow. Its 
presiding deity is Aditi, mother of Sun and other 
gods and Jupiter is its lord; while Mars, Venus, 
Mercury and Moon rules over its four quarters. Its 


3° and 4'h quarters fall in Pushkar Navamsha. The 
primary impulse of the Nakshtra is union of Naada, 
the primeval sound and Bindu, the center of Divine 
consciousness to produce material or objective 
forms of manifestation. It crystallizes abstract ideas 
and provides necessities to preserve and sustain 
society (Vaish caste). Such natives are tall and 
handsome, religiously inclined, but argumentative 
and hot tempered. They succeed in all fields except 
partnership business. Period up to 32 years of age is 
not good. He may not amass wealth but will attain 
public honour. He may be one of most obedient 
person or disciplinarian and has a good spouse but 
still there will be friction among family members. 
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Pushya: It literally means one who nourishes and 
bestows energy and strength. It is a unique and very 
auspicious Nakshtra owned by Saturn’ with 
Brihaspati (Jupiter) as its deity, which attains 
exaltation here. The Jupiter promotes expansion, 
protects and nourishes, while Saturn concretizes, 
condenses and crystallizes nebulous matter. This 
stabilizes energy and enables it to grow in an 
entirely new form. It indicates prosperity, 
popularity, nourishing and happiness. The beginning 
of any event/ transaction in this Nakshtra yields 
auspicious results. It fully lies in Cancer owned by 
Moon and its four quarters are ruled by Sun, 
Mercury, Venus and Mars. Thus it is related with all 
the seven planets. However if ascendant and Moon 
both falls in this Nakshtra, it indicate  evil/ 
inauspicious results (still worse if in the same 
quarter) to native and his/ her parents. It is 
symbolized by a flower, a circle, cow's nipples or an 
arrow. All these symbols emphasize different and 
mysterious aspects of this Nakshtra. All the three 
Gunas function under this Nakshtra, but Tamsik 
guna and watery element is primary, guided by 
motivational urge of righteousness. Generally 
people born in it face a tough time, indifferent 
health and dependence on others till 16 years, a 
mixed fortune for next 16 years and after 32, there 
will be marked all round improvement in all aspects 
of life. Such natives stay away from family due to 
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their profession. They will have extra-ordinary 
intelligence and knowledge on any matter, but are 
inconsistent in thoughts and of doubting character. 


Ashlesha: It is the last Nakshtra of first triad of the 
zodiac, ruled by Mercury and fully lies in Cancer 
sign with serpent king as its ruling deity. It marks 
Rajsik attribute at the primary level fully engrossing 
the native in materialism and bestowing great 
intelligence which may turn into wickedness if 
afflicted. Mars the planet of ego and violence gets 
debilitated here. Its four quarters are ruled by Jupiter 
and Saturn, indicating Satwik attributes as secondary 
impulse. The symbol of serpent reveals its complex 
and often misunderstood psychology indicating 
contradicting character. The Nakshtra gives intense 
energy capable of great material immersion as well 
as spiritual attainments depending on the influence 
on it. Awakening of Kundalini is also associated 
with it. The Mercurial intellect, deep penetration 
and temperament, both benefic and malefic, are 
often visible. A native may be deeply philosophical, 
spiritual, logical, austere, self reliant and reclusive, 
but also display selfish, treacherous, heinous, 
immoral and venomous activities. The key traits of 
Ashlesha are hypnotizing, sexual power and 
controversy. He will have to shoulder extra family 


responsibilities. One born in 3rd oy qth quarter may 
cause danger to self or father. He /she may have 
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unpleasant time during 34/ 35th year of age and 


good period after 40. If afflicted worship of snakes 
and lord Shiva helps. 


Magha: It means mighty, great or most important. 
Mysterious Ketu is its ruler in fixed sign Leo, of 
Sun with "Pitras or fore fathers" as presiding deity. 
The primary Tamas attribute imparts inertia, while 
secondary Rajas contradictions and urge to make 
life purposeful. It is symbolized by a sickle or a 
house or a throne- all suggests importance of human 
body as vehicle of the Divine to reap harvest of 
Poorva Janam karma. It shows idealism amidst 
material surroundings. Those who are involved in 
earthly pleasures, will undergo servitude; while 
those who are evolved, enjoy great power, glamour 
and status. Magha sustains and assists the 
evolutionary impulse overcoming various obstacles. 
Such natives are often misunderstood and suspected 
about integrity and honesty of purpose in spite of 
their missionary zeal. They have inherent quality of 
emotion, sincerity and hard-work and never hurt the 
feelings of others. They enjoy life and are expert in 
various arts/ sciences and soft spoken. They enjoy a 
happy and harmonious married life. Those born 


under 1°‘ quarter have danger to life of self or of 
father. 


Purva Phalguni: It is also called morning star and 


is an auspicious Nakshtra occupying central Leo 
with Venus as its lord and Bhaga its deity. The sign 
and Nakshtra lords being mutual enemy, it indicates 
a state of contradiction. But it bestows fortune and 
immense opportunity for creative involvement and 
makes native victorious over his adversaries. In 
spite of Kama/ passion as its primary impulse, it 
provides unique quality of dynamic energy, grace, 
self-reliance and enormous creation with thirst for 
experience. Basic feature of the Nakshtra is its 
readiness to plunge into activities. It is difficult to 
predict the areas in which one will grow and 
fructify. It is symbolized by two front legs of a 
charpoy or dewan, indicating a period/ place for a 
short rest after victory and gain of throne. Phalguni 
means red colour and encompasses attributes of 
courage, strength, valour, domination, anger, 
violence etc. The native has inherent intuitive power 
and becomes top in his field. He is sincere in his 
work but he will not tolerate subordination nor be a 
party to any illegal activity. He will have several 
hidden enemies standing as obstacle in his progress. 
He will frequently change his jobs till the age of 44 
years. After that he will settle down to a position of 
power and authority. If it is afflicted and under 
materialistic influences, it may lead the native to 
debauchery, gambling and black-magic. 


5.12 Uttar-phalguni: It has many similar characteristics 


as Poorva phalguni. Both are feminine and Rajsik in 
nature. Their presiding deity Bhaga and Aryaman, 
are son of Aditi, mother of gods. Both have two stars 
each on either of a square resembling a charpoy/ 
bed, resting place. But while the Poorva is Brahmin 
by caste; Uttar is Kshariya. The lord of former, 
Venus, if fully in inimical Leo sign, the later is ruled 


by Sun with its 1S¢ quarter in own Leo and rest three 
quarters in friendly Virgo of Mercury. After 
essential rest, this Nakshtra provides freshness, 
basic energy, the inner urge or eagerness to act, and 
tremendous confidence in one's capability. No 
amount of difficulty can withhold its progress. It is a 
Nakshtra of ambition, creativity, ego, difficulties 
and righteous struggle. Such a native is kind and 
gentle but firm, fearless and full of valour. He has 
an independent nature, but is ever willing to 
compromise for peace/ tranquility. He is not sincere 
about his own affairs, but is very sincere for others. 
He sincerely undertakes all the responsibilities in a 
perfect manner. He is born hard-worker and reaches 
a good position by self effort. He is ideally suited to 
be a teacher, doctor or research fellow. Period up to 
32 years of age is of little consequence. Thereafter 
slight upward trend commence up to 38 years of 
age; and beyond 38, his progress is much faster and 
he achieves fame, wealth and property. 


5.13 Hasta: It means palm of a hand and has five stars 
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representing five fingers. It lies fully in Virgo, 
Mooltrikone sign of Mercury, who also gets exalted 
here. Its lord is Moon and presiding deity Sun. It is a 
natural reservoir of finer forces of nature, providing 
tremendous impulse towards self-reliance and 
control over outgoing energy ever ready to proceed 
further. The primary impulse is duration or Time, 
impelling the native to change and grow & expand 
in new direction. It is assigned caste of Vaish, 
indicating sustenance of society through commerce/ 
trade. However its attributes are Tamsik and a 
person born in this brings bad health to self or his 
parents. He is prone to have severe cough and cold 
frequently and faces frequent ups and downs in life. 
He has a calm nature with peculiar smile and 
magnetic power to attract others. He is ever cheerful 
and willing to help the needy even at his own cost. 
Regardless of his academic background, he 
possesses excellent all round knowledge and skill. 
He is better suited as an advisor or to settle disputed 
matters. Period up to 30 years of age brings 
unexpected circumstances in his family, education, 
and profession. Period between 30 to 42 years is the 
golden period, when he settles down in life. 


Chitra: It is the central Nakshtra of the zodiac with 
13 Nakshtra on either side of it. A lone very bright 
star occupies it. The Government of India and 
astrological fraternity have adopted Chitra Pakshiya 


Ayanamsha for astrological calculations because of 
its special traits. It is governed by Mars and is 
spread equally between Virgo and Libra, bringing it 
under the influence of Mercury and Venus (who 
gets debilitated here). It represents a great surge 
towards always building and reaching new and 
unique achievements. Such natives are wonder- 
workers, great leaders, highly erudite persons and 
extremely honest philanthropists. The pressing deity 
is Viswakarma, the celestial architect and it is 
symbolized by a pearl or diamond because of its 
brightness. The native is concerned with chipping 
off unwanted attachments, a painful process, to 
achieve perfection and pristine purity. He is very 
intelligent, simple but cunning and is not bothered 
about sentiments of others. Mars, its lord, never 
accepts defeat. Any confrontation provides it with 
added incentive to fight and attain its goal. He gets 
help and reward from unexpected quarters without 
putting much effort. Its basic attribute is Tamsik 
involved in materialistic desires, Kama and passion. 
His life up to 30 years of age will be full of 
struggles but thereafter he will enjoy a golden 
period. 


Swati: It is also a single star Nakshtra, which lies 
fully in movable and Mooltrikone sign of Venus 
with Karmic Rahu as its lord. This basically 
indicates Tamsik attributes heightening earthy 


sensitivities full of material achievements. It is also 
called "Nishtya" meaning outcaste. However, its 
four quarters are ruled by Jupiter and Saturn, which 
maintain equilibrium and play a significant role in 
producing just and righteous conduct making one 
ingenious and innovative. Its presiding deity is Vayu 
(the god of wind); though Saraswati, the goddess of 
learning is also related to it. It is symbolized by 
coral bead and by swaying of plants. Rain, while 
Moon is in Swati Nakshtra, is considered most 
auspicious. Such a native is independent, adamant, 
but always pleasure seeking. He does not like 
criticism. He is short tempered and revengeful by 
nature. He is best friend in need and worst enemy of 
the hated. The conflicting traits often make him 
indecisive following the policy of "wait and watch". 
He is lean and thin with attractive features. He loves 
travelling & transport, trade, wrestling, music, 
acting, computer and discoveries & research. He 
suffers financially and mentally till 25 years of age, 
even if born in a rich family. His golden period of 
life is between 30 to 60 years of age. His family life 
is not congenial. 


Vishakha: It consists of four stars forming like a 
rectangular table. Its three quarters lie in Libra and 
the fourth in mystical Scorpio ruled by Mars, where 
Moon gets debilitated. Its lord is Jupiter and the 
presiding deity Indra, king of gods and Agni/ fire. It 


is symbolized by a potter's wheel or a decorated 
entrance gate. It is significator of marriage. Its dual 
lordship of signs and dual deities represent great 
turmoil and whirlwind of activities. It represents 
wide range of expressions involving all the three 
attributes. He is full of vigour and vitality with 
intelligence of very high order. But a special type of 
non- attraction or dissatisfaction with the existing 
things of life (but not repulsion), restlessness and a 
great psychological turmoil often rages within him. 
This impulse often leads to infidelity in married life, 
non-fulfillment of promises and minimizing 
contribution of others. Mostly he stays away from 
family and after 40 he become quite detached from 
family though dutifully look after them. He does not 
enjoy love and affection of mother and not much 
help from father also. So since childhood, he is a 
hardworking and self made person. He loves his 
wife and children very much. He is a good orator 
and a good politician. He is fit to do independent 
business, jobs requiring high responsibilities, 
banking, teaching, printer or a religious person. His 
health is normally very good. 


Anuradha: The Nakshtra consists of four stars in a 
row like a flag pole. It is ruled by Saturn and lies 
fully in Scorpio ruled by Mars; while its presiding 
deity is Mitra (means friend and is one of the names 
of Sun). Saturn does not have any affinity with Mars 


or Sun. This produces unnecessary stress, strain and 
conflicts with parents and siblings. Its primary 
attribute is Tamas, inertia immersed in gross 
materialism; but secondary attributes are Sattwa 
producing righteousness and harmony. It is 
symbolized by Lotus or a Dand of a sage. The lotus 
points to the regenerative quality latent in a person 
and the soul's thirst for union with the source. But 
there may not be redemption from material bondage. 
The Dand is symbol of strength, courage and safety. 
He is likely to face several obstacles disturbing his 
peace of mind in life. But in spite of several 
reversals, he ultimately achieves the desired results 
through hard work and help of his friends. He starts 
earning at an early age of 17 or 18, but life till 48 
years of age is full of struggles with only 
intermittent favourable periods. After 48, he will be 
free from all miseries and settles down well away 
from his native place. His family life will be fully 
satisfactory due to the qualities of his spouse. 
Marriage, start of an auspicious work or struggle is 
not recommended in this Nakshtra. Presence of Sun 
and Moon together in this Nakshtra (especially in 
later half) spoils and Mars all good points in any 
native's horoscope and make him very pedestrian. 


Jyestha: It means eldest sister or middle finger or 
an eminent, distinguished and honourable person. 
Its ruling planet is Mercury, whereas zodiacal sign 


belongs to Mars and its four quarters are ruled by 
Jupiter and Saturn. The primary attributes are Tamas 
but secondary and tertiary attributes are Sattwa. It 
contains a big star in between two small stars and is 
symbolized by an umbrella or an earring, both of 
which indicates honourable status and worldly and 
spiritual attainments. Lord Indra is the presiding 
deity of this Nakshtra. This is the last Nakshtra of 
second triad of zodiac. Such a native is royal and 
wealthy and has a basic impulse to become or gain 
something tangible. He has very good physical 
stamina and attractive features. He is very clean and 
sober in his mind, but is also hot tempered and 
obstinate. He cannot keep any secret or hidden thing 
even if it pertains to his own life. The native start 
shouldering responsibilities at an early age which 
make him mature before time. The period between 
18 to 26 years of age causes maximum troubles and 
real golden period will only be after 50 years of age. 
Birth in last two quarters is considered inauspicious 
for the native or his parents. His relations with his 
mother and siblings are never cordial. His married 
life will be harmonious but his spouse will always 
have a upper hand. Birth of native in its last quarter 
is very inauspicious for self and family. 


Moola: It means the root, the central part or the 
foundation/ the lowest part or the first/ origin. After 
Moola, the process of manifestation in different 


directions starts. It is ruled by Ketu and lies fully in 
the beginning of dual, fiery and Satwik sign of 
Jupiter. Materially it is considered very inauspicious 
(especially its first two quarters) and _ not 
recommended for marriage, financial transactions 
and diplomatic/ logistic works. Its presiding deity is 
Nirriti, a demon goddess, controlling violence, fear, 
misery, penury and death. It has 11 stars denoting 
tail of a lion/ scorpion or an elephant's goad. Moola 
represents a stage when a new attribute or idea is 
manifested bringing new opportunities with onerous 
responsibilities and hardship in a tradition bound 
environment. It marks the big change from deep 
materialism to beginning of spiritual process. The 
past karmas are to be completely annihilated. The 
process is unpleasant and requires ruthless craving 
is resisted, an intense opposition from the passionate 
nature arises and the struggle ensues, making the 
native ruthless, violent and cruel. Moola is male by 
sex, a butcher by caste, a dog by species, a demon 
by temperament and a human transforming human 
animality into spirituality. The native is skilled in 
many fields and will frequently change profession 
or trade. He renders advice to others but is not 
capable to apply the same for himself. He devotes 
his entire energy with utmost sincerity to his boss or 
to any person/ friend in whom he has faith. He 
spends lavishly on friends and frequently lends in 
debt. He earns his livelihood and fame in a foreign 
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land. He does not keep good health and is 
susceptible to drug addiction. 


Purvashada: It means the first unsubdued or one 
who never accepts defeat. It has four stars 
resembling the tusk of an elephant. It falls fully in 
Mooltrikone sign of Jupiter with Venus as its lord 
and water-god Apas as presiding deity. Its primary 
attribute is Satwik and secondary Rajsik. Its 
motivational urge is Moksha or liberation. Under the 
Nakshtra, many unknown’ and_ unexpected 
possibilities like divine wisdom, hidden knowledge 
and intuitive faculties may be revealed to activate 
the mind. This may be regarded as God's grace 
which, to an unripe mind, produces pride and 
conceit. The native has exemplary intelligence, 
intuition and self confidence. If Jupiter and Venus 
are strong in the chart, the native achieves wealth, 
prosperity and status in the society without much 
effort. Whether he is right or wrong, he will not, 
under any circumstances, subdue to others. One can 
have a lot of advice from him, but cannot render any 
advice to him. But he finds it difficult to take a 
decision even on small matters. He is highly 
religious and ever ready to help the needy. He may 
suffer in life before teens and up to 32 years of age 
has subdued period, but there after start climbing 
ladders of success. He is more inclined towards his 
wife and in-laws. He will be lucky to have talented 
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and respectful children. His health may not be good, 
prone to some chronic incurable disease. 


Uttarashada: It means "unsubdued and after" or 
one who has the last victory. The Nakshtra is ruled 
by Sun. Its first quarter lies in Jupiter's Sagittarius 
and balance three quarter in Saturn's Capricorn. Its 
presiding deity is Viswa-devta, meaning "the 
universe as God" as very powerful & auspicious and 
concerned with welfare of humanity at large. Lord 
Ganesh, who is Vighna-vinahak as well as Vighnesh 
and first worshipped god, bestowing strength, 
intelligence and prosperity, is also related with this 
Nakshtra. Its primary attributes are Satwik and 
harmony, while Rajsik as secondary. Its symbol is a 
cot or bed denoting a place for relaxation or mutual 
consultation. The native acquires extra qualities of 
firmness, strong  will-power, — stability and 
psychological orientation for discharge of ultimate 
responsibilities and karmic debts. His action will be 
earthy in nature, but involves higher objectives in 
life or cosmic/ universal unity. He has deep regards 
for elders, family traditions and rituals. He enjoys 
strong family bonding and is traditional to the core. 
He is highly intelligent, hardworking, optimistic, 
realistic, religious, humble, and sometimes 
introspective or self centered. Due to his inherent 
good qualities, he often lands himself into uncalled 
for problems. He takes decisions only after due 


considerations and consultations with others. Period 
after 38 years of age will be golden period of fame, 
success and prosperity. His family life is good, but 
he and his spouse may not have good health. 


5.21a Abhijit: It was once considered as one of the lunar 
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mansion, but presently it is used only in elective 
astrology (Mahurat). It has the smallest span. It 


consists of 4th quarter Uttar- ashadas and one fourth 
of first quarter of Shravan Nakshtra. It falls in 
Capricorn sign from 9s6° 40' to 9s10°53'20". 28 
minutes before and after mid-night and mid-day is 
called Abhijit Mahurat, which completely destroys 
evil propensities of unknown bodies including stars 
and planets. Hence this period is known as most 
suitable time for any auspicious work. In Gita, Lord 
Krishna has said that among Nakshtra, I am Abhijit. 
Lord Krishna is said to have been born in this 
Nakshtra. However, its presiding deity is Brahma, 
the creator of the universe. For coronation, waging 
war or long journey, this Nakshtra bestows the best 


results. as more than 80% of it falls in 4 quarter of 
Uttar-ashada (ruled by Jupiter, it exhibits most of 
the good qualities of Uttar-ashada and Capricorn. 


Shravana: It means "listening" to cosmic music of 
"Naada", which reveals the beauty and harmony of 
the universe and purifies inner nature of man. Its 
lord is Moon, while it fully lies in earthy Capricorn 
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ruled by Saturn. The Moon-Saturn combination 
provides many difficulties but also impulse which 
help to sustain the established order and harmony. 
Shravana will support any act which leads to 
harmony and peaceful coexistence. Its essential 
feature is "great silence", upon which subsists the 
entire scheme of manifestation. Its presiding deity is 
Lord Vishnu, the sustainer of universe and mankind. 
The goddess Saraswati, the goddess of learning is 
also associated with it. It is considered inauspicious 
for progeny or happiness from them, if lagna or 
Moon is in Shravan Nakshtra. The native enjoy a 
mediocre life full of ups and downs. He is very wise 
and mature and hence a good adviser/ peace broker. 
He can undertake different jobs at different times. 
He will see many changes up to 30 years of age; 
period between 30 to 45 years will mark stability in 
all walks of life. Old age brings progress and status 
both socially and economically. 


Dhanishta: It means most famous and consists of 
four stars formed like a drum/ Mridanga, as its 
symbol. It is ruled by Mars, which also attains 
exaltation here, and is evenly spread over the two 
signs of Saturn, first half in Capricorn and later half 
in Aquarius. Influence of Capricorn stands for trials 
to purify himself. Under Aquarius, he works for 
nature and universal upliftment. The key traits of 
Dhanishta are wealth, prosperity, artistic and severe 
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relationship problems. It is a mystical Nakshtra 
under which many great souls are born, while for 
ordinary man it brings untold miseries and 
deprivations of material comforts and penury. The 
primeval energy is tremendous life force which, 
when properly absorbed, leads to spiritual 
attainments. Normally it restricts the growth and 
expansion of material riches. Eight Vasus 
(resembling Sun) are its presiding deity. They are 
Aap, Dhruva, Saum, Dhar, Vayu, Agni, first ray of 
Sun and Prabhas. A native with the energies of the 
eight Vasu, is extremely intelligent, wealthy and 
expert with all round knowledge. Many scientists, 
historians, lawyers and secret service personnel are 
born in this Nakshtra. He will be an able 
administrator. Normally he will be wealthy, 


generous and philanthropic. From 24" year 
onwards, he will show progress in earning. His 
health may not be good, but he will not think much 
about it. His wife will have all the good qualities. 


7) house/ lord, if related to this Nakshtra, delays 
marriage or obstructs marital happiness. 


Shatabhisha: It means 100 physicians and it 
consists of 100 stars. Its lord is Rahu and falls 
entirely in Aquarius ruled by Saturn as well as 
Rahu. Their combined influence makes it very acute 
producing trials and purification of ego. The native 
consciousness is linked to universal materialism 
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making him lonely and depressed under the stress of 
purification. He is rarely happy with himself. Its 
basic traits are secrecy, seclusion, drugs, philosophy 
and meditation. The four quarters of this Nakshtra 
are ruled by Jupiter and Saturn. The presiding deity 
is Varun, vested with illimitable cosmic knowledge 
and wisdom. Its primary impulse is Sattwa with 
Tamus as secondary. The native leads a dutiful, 
idealistic, selfless and dreamy life. Once he takes a 
decision, it is not easy for others to change it. He 
faces lot of problems from his dear and near ones. 
Even then, he extends his helping hand to them. He 
does not have a happy married life, but he will have 
a good wife. If there is serious affliction to Jupiter 
and Saturn, one may remain a chronic bachelor. He 
is prone to urinary diseases, breathing problems and 
diabetics. Period up to 34 years of age will be a trial 
some period in his profession. He will be adept in 
astrology, psychology and healing arts. 


Purva-Bhadra: It means Nakshtra with first 
auspicious step and Jupiter is its lord. Its first three 
quarters lie within Aquarius (ruled by Saturn, Rahu 
and Uranus), while the last quarter under Moon lies 
in Pisces. It has mainly Sattwa attributes and is 
associated with cosmic. stability and imparts 
tremendous fearlessness. Its presiding deity is Aja 
Ekpada (meaning one footed goat), representing 
unborn, infinite and transcendent cosmic energy. Its 
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symbol is two legs of a bed or a ray of Sun or a 
sword. Such natives are full of courage, vision, 
originality, missionary zeal, and self- involvement 
irrespective of consequences or others' opinion 
leading to universal unity. He often has two widely 
different faces- one humble, somber, emotional, 
kind, noble and philanthropic; while the other harsh, 
cruel, violent, destructive, rebel, wicked, devil and 
full of revenge. He thus leads a dual life. He 
willingly compromises with either extremes. He 
may be moderately rich, but enjoys respect and 
honour from public. He is born intelligent and may 
get government job of revenue, banking, shares, 
teaching, actor, writer, astrologer or astronomer. 
Period between 24 and 33 years of age will show 
remarkable progress with tension. His golden period 
to establish will be between 40 and 54 years of age. 
Female native will be honest, kind, polite, sincere 
and one of principles with good family life. 


Uttar-Bhadrapada: Purva and Uttar Bhadrapad are 
twin Nakshtra on the same lines as Purva and Uttar 
Phalguni or Purva and Uttar ashada. This Nakshtra 
lies completely in Pisces, Jupiter's sign of salvation. 
Its Lord is Saturn, while its deity is Ahir Budhnya, 
whose upper body is like a god while lower half 
represent serpent of deep sea which lies concealed 
in primeval darkness (Kundalini). The passivity of 
darkness is the mysterious source from which all 


other forms of creation have arisen. Any planet in 
this Nakshtra becomes very powerful. The nature of 
forces flowing through it, is difficult to describe. It 
may be linked with materiality, resistance, 
difficulties and opposition at the beginning, but will 
create a harmonious impact in the long run. There is 
an opportunity to preserve, protect and cooperate 
with the Divine plan despite hardship and obstacles. 
The native takes action after considering all angles 
and not in a hurry or under emotions. He keeps 
equal relationship with high as well as low people. 
He comprehends wisdom and manifests growth and 
expansion of consciousness. Due to _ his 
extraordinary determination, capacity and 
capabilities, he can undertake many jobs to be 
successfully completed. He is very good as a 
counselor, analyst and logical calculator. He 
remains calm, quiet, happy and firm controlling 
anguish and anger even during’ adverse 
circumstances. His stability in life comes after 
marriage. His wife and children are an asset. His 
health is generally good. 


5.27 Rewati: It is the last Nakshtra of the zodiac (linking 
the end with the beginning) and consists of 32 stars 
looking like a drum or Mridanga. Its lord is 
Mercury and it lies fully in Jupiter's Pisces. Its four 
quarters are ruled by Jupiter and Saturn. The quest 
for spirituality and wisdom indicated by Jupiter and 


penance, renunciation and sufferings caused by 
Saturn, one attains pure awareness born out of 
spiritual churning. The symbol of the Nakshtra is a 
fish, while the sign represents two fishes. The fish is 
auspicious as it aids procreation and easy rapid 
growth. In the process, it makes native of extrovert 
tendencies and considerate of the feelings and 
comfort of the others. He is ever ready to help 
others. It is presided over by Pushan, meaning "the 
measurer of the sky" with primary function of 
nourishing the universe. Its attributes are Sattwa. 
The basic impulse of Rewati is dissolution, 
expressed itself in quietitude and equanimity with 
desire to merge with the infinite. It refers to the 
involvement of the soul in self-preserving activities 
which extends from one eternity to the other. The 
native is full of knowledge and wisdom, is simple, 
sincere, religious, clean hearted and soft spoken. He 
has a knack of dealing with others. He cannot keep a 
secret for long and cannot stick to any job for long. 
He comes up in life with his own efforts and 
generally settles late and far away from his native 
place. Although Venus gets exalted in its last 
quarter, the quarter is considered inauspicious for 
longevity. The native is prone to various ailments. 


Chapter-2 
Nakshtra in Astrology 


Introduction 


1.1 


Vedic astrology essentially revolves around 
Nakshtra system. The journey of human life from 
birth to death passes through Nakshtras. Each 
Nakshtra represents an important phase of human 
life. The Ashwani represents infancy, while Revati 
indicates the last or Advait phase of life. It is almost 
impossible to understand the movement and impact 
of any planet without correlating with the Nakshtra 
and their quarters. The sign concept was introduced 
much later through Vasishth Sidhhanta. The sign, 
Nakshtra and Navamsha are all basically a measure 
of extent of space and time in astrological 
predictions. The rulers or lords of various Nakshtras 
are given at Para 2.1 and table No. | of chapter 1. 


1.2 Each of the lords influences/ modifies the 


significations of planets posited in or owning them, 


as per their nature. The effect of each Nakshtra is 
felt through a planet that occupies it or the one that 
own it. Suppose the factor of mind is related to the 
factor for sin/ vice and one of the two factors is in 
Ardra, Nakshtra of Rahu. This Nakshtra is related to 
crime and violence. Such a native will have criminal 
tendencies. Again the influence on a planet is in an 
ascending order from sign to Nakshtra to its quarter. 
Two or more planets posited in same sign, Nakshtra 
or quarter having a common lord will be related to 
each other and as a result of association and/ or 
aspect, will modify each other's significations as 
well. Two planets posited in the same sign but 
different Nakshtra will have little impact on each 
other. 


Nakshtra Vs Signs 


pa | 


The signs were first introduced by sage Vashishta, 
through his "Vashishata-Sidhanta". Prior to this the 
Indian astrology was based only on Nakshtra 
divisions. Nakshtras are not hypothetical or 
imaginary bodies, whereas the signs are a unit 
created for easy calculation, understanding and 
communication. Again the spread of a Nakshtra is 
fixed as 13°20', whereas spread of a sign is slightly 
variable, causing unequal houses in "Chalit Bhava" 
system. 


2.2 The ownership of the 12 signs is one each for the 


2.3 


2.4 


Sun and Moon, and two each for Mars, Venus, 
Mercury, Jupiter and Saturn; with no lordship for 
the two karmic/ shadow planets- Rahu & Ketu. 
However the Nakshtra division system provides 
equal lordship of three Nakshtra each to the nine 
planets in order of their Vimshotri dasha pattern. 


Both Nakshtra and signs is basically a unit of 
measure of space. The system of delineation of a 
chart, as per rising sign on each house and the 
modification of the behavior of the planets as per 
their sign position, quite often give results contrary 
to what happens to the native. It is because a sign 
covers an arc of 30 degrees, which does not change 
for approximately two hours' duration; whereas a 
Nakshtra covers an arc equal to 13 deg, 20min., 
which change after every 53 minutes or so. The 
planets influences the house, indicate promise or 
potential of the house. But the planets’ behavior is 
modified more by its placement in Nakshtra than in 
the signs. 


The Nakshtra division also did not provide accurate 
and satisfactory results. Therefore each Nakshtra 
was further sub- divided into four equal parts-called 
Pada/ Charan/ quarter, each of 3°20', which 
changes after every 13 minutes only. Each lord of a 
Nakshtra quarter is nothing but the Navamsha lord. 


Each quarter is equivalent to one Navamsha both 
in its expanse and beginning and end point 
representing Navamsha with all its 
manifestation. The importance and utility of 
Navamsha in predictive astrology is universally 
acclaimed by all astrologers and classics. This 
concept improved the techniques of prediction 
considerably. Each quarter is allotted lordship as 
shown in tableNo.4 below.

Vedic astrology considers Sun as so much important 
and relevant as Ascendant and Moon. These three 
forms the vital tripod on which the horoscope of a 
native rests. The relation between Sun and 
Nakshtras throws vital information about the native. 
Our ancient astrologers and saints have described 


eight "Suryat Nakshtra Bindus", based on _ the 
Nakshtra in which the Sun is placed in the birth 
chart of a native. This Nakshtra is taken as No. | as 
Janam / birth Nakshtra is. Then we count the 
number in serial order of Nakshtra to arrive at a 
specific Suryat Nakshtra Bindus. To understand it 
clearly let us take an example chart of Mrs Indira 
Gandhi, given below.

3.2 The meaning of each Suryat Nakshtra is given 
below; 


i) 


Vidhunmukh: It is 5" from the Sun's Nakshtra 
and literally means "in front of face or eyes". 
This means that the native has some sort of 
premonition/ intuition of something good/ 
bad to happen before it actually happened; but 
no one can stop it from happening. This power 
is however, restricted only to the house where 
Vidhunmukh bindu falls. 


Shool: \t is 8 from the Sun's Nakshtra and 
literally means pain. It is such an entity, 
worry, unhappiness or sorrow, which only 
native suffers or experience. No one else will 
be able to understand his pain or its intensity. It 
also. includes one's craze/ longing for 
something. One may have worries about the 
house where Shool bindu falls. A native may

be a billionaire, but be still worried/ frustrated 
to have more wealth. 


Sannipaat: It occupies 14h Nakshtra from 
Sun's Nakshtra and means "same thoughts 
coming in the mind over and over again". 
Sometimes elderly persons keep on talking/ 
asking repeatedly about something, even if it 
may seem irrelevant and cause irritation to the 


family members. If this Bindu falls in 6th 
house, it will cause the native constant worries 
regarding his enemies, litigations or debts. 


Ketu: \t is 18" Nakshtra from the Nakshtra of 
native's Sun and means flag or "prestige & 
honour" or the name & fame. The house where 
this Bindu falls brings prestige and honour to 
the native. During transit of benefic and strong 
planets in the house one gets name, fame and 
the same house during transit of weak & 
malefic planets bring worries and defame. 


Ulka: It is 5% Suryat Bindu and 2Ist 
Nakshatra from Sun's Nakshatra. It means a 
Meteor, who when enters the atmosphere of 
Earth, gets heated up and start burning, 
emitting light. The house in which this Bindu is 
present lights up during transit of benefic 
planets over this house and enable the native to 
understand his surroundings giving him good 


viii) 
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or bad results depending on the nature of 
transiting planet. During transit of malefics, 
there is no such light and the native is confused 
and cannot understand things around him. 


Kamp: it is 6 Suryat Nakshtra and 224 
Nakshtra from Sun's Nakshtra. It means 
"Shivering or trembling due to fear". There 
is always the fear regarding the fruits of the 
house, in which this bindu falls, even if the 
native is already getting the good fruits. These 
fruits are related to the Karmas of previous 
lives of the native and hence unalterable. 


Vajra: It is 23" Nakshtra from Sun's Nakshtra 
and means "hard, strong, solid or emotionless 
instrument". A native may become ruthless in 
getting fruits of the house where this Bindu 
falls. He does not get panicky or pessimist in 
the face of obstacles or worries and remains 
solid as a rock. 


Nirdhaat: \t is the 24" and the last Suryat Bindu 
and means "Determination or firm/ strong 
decision". A native is firm in his decision for 
getting fruits of the house where this Bindu is placed 
and no one can make him change his decision on the 
subject. 


To understand the effect/ results of these Bindus, 


redraw the birth horoscope of the native (Mrs Indira 
Gandhi) indicating each Suryant Bindu in the house 
having its zodiac sign in the birth chart. If a Suryat 
Bindu happens to fall in two zodiac signs, then put it 
in the two signs it occupies. This chart indicates the 
houses in the birth chart, the fruits of which, 
whether good or bad, which are mandatory for the 
native to endure willingly or unwillingly. This is as 
a result of good or bad acts done by the native in 
previous births. 


Chart No.3A: Mrs Indira Gandhi 
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The native had her Sun in Anuradha Nakshtra in 5" 
house in her natal chart. Based on this her Suryat 
Nakshtra Bindu chart is given above. Note she had 
Shool bindu in 8 house indicating her widowhood. 
This pain she faced alone without any other person 
knowing or sharing it. In 10 & 11" house, she had 
Sannipaat bindu indicating her obsession to cling to 


power even after adverse high court judgment. The 


Vajra & Nirdhaat bindus are in 3" house of 
courage & valour. Her firm determinations in 
various fields are universally acknowledged. Her 


Ketu Bindu was in Punarvasu Nakshtra in 1$' & 12‘ 
house. In Jun1975, she had a court ruling against her 
contesting elections. This led to huge 
embarrassment and scandal leading to her imposing 
infamous Emergency on the nation. At that time 
Saturn, her gth Jord of scandal/ dishonor, was 
transiting in Punarvasu Nakshtra. Major part of 
Punarvasu Nakshtra falls in Gemini, whose lord 
Mercury was having Antardasha during this transit 
period. 


Concept of Jeeva & Deha lords 


4.1 


The concept of Jeeva (soul) and Deha (body) of a 
house/ Bhava is based on specific Nakshtra. This 
helps us in the understanding as to what extent the 
significations of a house will prosper subject to 
modifications by other planetary aspect on the 
house. The Nakshtra lord of a Bhavesh (house lord) 
is called the Jeeva lord while the Nakshtra lord of 
dispositor of Bhavesh is known as Deha lord. To 
understand it further, let us find out the Jeeva and 
Deha \ords of each house in chart No.3 of Ms Indira 


Gandhi (given above) in following table:

If the Jeeva and Deha lords of a house are in their 
own Nakshtra or exchange sign of Nakshtra or are 
in 5-9 position from each other, the significations of 
the house prosper very well. If they are conjunct or 
in 1-7 or4 in 3-11 or 2-12 or 6- 8 positions from 
each other, the significations of the house gradually 
suffers. While evaluating a chart, other yogas/ 
aspect influencing the house are also to be 


considered. In case of Ms Indira Gandhi, in 1° 
house, Jeeva is in Nakshtra of Sun and Deha in 
Nakshtra of Mercury, but in 74 house Jeeva is in 
Nakshtra of Mercury and Deha in Nakshtra of Sun; 
in 2nd house, Jeeva is in Nakshtra of Saturn and 
Deha in Nakshtra of Venus, but in sth house, Jeeva 
is in Nakshtra of Venus and Deha in Nakshtra of 


Saturn; similarly in 6') house Jeeva is in Nakshtra 
of Moon and Deha in Nakshtra of Venus, while in 


11" house Jeeva is in Nakshtra of Venus and Deha 
in Nakshtra of Moon. All these three cases also 


exhibit exchanges of their sign lords i.e. of 15 & 7h 


lords, 2°¢ & 5 Jords and 6 & 11 lords. Again 
there are exchanges of Nakshtra between Saturn in 


18" house and Mercury in 5th house and Rahu in 6! 


house and Ketu in 12 house. These sets of 
exchanges along with presence of Mahabhagya 
yoga made her chart very strong. However the Jeeva 


and Deha lords of 2°4, 3t4, 5th, 19th and 12th were 
Venus and Saturn in 6-8 positions; while no set of 
Jeeva and Deha lords in 5-9 positions exists. These 
gave her many ups and downs in life pertaining to 
significations of relevant houses. It should, 
however, be remembered that these Jeeva and 
Deha \ords are different from Jeeva and Deha 
signs as mentioned in Kaal Chakra dasha (KCD) 
system. 


Rahu & Ketu as Nakshtra lord 


5.1 


Rahu and Ketu do not own any house/ sign. Like 
ascendant they also represent the planets who are 
lords of sign and Nakshtra in which they are posited 
in a horoscope. They also represent the planets who 


are associated with or aspect them or are their 
Navamsha lords. But they are considered more 
powerful than the planets they represent. Rahu and 
Ketu are termed as karmic planets, believed to be 
bringing the effects of past lives to the present one 
and hence their results are more specific and certain. 
Any planet in the Nakshtra ruled by Rahu or Ketu is 
as good as it is in the Nakshtra of the planet which 
Rahu or Ketu represent i.e. if a planet is placed in 
the Nakshtra of Rahu/ Ketu, it will give the results 
of house occupied by Rahu/ Ketu. It will also give 
the results of house occupied or owned by the 
Nakshtra lord of Rahu/ Ketu and the occupied by 
the planet in whose sign Rahu/ Ketu is placed. Thus 
Rahu/ Ketu represent more number of houses than 
any other planet in the chart.

The native was a famous prime-minister of Britain. 


She had Rahu in 10" house in sign of Moon, but in 
Nakshtra of Yogkaraka Saturn (in identical degrees 
as lagna). Rahu is in Pushkar-Navamsha and fully 
energized due to the aspect of Yogkaraka Saturn. 
Rahu's Nakshtra quarter lord, Mercury is Vargottam 
in lagna. Thus Rahu is very strong and well-placed. 
Rahu gave results as Nakshtra lord Saturn more than 
its sign lord Moon, who is placed in Nakshtra of 
Ketu. During dasha of Moon (sign lord of Rahu)- 
Mercury (Navamsha lord of Rahu) in 1959, she was 
first elected to British parliament. But during Rahu- 
Saturn (Nakshtra lord of and Yogkaraka aspecting 
Rahu), on 5 Apr 1979, she became Prime-minister 
of Britain and remained Prime-minister for the rest 
of Rahu dasha for over a decade. As soon as dasha 


of 3-6" lord Jupiter aspected by 2-7'h lord Mars 
began, she had to resign on 22 Nov 1990. 


Making Relation between Planets 


6.1 


A Planet occupying the Nakshtra of a planet is 
strongly related to it e.g. if Moon is in Nakshtra of 
Venus, the two are strongly related to each other. If 
a planet is compatible with the Nakshtra lord, it 
would give strong positive results. The opposite is 


also equally true. In the horoscope of Netaji 
Subhash Chandra Bose, Mars, Moon and Sun 


though posited in and 6th and 10 houses were 
under the influence of Nakshtra lord Moon (being 
compatible to each other), and strongly related to 
one another, bestowing him noble qualities of the 
highest order. 


6.2. Two planets are related to each other in the 
following ways among others: 


1) They are both placed under same Nakshtra lord 
irrespective of signs. 


11) They are placed in each other's Nakshtra lord. 


iit) They are placed in the same Nakshtra or more 
strongly if they are in the same quarter of the 
Nakshtra. 


iv) Ifa planet occupies the quarter of a Nakshtra 
(Navamsha), it would be considered related 
with any planet that occupies the sign of the 
quarter lord in the birth chart and vice-versa. 


Nakshtra and Analysis of a House 


7.1. Ata particular date and moment of birth, a specific 
degree rises in the Eastern horizon at the place of 
birth of the native. This degree indicates the sign, 


LZ 


Nakshtra and its quarter that rises as the ascendant. 
This degree determines the cusp or mid-point of the 
first house. The other houses are formed and 
numbered accordingly; with this degree (sans the 
sign) as the cusp or the most sensitive point of each 
house. The analysis of any house of the horoscope is 
basically the study of this point. The potential, 
promise and results of any house depend upon 
the lords of the Nakshtra and its quarter at this 
point. 


The general method of analysis of any house is the 
study the lords of Sign, Nakshtra and its quarter 
rising on its cusp/ most sensitive point and try to 
synthesize the significations of the lords co-ruling 
the vital point, as per their strengths and 
significations. Remember the significations of any 
planet are confirmed / modified for good/ evil by its 
sign lord, Nakshtra and its quarter lord in the 
ascending order. Although all houses are important 


and have a divine function to perform, the 15' house 
or the ascendant has a special place. The study of 
the ascendant is the study of the entire horoscope 
and fixes the ultimate limit to which a native may 
rise in any walk of life. The cusp of each house 
stands for specific significations that have direct 
relationship with the ascendant. Normally houses 
Nos 1, 5, 9, 10 and 11 are considered auspicious, 
houses Nos 2, 4 and 7 as mix and houses Nos 3, 6, 8 


and 12 as evil.

The period of education of the native has been 
during dasha of Moon. His lagna is under influence 
of Venus and Moon as Nakshtra and its quarter lord. 
The two Karaka of education- Mercury and Jupiter, 
are in signs of Venus and Nakshtra of Moon and 
Rahu with quarter lords as Venus and Jupiter. 
Predominance of Venus indicates native's interest 
and prospects in computers and electronics. Lagna's 


link with 1, 3, 9, 10 and 12th houses, promises great 


success in foreign lands. 4th and 5" houses denote 
educational prospects of a native. The lords of 
Nakshtra and its quarter lord of qth cusp( for school 
education) are Mercury and Jupiter; while of 5th 
cusp (post school higher education) are Venus and 
Jupiter. 5th house is positioned by Rahu and Moon 
aspected by yogkaraka Mars associated with Saturn 
under Nakshtra and its quarter lord Moon. Thus 5th 
house denotes high level of intellectual capabilities 
and technical education in computer and 
information technology from Moon-Saturn to 
Moon-Venus dasha from 1999 to 2003. 


Effects of lords of Nakshtra and their

houses located in their area of influence and linking 
them with the relevant houses. 


The lagna Nakshtra lord and the lord of Nakshtra of 
the Moon strongly placed in an auspicious house 
confirm good & fruitful results. A weakly disposed 
lagna Nakshtra lord affects the house it occupies; 


more so if it also owns the 8° house or 224 
Drekkana or 64 Navamsha. 


A well positioned Sun in Pushya, Uttar-phalguni, 
Moola or Revati Nakshtra bestows auspicious 
results. Mars acquires great capacity to do good 
when posited in Ashwani, Anuradha or Dhanistha 
Nakshtra. Similarly Moon in Ashwani, Krittika or in 
a Nakshtra forming 7ripushkar yoga (When three 
quadrants of a Nakshtra falls in a sign, it is called 
Tripushka. This Nakshtra coinciding with Bhadra 


Tithi- 2, 7 & 12" of either half cause 7: ripushkar 
Yoga) is a potent benevolent Karaka. Venus in 
Ashwani, Krittika, Pushya, Swati or  Revati 
Nakshtra results in great benevolence. 


The Sun and Moon closely conjunct in Aries or 
Sagittarius lagna removes adverse effect of waning 
Moon and bestows many auspicious results. Famous 
industrialist Dhiru bhai Ambani was born in 


Gandmoola Nakshtra (lagna being in 1°' quarter of

Moola Nakshtra) and his Moon was in lagna as gth 


lord, yet he rose to great heights, because both Sun 
and Moon were together in Sagittarius lagna. 


Sarpa-Seersha/ Cobra's head: If Sun & Moon 


together lying in Anuradha Nakshtra(worse if in 2"4 
half) causes this problem resulting in poor luck, 
incurable disease and is often short-lived. Sun and 
Moon closely conjunct in Anuradha Nakshtra, 
deprives native of all pleasures and longevity of life 
shown otherwise in the horoscope. The Anuradha is 
ruled by Saturn and falls in the negative sign of 
Mars, badly afflicting both the luminaries. The 
Moon is further weakened by poor Paksha bala and 
in debilitation sign.

The horoscope has seemingly following excellent features: 


i) Exchange of 2°¢ & 11 Jord (Mars and Sun). 


1) oth & 109 Jords, Moon and Mercury, conjunct 
in 2"4 house (Dharma-Karmadhipati yoga) 


iii) Lord of lagna, Venus and 11 Jord Sun in 294 
house (strong Rajyoga) 


iv) Jupiter, lord of two Upchaya houses (3rd & 6th) 
in another Upchaya (1 1"), 


v) Lagna Nakshtra lord Rahu in 1 18 house. 


vi) Yogkaraka Saturn aspect 2nd house (with 


planets therein) and 9th house. Normally one 
would have expected the native to lead a life 
full of wealth, comfort and good _ luck. 
However due to affliction of Sharpa-sheersha 
factor, the chart has lost all its beauty.

A house or a planet suffers severe affliction when it 


falls in Vainashika (22nd from birth Nakshtra) or 
Samhara Nakshtra (one occupied by the Sun). 


The study of the ascendant is the microscopic study 
of all the houses of the horoscope through its 
Nakshtra and quarter lord. It will indicate physical 
and mental characteristics of the native, his general 
health, longevity, extent of success in life, name, 
fame, ambitions and wealth, capacity to face 
struggles of life, in which the native will channelize 
his energies. Thus it reflects the quality and 
quantum of energy apportioned to the native 
according to which he executes the Karma or bears 
the fruits of the Karma. 


The behavior/ results of a planet will depend on, 
besides other factors, mainly on the lord of 
Nakshtra, wherein the planet is posited and to which 
house/ (s) he is the lord. The results given by a 
house will also be changed by the Nakshtra lord of 
the cusp/ most sensitive point of the house. The 
results indicated by the Nakshtra lord will be offered 
by the planet posited in that Nakshtra or while the 
planet transits the Nakshtra. But the occupants are 
stronger than the owners. Therefore of all the 
planets, those which occupy the Nakshtra of the 
house lord will be most effective, followed by the 
occupants of the house and then comes those who 


otherwise influence the house. A planet is the 
source/ potential of all matters indicated by a house, 
with its Nakshtra lord indicating nature of the results 
and the quarter (Navamsha) lord deciding the final 
outcome and whether the matter is desirable or not. 
Let us see an example: 


Suppose a native is born in Pisces lagna with Mars 
in Revati Nakshtra and the third house of Taurus has 
Saturn in Krittika, and Jupiter in Mrigshira 
Nakshtra. The Saturn will give results of Sun ruling 
Krittika and owning 6'5 house of Leo. As Mars rules 
over Mrigshira and owns 2™4 & 9th house, the 
Jupiter will give results of Mars as Nakshtra lords of 
2nd & 9th houses. Similarly the Mars will give 
results as Mercury ruling over Revati and owner of 
4th and 7'5 house (Badhaksthan). These results will 
however be modified by respective Navamsha lords 
wherein the planets are placed.

The classified texts are silent about the exact role of 
Nakshtra in analyzing Prashna charts. One of the 
major influences on any planet or lagna is of its 
Nakshtra lord, its placement, association or aspects. 
The real, subtle and invisible strength emerges only 
when Nakshtras are integrated in the analysis. The 
strength and attributes of all Bhava/ houses gets 
modified by the Nakshtra lord of their cusp or the 
most sensitive point, especially while analyzing the

lagna and Karya Bhava. 


In Horary, calculation of Arudha lagna is totally 
different from the one calculated by Jaimini method. 
There are two methods of its calculation- one is 
incorporating the use of 108 Nakshtra quarters 
(Navamsha), wherein the astrologer ask the querist a 
number between | and 108, to determine the exact 
quarter of lagna Nakshtra. The other method is 
using KP system of Nakshtra and Sub wherein the 
querist is asked a number between 1 and 249 to 
determine the exact number of Nakshtra and its sub. 


To find out present location of a missing/ stolen 
article, the Nakshtra also have different looks and 
aspect similar to those of planets as under;

= 14th which as per table no.8 denotes 48 months, 
the longest period in the table. Let us try the 
alternate method also. Subtracting longitude of Sun

21:36, which denote Nakshtra No.9. Adding | to it 
gives number 10, corresponding to 300 days, again 
the maximum period. Hence there is very little 
chance for early revoking of suspension.

Marilyn Monroe was one of the most beautiful and 
sexy movie star, singer and controversial figure of 
her times. She has her ascendant in the Nakshtra of 
Ashlesha. The deity of Ashlesha is Sarpas, the snake 
God. The serpent also has to do with her intense 
sexuality. The key traits for Ashlesha are 
hypnotizing, sexual power and controversy. All 
these seem to describe Marilyn Monroe well. She 
almost hypnotized her audience (especially the male 
part of it) with her sexual charisma and led a 
controversial life. 


The 2™¢ Jord Sun is in 11" house in Nakshtra of 
Rohini (in close degrees as Ascendant) and was 
associated with lagna Nakshtra lord Mercury 
aspected by Yogkaraka Mars. This gave her lot of 
fame, wealth and popularity. Rohini's animal yoni is 
the serpent. Again, we see the snake coming back in 


her chart. As per Hindu mythology Rohini was the 
favourite bride of Moon, the lunar god. She became 
his favourite because of her beauty, artistically 
talents and expertise in the ‘erotic arts'. The Rohini 
persons are full of magnetic personality, passion and 
sensuality. 


The Moon and Jupiter were in different signs of 
Saturn, but are in Dhanishta Nakshtra. The key traits 
of Dhanishta are wealth, prosperity, artistic and 
severe relationship problems. The native was a 
singer and was wealthy. This Moon was lagna lord 


in the 7 house of relationships hemmed between 


Ketu and 6" Jord J upiter. She married thrice but still 
remained unsatisfied in love. All of her relationships 
were problematic in one way or another. The lord of 


Dhanishta Mars was Yogkaraka placed in 8h house 
of death in the Nakshtra of Purva Bhadrapada, 
which indicates passion, ambition, fascination with 
the dark side of life, transformation, fire, warmth. 
This describes very well her love life. Most of the 
men in her life were powerful and had a lot of 
ambition. Her relationships brought her also into 
contact with the dark side of life (at least one of her 
lovers had connections with Mafia). The strange 
circumstances of her death have something to do 
with Mars being in Purva Bhadrapada.

This is the chart of a person who is well known for 
his riches. Every Nakshtra symbolizes a certain 
purpose in life. The lagna is in Chitra (a Kama 
Nakshtra), the Sun in Punarvasu, the Moon in Swati, 
again an Artha Nakshtra. Therefore the chart 
emphasizes his wealth (Artha) and desires (Kama). 
Mercury and Venus are in Ardra, which is a Kama 


(desire) Nakshtra ruled by Rahu, the lord of 
insatiable desires. Rahu is also in Ardra, its own 
Nakshtra. Therefore, Rahu becomes extra strong. 
The Rahu is also lord of Swati in which the Moon is 
located. Therefore, this is a Rahu oriented and thus a 


materialistic chart. In the 10" house of career he 
had the Sun, Rahu, Mercury and Venus (last three 
being retrograde). Among these, Mercury is 


important being lagna & 10" lord and closest with 
Rahu (in own Nakshtra). Mercury is easily 
influenced by the planet which it conjuncts. In this 
case it is influenced by Rahu. Therefore, his public 
appearance (first house) and work/career (tenth 
house) are very much Rahu oriented materialism. 


Venus the 2-9" Jord in 10 house added to his 
riches as a retrograde Venus in a kendra house gives 


extra-ordinary good results. The 11 Jord Moon is 


in 24 house aspected by Rahu and by Mars. This 
further confirms his riches. 


He had a Mars-Jupiter conjunction in the 11%, 
house of gains. Mars is in Pushya, which is a very 
beneficial Nakshtra. The symbol of Pushya is the 
udder of a cow, from which comes milk. Milk is a 
symbol of riches and indeed Nelson Rockefeller has 
used his energy (Mars) to produce riches (Pushya). 
Jupiter in Ashlesha has an uneasy feeling around it. 
Ashlesha is the Nakshtra of the snake and intrigues. 


In its 3° Pada, it indicates that the native works 
secretly / confidentially with unique planning. The 
world of business is of course coloured by intrigues. 
Therefore, there must have been many intrigues 
(Ashlesha) in his life. Most of them went well for 
him (influence of Jupiter in exaltation sign), and 
brought him wealth (eleventh house). 5-6) Jord 
Saturn is in 7 house of Sookshma business in 
Nakshtra of Rewati (Mercury) aspected by exalted 
Jupiter, which confirms various business intrigues in 
his life, that had gone in his favour. 


Chapter-3 
Nakshtra in Muhurat 


Introduction

Muhurat is also known as Electional Astrology or 
Elective Astrology. It means selecting or electing a 
favourable period/time to commence a work for its 
successful conclusion. It is normally said that "If 
you take care of the beginning, the end will take 
care of itself" or "well begun is half-done". As per 
Vidyamadhava, Muhurat is an auspicious time for 
performance of a deed, so that it gives the best 
result. Muhurat is a measure of time equal to 1/ 15 
of Dinmaan/ Ratrimaan, which is roughly equal to 
two ghati or 48 minutes. It is basically a 
phenomenon of transit result of various components. 


The general Karaka for Muhurat is Moon. Muhurat 
has five important components-7ithi, Vaar, 
Nakshtra, Yoga and Karna. In Vedic astrology, the 
consideration of these five elements is called 
Panchang and selection/ election of Muhurat is 


nothing but Panchang Suddhi. The most important 
among these is consideration of Nakshtra and this is 
known as Tara-Suddhi. Normally a person wants to 
know when to do a particular work within a 
specified time period to get the desired/ the best 
results. Muhurat is the best or most auspicious time 
(though not necessarily the ideal time) to do the 
work. 


Selecting an auspicious day (Vaar)

A week day starting from Sunday to Saturday is 
ruled by the planet from Sun to Saturn. The strength 
of a planet by virtue of birth of the native on the day 
ruled by it (called Vaar-Bala) is increased and is 
equal to 45 Shastvamsa. However period of Vish- 
ghati (refer Para 4.3 of chapter-3) on any week-day 
must be avoided for starting any auspicious work. 
To choose your good day, count the Nakshtra from 
your Janam Nakshtra to that of the day in question. 
Add to it the number denoted by the 7ithi on that 
day and also that of the weekday counting from 
Sunday. Multiply the total by four and divide the 
product by nine. If the remainder is 1, it denotes 
disease; 2 splendour; 3 evil; 4 gains; 5 corn; 6 
frenzy; 7 rambling; 8 danger; and 9 or 0 uneasiness. 


Generally a weak day is considered auspicious for 


following purposes; 


Sunday: To start or to enter service, coronation, 
singing, dancing, Yajna, Mantro-updesha. To have 
cattle, to take or give medicine, to take or to put on 
or to buy woolen or leather clothes, to decorate or 
have ornaments, gold transaction, acts of bravery, or 
to go to war. 


Monday: To buy or transact pearl, counch, lotus or 
other aquatic articles, sugar cane or silver, milk, 
dairy, flowers, clothes, to host dinners, to plant 
trees, to dig wells or make pond/ drains, water 
games or acts, beatification of any type, or for 
cohabitation. 


Tuesday: To steal, to cheat, to burn/ ignite, to 
poison, to do any violent action, to fight, to kill, to 
destroy, to start litigation, surgery on body, an act 
relating to electricity, furnace, works relating to 
gems (cutting or wearing), mining, exploration of 
sea articles, transaction in gold, copper or coral. 


Wednesday: Works of intelligence or cleverness, to 
study arts & crafts, to debate or oratory, to compete, 
to start service or business, to befriend, to give alms, 
to do exercise or yoga, alchemy or metal works. 


Thursday: Religious or _ charitable works, 
pilgrimage, any auspicious work, decoration & 
ornaments, domestic chores, clothes, medicine, 
vehicles, teaching or counseling.

Friday: Female singing, dancing, jewellary, 
perfumes, fine arts, social works, female company, 
selling or buying vehicle, land or animals, 
commerce and trade, agriculture, opening of shop, 
or boring of holes. 


Saturday: All acts of long lasting impact, service or 
servants/ labour, laying foundation or entering a 
house, iron, steel, lead or agricultural works, to buy 
or start machinery/ weapons, _ extracting 
underground resources, boring works, distilling, to 
do leather or bone works, initiation of a mantra, to 
do evil acts, to poison, to lie, or to steal.

However, one 
should not commence any auspicious work in 
the Hora of a planet, who is inimical to one's 
Janam Nakshtra lord. 


Rahu-Kalam: About 1-1/2 hour period in a day 
belong to Rahu-Kala. No auspicious work should be 
started in this period. Divide Dinmann in eight (8) 
equal parts. gth part on Sunday (4-30PM to 6- 
OOPM), 2" part on Monday (7-30AM to 9AM), 7*4 


part on Tuesday (3PM to 4-30PM), sth part on

Role of Tithis (lunar dates)

The cycle or period of Moon, as it travels from one 
conjunction with the Sun to the next, is a lunar 
month and its average duration is 29 days 12hours 
44 minutes 3 seconds. A 7ithi represents Moon's 
advancement over Sun by 12 degrees and average 
duration of a TJithi is 23 hours 37 minutes 28 
seconds.

Panchak: These are of three types:-

Chandra-panchak: It takes place when Moon 


transits through 2" half of Dhanishta to Revati 
Nakshtra or Aquarius and Pisces signs. This 
has a tendency to repeat five times any mishap 
occurred during its period. It is avoided for 
various Muhurat like cremation of a dead body, 
travelling, beginning of house construction, 
weaving cots and thatching of roof. If a death 
occurs in this Panchak, then five deaths occur 
in the family within a span of one year. To 
ward off the evil, cremation of the dead body 
should be done along with four additional 
Putlaas of Pussa (grass). In addition, works of 
putting permanent/ temporary roof over the 
house or collection of grass/ timber or 
construction/ stringing of cot/ bed should also 
be avoided during the Panchak. 


Tithi-panchak: Add number of lunar tithi with 
weekday (starting with Sunday as 1), Nakshtra 
number (starting from Ashwani but excluding 
Abhijit) and lagna (lagna sign No.). Divide this 
sum by nine. If the remainder is 1, it is Mrityu- 
panchak, to be avoided for marriage. If the 
remainder is 2, it is Agni-panchak, to be 
avoided for house construction, purchase or 
entry. If remainder is 4, it is Raj-panchak, to be 
avoided for any service activity. If the 
remainder is 6, it is Chor-panchak, to be

(Serpent) and Kinstughana (Kubera). Out of these 
Naag should be avoided for auspicious works except 
for evil acts.

They along with 
their ruler are; Bava (Indra), Balva (Brahma), 
Kaulava (Pitr/ Moon), Taitilaya (Sun), Gara 
(Vasudev), Vanija (Lakshmi) and Visti/ Bhadra 
(Yama). 


Out of all the Karanas, Visti/ Bhadra is the most 
inauspicious. It is forbidden for all auspicious works 
as it will result in failure and disappointment. 
However all evil works may be undertaken. It will 


fall in 18t half of 8, 15, 22 & 29" and in 2" half of 


4,11, 18 & 25¢) tithi of a lunar month. As per some 
astrologers Bhadra in 1°" half during night and in 
2d half during day time is benefic. This view is also 
supported by Brahma Siddhant. It is believed that as 
per Moon's transit, Bhadra resides in Heaven (while 
being in 1,2,3 & gth sign), on Earth (while in 4, 5, 
11 & 12th sign), and in Pataal (while in 6, 7, 9 & 
1oth sign). Bhadra is very inauspicious while on 
Earth and moderate in other places. 


Yogas 


6.1 


Natural Yogas: These are formed in a definite 
pattern during one lunar month and denotes the 
period during which joint motions of Sun and Moon 
amount to 13°20' or 800'. Duration of one yoga is 60 
ghatis or 24 hours. The yogas are formed by 
addition of longitudes (in minutes from 0° Aries) of 
Moon + Sun divided by 800. As there are 27 
Nakshtra, there are 27 Yogas and each yoga is ruled 
by corresponding number of Nakshtra and its lord 
(ike Vishkumbha is ruled by Ashwani & Ketu; 
Ayushman is ruled by Krittika & Sun; Atiganda is 
ruled by Ardra & Rahu and so on). These yogas in 
serial order are as under; 


1. Vishkumbha; 2. Priti; 3.  Ayushman; 4. 
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Saubhagya; 5. Shobhna; 6. Atiganda; 7. Sukarma; 
8. Dhriti; 9. Shool; 10. Ganda; 11. Vriddhi; 12. 
Dhruva; 13. Vyaghata; 14. Harshana; 15. Vajra; 
16. Siddhi; 17. Vyatipaat; 18. Variyan; 19. Pariga; 
20. Shiva; 21. Siddha; 22. Sadhya; 23. Shubha; 24. 
Shukla; 25. Brahma; 26. Indra; and 27. Vaidhriti. 


Out of the above, nine yogas mentioned at serial 
Nos. 1, 6, 9, 10, 13, 15, 17, 19 and 27 are bad for 
any auspicious works. However evil deeds may be 
performed. The ancient sages considered two yogas- 
Vyatipaat (when the sum of the longitudes of Moon 


and Sun is 180° and Vaidhriti (when sum of 
longitudes is 360°) as specially inauspicious. 


Temporary Yogas; These are formed by special 
combinations of week day and Nakshtra or of Tithi 
and Nakshtra or of all three. These are applicable in 
Muhurat or electional astrology. These are: 


1) Ravi Yoga; When Moon's Nakshtra is 4, 6, 9, 


10, 13 or 20" from Sun's Nakshtra, this yoga Is 
formed and it destroys all malefic effects. 


11) Sarvarth Siddhi Yoga: It is day-Nakshtra 
yoga benefic for all activities. Works started 
during this yoga leads to _ successful 
completion. This yoga is formed when 
Ashwani, Pushya, Hasta, 3 Uttaras or Moola 
falls on a Sunday; or Rohini, Mrigshira,

Pushya, Anuradha or Sravana on a Monday; or 
Ashwani, Krittika, Ashlesha or U. Bhadra on a 
Tuesday; or Krittika, Rohini, Mrigshira, Hasta 
or Anuradha on a Wednesday; or Ashwani, 
Punurvasu, Pushya, Anuradha or Revati on a 
Thursday; or Ashwani, Punurvasu, Anuradha, 
Sravana or Revati on a Friday; or Rohini, Swati 
or Sravana on a Saturday. 


Amrit Siddhi Yoga: It is also a week day- 
Nakshtra yoga but more specific. It is a benefic 
yoga bestowing completion of any activity 
except those mentioned in parenthesis, without 
any obstruction and with fame. It is Sunday + 
Hasta (avoid taking loan); Monday + 
Mrigshira; Tuesday + Ashwani (avoid 
construction/ entering of house); Wednesday+ 
Anuradha; Thursday + Pushya_ (avoid 
marriage); Friday + Revati; Saturday + Rohini 
(avoid journeys). The similar but malefic day- 
Nakshtra yoga is Yamgantak yoga (refer Para 
4.4 of chapter-6). 


Dwipushkar and Tripushkar Yogas: They 
are Day + Tithi + Nakshtra yoga. The events 
good or bad get repeated twice or thrice, if 
undertaken during these yogas. Auspicious 
works include house construction, shop 
opening, wearing jewellery, clothes etc; while 
inauspicious works include death, financial 


losses, theft, accident etc. Hence for good/ 
auspicious works, these yogas are frequently 
used.

As stated above, when Moon is waning or afflicted, 
Tara Suddhi gains additional importance.

Note the remainder. For favourable Tara-Suddhi, 
remainder should be 2, 4, 6, 8 or 9.

Keshant: it means first shaving of face and entry 
into adulthood. It is generally done at the age of 16- 
17 years. Some classics suggest Gaudaan at this 
ceremony under same Muhurat as for Chuda-karan 
(Para 7.9 above). 


Samvartan: It means return from Gurukul or end of 
education, entry into adulthood, completion of 
Brahmcharya, taking of holy bath and no objection 
certificate for marriage. As per classics, it is 18 
years for a Brahmin, 22 years for a Kshtriya and 24 
for a Vaish, under a good Muhurat. 


Marriage: it is probably the most important 
Samskaar of a person's life. It will be discussed in 
chapter on marriage. 


Cremation: It is also called Antim (last) Samskaar 
for every native's life. There is no need to choose a 


Muhurat as it is destined by Almighty. However, 
Bharini Nakshtra and Bhadra residing on earth 
should be avoided. If death occurs during Chandra 
Panchak, its propitiation should be done by 
simultaneously cremating four additional effigies 
made of Kusha grass, rice and flour.

Chapter-4 


Nakshtra and KP System 


Introduction

Vedic astrology essentially revolves around 
Nakshtra system. The rulers or lords of various 
Nakshtra and each of their quarters/ padas are given 
in chapter-1. However of late, importance is being 
given to concept of signs and divisional charts. Prof. 
KS Krishnamurthy has conceived and created a new 
concept or system of astrology called KP System 
(Paddhati) after his name. It is like a renaissance in 
astrological field as it incorporates the finer points 
of both Indian and Western astrology and borrows 
important concepts from many _ branches of 
astrology. 


The KP system is based on Nakshtra (Stellar 
astrology) in modern India. It is systematic and very 
well defined. It is easy to learn and easy to apply. It 
incorporates the influence of the Nakshtra their Sub- 
lord and Sub-sub lord on the planets and houses/ 


bhavas to produce results. Recognizing the 
importance of Vimshotri dasha system, he evolved 
an angular method which in itself is refined and a 
specialized technique. However in the process, this 
system has attracted the ire of traditional astrologers 
who feel it is corrupting the Vedic astrology under 
Western influence. Krishnamurthy Ayanamsha is 
another irritant in the process. 


KP Ayanamsha 
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Initially several ayanamsha were in use by Vedic 
astrologers. After lot of discussion on the subject it 
was universally agreed that Lahiri's Chaitra Paksh 
Ayanamsha is the best and should be followed in all 
astrological calculations. KP system rekindled the 
controversy by introducing the new ayanamasha, 
which was presumed to be constant for the full 
calendar year. There had been lot of discussion as 
various KP Ayanamsha were practiced. KP 
ayanamsha was finally corrected and fixed by prof. 
Balachandran, and was published in "KP & 
Astrological Magazine" 2003, together with Prof. 
Krishnamurthy's son and magazine — editor, 
Subramanium's declaration that the values of 
ayanamsha published were final and supersede all 
the previous publications. 
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Even the new KP ayanamsha has about 6' difference 
from Chitra Paksha (Lahiri) ayanamsha. It has been 
found that in almost all cases, if we take lahiri's 
ayanamsha, except for border line cases, the star 
(Nakshtra)/ Sub-lords are same as one would have 
using KP ayanamsha. The sub-sub lords, being more 
sensitive, may have changes while working with the 
two ayanamshas. Hence effective prediction can be 
made even by using Lahiri ayanamsha and KP 
principles.

KP system gives more importance to the Nakshtra 
and their divisions as compared to in Vedic 
astrology. 


KP system uses concept of Ruling Planet or 
Powerful Divine Guidance during predictions. 


The system divides each Nakshtra into nine unequal 
but angular sub divisions called Sub and then each 
Sub into nine similar Sub-subs as per the Vimshotri 
dasha division system (or as per dasha periods in 
years). 


KP system uses different Ayanamsha from the one 
used in Vedic astrology (Chitra Paksha

Ayanamsha). The two ayanamshas have a difference 
of 6 minutes (Kalas). 


This system uses concept of Cusps of House/ Bhava 
which is their beginning like in Western system. 
While Vedic system which uses house/ Bhava 
Madhya (Centers) or the most sensitive point of the 
house, which is degree of the ascendant minus sign. 


This system uses Placidus house division system as 
used in the west. 


A planet in its dasha gives results as per its Nakshtra 
lord (Star lord). Hence a planet represents the 
source and the Nakshtra lord of the planet 
represents the Effects & Results and that planet's 
sub-lord gives idea of the Final Direction of that 
result. 


KP and Vimshotri Dasha

In KP system, the Nakshtra span (13°20'or 800") is 
divided into nine unequal  sub-divisions in 
proportion to the Vimshotri dasha years. However 
as in Vimshotri dasha, the first angular sub-division 
is owned by the dasha lord.

13°20'or 800'. Hence the angular measure of each 
year would be 800'/120 = 6' 40". The angular span 
of each Sub-lord is obtained by multiplying it by the 
Vimshotri dasha years. Thus in a Vimshotri dasha of 
a planet (Nakshtra lord), the sum of all ADs is equal 
to the dasha years of the planet; while in KP system, 
the sum of angular measures of all Subs of a 
Nakshtra is equal to 800". 


As per KP system, a planet represents the Nakshtra 
in which it is posited. It not only gives the results of 
the sign occupied by the Nakshtra lord, but also the 
sign owned by him. In Vimshotri dasha, the 
Nakshtra lord of the planet is called the dasha lord 
(please also refer Para 3.7 above). 


In Vimshotri dasha, Antar-dasha is arrived at in 
years, months and days; In KP system, the sub- 
divisions are basically an angular measure of the 
Nakshtra span, but is done in proportion to the 
Vimshotri dasha years. In Vimshotri, lord of Antar- 
dasha is called Antar-dasha lord; while in KP the 
lord of angular sub-division is called Sub-lord. The 
sequence of sub-divisions of Nakshtra span and 
their lords are however, in the same order as in 
Vimshotri dasha. 


In Vimshotri dasha, the Antar-dasha is obtained by 
multiplying dasha period of the planet by its period 
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in Param Ayu, thus Ketu's Antar-dasha periods will 
be of Ketu-7x 7/ 10 months= 


months; of Venus-7x20/ 10 months= 14 months, of 
Sun's Antardasha-7x6/10= 4.2 months and so on. In 
KP system, the angular measure of one year (6' 40") 
is multiplied by Vimshotri dasha years of the planet. 
Hence, angular measure of any Sub-lord is obtained 
by multiplying the angular measure of one year (6' 
40") by dasha year of the planet. Sub-lord of Ketu in 
Ketu period will be 7x 6'40"= 46' 40"; of Venus 20 
x 6'40"= 2°13' 20"; of Sun -6x 6'40"= 40' and so on. 
Thus 7 years of Ketu is equal to Ashwani Nakshtra 
span of 13°20' or 800'. In Vimshotri dasha also 
period of AD is equal to the angular measure of 
concerned Sub-lord of KP system. This is so 
because the basis of both the systems is Nakshtra 
and 120 years. Thus the AD of a planet and angular 
span of the Sub-lord is the same whatsoever may be 
the period of dasha lord and interchange between 
them is always possible. 


Concept of Navamsha Vs Sub-lord

Navamsha are nine equal parts of a sign, whereas 
the Sub are nine unequal parts of a Nakshtra. A 
Navamsha is equal to one quarter/ charan/ pada 
both in its expense and beginning & end point

and represent Nakshtra in all its manifestation. 


The Zodiac is divided into 12x9=108 equal 
Navamsha parts of 3°20'each, whereas in Sub- 
system the Zodiac is divided into 27 x 9 = 243 + 6 = 
249 unequal parts- the largest being of Venus of 
2°13'20" arc and the smallest being of Sun of 
0°40'00" arc depending upon the Vimshotri dasha 
period of its ruler. Thus whereas each Navamsha 
represent a time space of 13 minutes, a Sub-period 
represents a variable time frame from 8' 40" to as 
low as 2'20". 


All the nine parts of a Navamsha fall within a 
particular sign. But in Sub-system, there are six 
Subs, which appear in two consequent signs. Sub of 
Rahu appear in Aries, Leo & Sagittarius as well as 
in Taurus, Virgo & Capricorn. Similarly Sub of 
Moon appears in Gemini, Libra & Aquarius, as well 
as in Cancer, Scorpio & Pisces. This is to specify 
their influence, taking into consideration the 1mpact 
of signs. 


As the extent/ space of arc of a sub-lord is much 
smaller as compared to Navamsha, it is more 
suitable for charts’ s analysis particularly for 
studying the charts of twins. Sign indicates 
Potential, the Navamsha its involvement and the 
Sub indicates commitments. 


KP Subs

In Vimshotri, nine planets have nine sub-divisions 
each giving 9x9= 81 AD lords. In KP system, 
Nakshtra Maan (13°20') of each of the 27 Nakshtra 
is straight way divided into nine sub-division giving 
27x9 =243 Subs. Angular sub-divisions of Moon 
and Rahu is distributed three times in two signs each 
giving rise to six extra Subs. Thus in KP we have a 
total of 243 + 6 = 249 Subs. 


Calculation of Sub-area: Total dasha period 
allotted to a planet in Vimshotri dasha is equal to the 
total arc of a Nakshtra i.e. 13°20' or 800'. The Sub- 
area allotted to a planet can thus be calculated as per 
formula: 


Sub-area of a planet = 800/ 120 X dasha year of the 
planet. Accordingly, the Sub-area of various planets 
within a Nakshtra are given in the following table;

Thus it can be seen that the largest space/ arc is of 
Venus and the smallest is of the Sun. Thus the entire 
zodiac is divided into 249 unequal parts. The 
specific order and space of each Sub- area is shown 
in the Appendix I. 


Sub-Sub lord of KP and Pratyantar dasha (PD) 
of Vimshotri: In KP system, each Sub can be 
further divided in nine angular sub-divisions in 
sequence and proportion as Vimshotri dasha years 
as Sub-Sub and their lords are known as Su-Sub 
lords. This is equivalent to PD of Vimshotri. There 
is similarity and mutual convertibility between PD 
of Vimshotri and Sub-Sub lord of KP. Let us 
consider a case of Ketu dasha, Venus AD and Venus 
PD. In Vimshotri PD period will be -14 month or 
420 days x 20/ 120= 70 days; while in KP system, 
Venus Sub is 2°13' 20" (refer Para 4.5 above) or 
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4400"; So value of Ket-Ven-Ven Sub-Sub_is- 
4400"x 20/ 120 = 733-1/3" or 12' 13.3". Since 420 
days are equal to 4400", the mutual convertibility 
between PD and Sub-Sub lord is easy. 


Rahu & Ketu as Nakshtra or Sub lord: Rahu and 
Ketu do not own any house/ sign. Like ascendant 
they also represent the planets who are lords of sign 
and Nakshtra in which they are posited in a 
horoscope. But they are considered more powerful 
than the planets they represent. Rahu and Ketu are 
termed as karmic planets, believed to be bringing 
the effects of past lives to the present one and hence 
their results are more specific. Any planet in the 
Nakshtra or Sub ruled by Rahu or Ketu, is as good 
as it is in the Nakshtra or Sub of the planet which 
Rahu or Ketu represent i.e. if a planet is placed in 
the Nakshtra or Sub of Rahu/ Ketu, it will give the 
results of house occupied by Rahu/ Ketu. It will also 
give the results of house occupied or owned by the 
Nakshtra lord of Rahu/ Ketu and the occupied by 
the planet in whose sign Rahu/ Ketu is placed. Thus 
Rahu/ Ketu represent more number of houses than 
any other planet in the chart.

The native used to perform regular shows with his 
trained tiger called "Siegfried & Roy" in USA. He 


has Rahu in Cancer lagna hemmed between 8) lord 
Saturn and 6" Jord Jupiter. The lagna lord Moon is 
in 102 house in sign of and in mutual aspect with 


Mars. In Navamsha both Rahu & Moon are together 


in Cancer, hence inter-related. 10! house from 
Arudha Lagna (AL) is Cancer where Rahu is 
posited. The Karaka of profession, Saturn, is in 
Nakshtra of Rahu. So Rahu is a factor for 


profession. Next 8h house, Saturn and 8" house 
from Saturn indicates danger. They all are ruled by 
Saturn (in Rahu's Nakshtra). So native had a 
dangerous profession. During dasha of Rahu-Moon- 
Mars, he had a major accident, when his own 
trained tiger, on 3 Oct 2003, caught him by his neck. 
The native sustained major injuries and was 
hospitalized for several months. 


Let us discuss astrological background of his 
recovery. Ascendant is in Nakshtra of gh lord 


Saturn and 4" Jord Venus is in 4" house (with AL 
and in Malavya Mahapurush yoga). This indicates 
that though the injuries were serious, the native had 
a potential to recover. Main dasha lord Rahu is in 
sub of Mars in Vadha Nakshtra of Jupiter inclined to 
give serious disaster. But the deity of this Nakshtra 
is Aditi, mother of gods and it shows return & 
restoration. The lagna lord Moon is in 10 house 
(Amla Yoga) and is in Sub of exalted 3 lord 
Mercury (dispositor of Saturn) in Nakshtra of Ketu 
with deity as Aswani kumars, the physicians of 
gods. But Moon is closely related to Rahu and Mars. 


The Mars though in own Nakshtra, is in Sub of 


exalted 3° lord Mercury. The native though 
seriously injured, miraculously recovered as 
indicated by good Sub lords and deities of relevant 
Nakshtras. 


Principles of KP System 


7.1 


ee: 
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The study of a house or planet, as per KP system, is 
basically the study of the Sub-lord of the planet or 
of the cusp of the house. The study of each Sub lord 
is basically the potential of the destiny of the native. 
The general method of analysis of any house is to 
study the lords of sign, Nakshtra and the Sub rising 
on its cusp and to synthesize the significations of the 
planets/ lords co-ruling the cusp as per their 
strengths. Remember the significations of any planet 
are confirmed/modified for good/ evil by its sign 
lord, Nakshtra lord and Sub lord in ascending 
measure. 


The Nakshtra lord indicates the nature of the results, 
while the Sub lord is the deciding factor whether 
matter is favourable or not. 


A planet signifies various houses and gives results 
accordingly as under: 


i) A planet becomes representative of lord of the 


Nakshtra where it is posited. and gives results 
of the houses owned or occupied by Nakshtra 
lord. 


11) A planet also gives the results of the house 
where it is posited and the houses owned by it. 


iii) A planet also gives results of the house where 
its Sub lord is posited or of the houses owned 
by Sub lord. 


iv) A planet also gives the results of the house/ (s) 
of which it is natural Karaka. 


Thus for a Cancer lagna native if Mars is in gnd 


house in P.Phalguni Nakshtra, it will represent gnd 
house where it is posited, 5° and 10" houses which 
it owns. Since it is in Nakshtra of P. Phalguni whose 
lord is Venus, Mars will also represent houses qth 
and 11' which are owned by Venus along with the 
house where Venus is posited and of the houses 
owned by its Sub lord and the house where sub lord 
is posited. Mars being primary natural Karaka of 3rd 
house and secondary Karaka for 4th house 
(residential property), 68 house (competition, 
litigation and quarrels) and 74 house (sexual 
vitality), will represent these houses as well. The 
finality of the results are given by proper synthesis 
of all the above traits. Whether the final result will 
be auspicious or not, is governed by the Sub lord.

Grouping of houses; Each house refers to a 
particular aspect of native's life. The 7h house 
stands for marriage and spouse and is known as 
Kalatra Sthan. So this house becomes the Primary 


house for marriage. 2nd house (addition in the 
family, but also 8 from 7'), 58 house (love, 
romance & progeny and 11" from 78) and 11% 
house (fulfillment of desires and 51 from 7H house) 


should be favourable to 7° house and therefore 
becomes the supportive/ secondary houses for 
marriage. The ascendant/ first house representing 
the self of the native in totality in a microscopic way 
should invariably be one of the supporting houses. 
Similarly relevant group of houses can be finalized 
for each event. 


Cuspal Interlinking 


i) The quantum and quality of results of any 
house is limited and specified as per linkage 


ii) 


established by the cuspal co-rulers of a cusp 
with other cusps and is linked with the destiny 
of the native. Each Cusp rises in a sign, 
Nakshtra and Sub. Their lords are called the 
co-rulers of the cusp. If a planet has the 
positional status, its house position should be 
considered along with its cuspal significations. 
For behavior of Rahu/ Ketu, please refer Para 
6.4 above. 


Potential of a Cusp: It represents the quantum 
of energy content allotted to the cusp as per 
moment of birth. It is measured by 
synthesizing the significations of the planets 
co-ruling the cusp. The Sub-arc rising on the 
ascendant in a particular sign, Nakshtra & Sub 
determines the overall potential of the native. 
This is based on his past Karmas. The potential 
of all other cusps is subordinate to the potential 
of the ascendant. The Sub lord establishes link 
with other cuspal positions through its 
Nakshtra or Sub. This indicates how the native 
is going to channelize his energy for outward 
expression/ development and thus enjoy/ suffer 
in his lifetime. If the ascendant Sub lord fails to 
establish any link with a cusp, it means that the 
potential of that cusp is weak. Potential of a 
planet is considered in respect of its dasha 
potential and its influence on other cusps. 


11) Promise of a Cusp: Each cusp of the 
horoscope is formed as per degree rising as 
ascendant at the time of birth of the native. The 
Promise of a cusp is always studied with 
respect to a particular aspect of the house. It 
depends on the nature of linkage. Linkage 
through Nakshtra lord indicates its promise 
with respect to that aspect and its Sub lord will 
qualify or specify the promise. 


iv) Nature of Cuspal Links: A_ planet can 
establish link with a cusp through its Nakshtra 
lord or through its Sub lord or it may itself 
appear as Nakshtra/ Sub lord of more than one 
cusp. A linkage thus established indicates the 
area of concentration of linking planets’ nature. 
The linking planet as per its own energy 
content and through the significations of the 
lmking cusp, in which the planet is located, 
indicates the nature of the linked cusp. The 
linking planets perform the following roles: 


i) Provide results during its dasha periods. 


11) Influence the significations of the linked 
cusp. 


111) Determines the potential and promise of 
the linking cusp. 


The Sub lord of the linking planet may appear in 
some cuspal position as Nakshtra lord or Sub lord 
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(if it is not located near any cusp, it will have to take 
its residential position in the house). The Sub lord, 
as per its cuspal position with respect to the linking 
planet's Nakshtra lord's cuspal position, confirms, 
modify or cancel the signification of the Nakshtra 
lord. For example, suppose a planet linked through 


its Nakshtra lord with 7! cusp and Sub lord with 6th 
cusp, it is considered favourable for divorce but 
unfavourable for marriage. But if the planet's 


Nakshtra lord is in 11" house cusp and Sub lord in 


qh cusp, the native will be married during 
Antardasha of the concerned planet. 


While using KP system, horoscope should be 
constructed as per KP Ayanamsha, otherwise it may 
lead to incorrect Sub-lord or sub-Sub lord. 


Transit: A planet transiting over a planet/ house 
would give results of its own, its Nakshtra lord and 
Sub lord. Good or bad results will be sum-total of 
the nature as mentioned in table no. 14, but the 
nature of Sub-lord is over-riding. Thus a planet 
during transit gives results of significations of 
following houses- 


1) The house where the planet is posited and 
whose lord it is. 


11) The planet in whose Nakshtra it is posited and 
houses owned by it. 
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111) The planet in whose Sub-lord it is posited or 
houses owned by it. 


Prashna: In fixing the ascendant, great accuracy is 
obtained when the querist gives a voluntary number 
between | and 249. This fixes the position of sign, 
Nakshtra and Sub of ascendant. This helps solving 
the query more accurately.

The native had a very strong 10 house of 
profession and fame. It had 3°4 Jord Sun, 1-4" Jord 
Mercury, 5-12" lord exalted Venus & 8-9!" lord 
Saturn with none of the planets combust. Lagna is 
intellectual Gemini in Sub of exalted 11" lord Mars 
in Nakshtra of Rahu. Both posited in 8h house gave 
him research oriented mind. This is confirmed by 
aspect of 10 lord Jupiter (in Sub of Sun in 
Nakshtra of Mars) on Lagna from 9th house. There 
is exchange of 9'h lord Saturn and 10" Jord Jupiter, 
a great Rajyoga. There are two Neech bhang 
Rajyogas- Mercury-Venus and Moon-Mars. Lagna 
lord Mercury is also lord of birth Nakshtra Jyestha. 
The Sun, the royal planet of name & fame is in sign, 
Nakshtra & Sub of Jupiter, the lord of luck. Moon 
(in Scorpio) being in Trikone of Mercury-Venus in 
mystic Pisces made him a great scientist and lover 


for music and relation of Mercury-Jupiter with joth 
house gave interest in astrology. The Moon also 
forms Gajkesari Yoga with Jupiter in gth (house of 
higher intellect & creative talent). 


The Moon in sign of Mars and in 11 from it gave 
him daunting courage and firmness of mind not to 
tow the line of supporting Germany. 11" Jord Mars 
(Gin Sub of 9th Jord Saturn) is exalted and aspects 
11 house giving him fruit of his labour and 
recognition for his hard work and research. He got 
his doctorate degree in 1905 during dasha of 54) Jord 
Venus and 11" Jord Mars, both exalted. 7" lord 
Jupiter is posited in 9'h house aspecting lagna and 
Karaka of wife, Venus, is exalted in 10" house. So 
he married his friend, Mileva, in 1901 during 
Venus-Venus dasha. His wife proved very lucky to 
him and supported him in his research work. 
However Venus being in the Sub of Rahu and Rahu 
& Mars being posited in gt house, caused the 
failure of marriage. Debilitated Moon in Upchaya 
house (6th) gave him Rajyoga noble prize in 1921 
for his discovery of photo electric effect. However, 
he is more famous for his theory of relativity. The 
native died on 18Apr 1955 during Dasha Chhidra of 
Rahu-Mars, both posited in 80 house of Saturn. The 
end could have been due to a stroke, as a result of 
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high blood pressure, while he was asleep. 


Timing of Events: The KP _ system has 
tremendously increased the predictive efficiency of 
an astrologer in timing events due to following 
factors:

One decides the primary & supporting houses 
to take part in enacting the event. 


The promise of the event is clearly shown by 
the significations of the primary cusp. The Sub 
lord of the primary cusp and/ or of the 
supporting cusp is the significator for the 
promised event. 


One is able to assess the expected period in 
which the event, if promised, is likely to 
happen from the significations of the primary 
cusp. For example, for timing of death, the 
period is based on the assessment of span of 


life and the cusp of 8" house. 


The arc of space or measurement of time of 
space for a Sub is the least out of various 
known systems. It varies from Sub lord to Sub 
lord- the minimum being 40' for Sun and 2- 
13'-20" for Venus. 


Depending on the estimated period, one is able 
to decide joint periods of fruitful planets 1.e. 
those Significators who are in the Sub of a 


planet who signifies primary/ supporting 
houses. However, it should be born in mind 
that a Antardasha lord cannot provide the result 
of a house unless the main dasha lord allows it. 
Similarly the Pratyantar dasha cannot provide 
what Antardasha does not allow. 


Note: The transit of the joint period rulers and 
luminaries should also agree to specifically fix 
the timing of the event.

Education: The native has Mars as ascendant Sub 


lord in the Nakshtra of 11" lord Moon. The Mars is 
in Sub of Rahu and Nakshtra of Ketu. Both karaka 
for education- Mercury & 


Jupiter are in Sub of Rahu. Rahu represents Venus 
(its dispositor and in Sub of Rahu), who is sub lord 
of 9") house cusp (higher education). The Sub lord 
of 4" house cusp is Mercury also in Sub of Rahu. 
Mercury & Venus are together in 5) house of 


Saturn and aspected by Saturn from 3° house of 
mental inclination. Hence she got interested in 
chemistry. Rahu is in Sub of Saturn in own 
Nakshtra. Therefore during dasha of Saturn-Rahu, in 
1981, she did her post graduation in M.Sc. 
(Chemistry). 


Marriage: The 74 house cusp is in Nakshtra of 
Saturn and the only planet aspecting it is 8 lord 
Mars from 4" house (causing Kuja Dosh). The early 
part of marriageable age fall in dasha of Saturn, the 
planet of delay. Hence she is promised a delayed 
marriage. Next dasha is of Mercury, the ascendant 
lord posited in 5th house with Venus, the karaka of 
marriage, aspecting 11" house. The 79 house cusp 
is in Sub of Moon who in turn is in Sub of Venus. 
Thus Mercury and Venus are both related to houses 
5, 7 & 11, giving her marriage during their 
combined dasha (Mercury-Venus) in Jun1987. 


IlIness-Cancer: Mars, the Sub lord of the 
ascendant, is in the Sub of Rahu in Nakshtra of 
Ketu. Rahu is in own Nakshtra and Sub of 6" lord 
Saturn; while Ketu is in own Nakshtra and Sub of 
Mercury, who in turn is in Sub of Rahu and 
Nakshtra of 12" Jord Sun. Thus Rahu is also linked 


with Venus and cusps of 6, 8 & 12" houses. Venus 
represents female reproductive organs and is in Sub 
of Rahu in Nakshtra of Moon. This promises native 


to suffer illness like cancer and a medium span of 


life. gth cusp is Sub of Saturn in Nakshtra of Ketu in 
sign of Mars. Ketu -Mars combine indicates 
surgery. The native was detected ovarian cancer on 
6Dec2003 during dasha of Ketu-Rahu-Rahu and 
was operated upon during the same period on 
22Dec2003. During transit both Rahu & Ketu were 
in Sub of Ketu. 


Chapter-5 


Nakshtra and Sarvato- 


Bhadra Chakra 


Introduction 


1.1 
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The literal meaning of "“Sarvato-Bhadra Chakra" is 
an auspicious circle which does good to everyone. 
This chakra consists of 81 squares (nine 
compartment a side), which looks same from all 
sides and hence is called "Savato-Bhadra". This 
chakra has been referred in ancient classical works 
like BrihmaYamalGranth, Phal-deepika, 
JatakBharanam and by great astrologers like Garga, 
VarahMihir, Mantreshwar & Narpati. The Narpati 
has described it as "Trailok Deep"- lighting the three 
worlds and three Kaal. The chakra has been 
compared to a unique lamp which enlightens the 
humanity. It is the holiest and supreme of all 
chakras. 


The Savato-Bhadra Chakra can be used to evaluate 
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transit of planets in a more precise way. It can be 
successfully used to study problems faced by a 
native or a nation, where a person's birth chart is not 
available or to fix an auspicious Muhurat, in horary 
astrology, or in mundane astrology for speculating/ 
predicting rise and fall in market prices. The 
astrological seers including contemporary exponents 
have exclaimed the versatility, wide application and 
effectiveness of Sarvato-bhadra chakra. On account 
of its proven efficacy, great reliance is placed on 
this wonderful predictive tool. 


Com position/ Construction of the Chakra 
To prepare Sarvato-Bhadra Chakra, five things are 
required- 
1) The first letter(consonant) of the native's name. 
11) The first vowel of the native's name. 


111) The natal Moon sign of the native. 


iv) The birth Nakshtra or the Nakshtra wherein 
natal Moon is placed. 


v) The native's birth 7ithi or lunar date of the 
birth. 


If a native's date, time and place of birth are known, 
then the above details can be easily available from 
the natal horoscope. If natal horoscope is not 
available or the popular name is different from the 


name suggested as per birth Nakshtra, then the 
popular name or the name by which the native 
respond/ turn around should be taken to determine 
the above five details. First letter of native's famous 
name is considered. From this letter, the five details 
are taken using following table:

To prepare a Sarvato-Bhadra Chakra, we need to 
draw 10 lines horizontally and then 10 lines 
vertically, intersecting each other, thereby giving us 
81 squares. The squares are numbered from NE 
comer, clock-wise. Now 13 vowels, 28 Nakshtras, 
33 letters/ consonants, 12 signs, 16 Jithis, 7 planets 
and their days are placed in the Chakra as follows. 
The first line facing East has vowel A (&) in square 
number | in NE corner, followed by seven Nakshtra 
from Krittika to Ashlesha in square Nos 2 to 8. 
Square No. 9 in SE corner is filled by Vowel Aa (an 
). Under Aa, in South direction, put next seven 
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Nakshtra vertically down from Magha to Vishakha 
in square Nos 10 to 16, followed by Vowel E (3) in 
SW corner square No.17. Now move horizontally 
from right to left and put Nakshtra Anuradha to 
Shravan in square Nos 18 to 24, followed by Vowel 
Ee (a), NW corner square No,25. Now move 
vertically up and put Nakshtra from Dhanishta to 
Bharini in Northern side square Nos 26 to 32. Now 
move into second line horizontally in Eastern side 
from left to right, and under square No.2, put Vowel 
U (8) in square No.33, followed by letters A (a), B/ 
V (4/2), K/ Gh/ Chh (@/8/3), H (@) & D (8) in 
square Nos, 34 to 38 and Vowel Uoo (%) in square

Next to Aries, put in East, vowel O (ej) in square 
No. 73, followed by Nanda Tithis, Sunday and 
Tuesday with planets Sun amd Mars in square 74 
and vowel Aou (ait) in square 75; move downward in 
South and put Bhadra_ Tithis, Monday and 
Wednesday with planets Moon and Mercury in 
square No. 76 and vowel An (aj) in square 77. Now 
move horizontally and put Jaya Tithi, Thursday and 
Jupiter in square 78 and vowel Ah (2) in square No.

Methodology of interpretation 


3.1 


Nature of Planets: The planets can be divided into 
two categories- Malefic and Benefic. Saturn, Mars, 
Rahu, Ketu. Sun, Mercury (in association with 
malefics) and waning Moon are natural malefics, 
while Jupiter, Venus, unafflicted Mercury and 
waxing Moon are natural benefics. Any planet can 
become functional malefic/ benefic depending on its 
placement in and lordship of benefic/ malefic house. 
A retrograde benefic becomes more benefic and its 
aspect is also benefic. A retrograde malefic becomes 
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BPs, 


intensely evil in Vedha position and its aspect is 
also evil. 


Movement of Planets: Average time taken by a 
planet in a sign or in a Nakshtra or in a Nakshtra 
quarter/ pada (Navamsha) or in a degree is given 
below (however exact movement should be 
confirmed from Panchang, as it may slightly differ 
due to type of movement of the planet):

Vedha/ Aspects: The connotations of aspect and 
Vedha (obstruction) have been used in this chakra 
severally. In general the aspects are of two types- a 
simple or "Macro Aspect" showing gross effects 
which a planet posited in a sign or Nakshtra in the 
celestial sphere casts over the other sign/ Nakshtra 
and planets posited therein; and the deep or pointed 
"Micro Aspects" denoting subtle results. This 


second aspect is called Vedha (literal meaning to 
pierce or which causes deep penetration). In 
Sarvato-Bhadra Chakra, Vedha/ aspect of a planet 
depend on its speed and motion. The Nakshtras hold 
the key factor as they provide the platform where 
from, the transiting planets cause Vedhas on other 
components of the chakra. While working out the 
effects of vedhas, it is essential to figure out the 
position and strength of the planet. It is equally 
important to know whether a planet causing Vedha 
is also in an aspectual position with the planet, 
Nakshtra etc, suffering such Vedha at that time. In 
the absence of any aspect, the effects of such 
Vedhas get neutralized. 


According to Narpati- jayacharya-swaodaya, Chap- 
2, when a planet is retrograde, its aspect is towards 
right (backward); while a planet in direct motion at 
normal speed has aspect in front (opposite) direction 
and when in high speed, it is towards left (forward) 
direction. The Sun and Moon are always in direct 
motion and have left (forward) aspect; while Rahu 
and Ketu are always retrograde and have right 
(backward) aspect. However some astrologers feel 
that these four planets have all the three kinds of 
aspects. The other five planets-Mars, Mercury, 
Jupiter, Venus and Saturn, are sometimes slow, 
sometimes fast and at other times retrograde. To 
determine the nature of an outer planet- Mars, 
Jupiter or Saturn, and its speed, one should note its 
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placement in the chart with respect to placement of 
the Sun. A planet moves in normal motion, when 
placed in 3°4 or 48 house from Sun or the Sun is 
placed in the 10 or 11" house from the planet. A 
planet moves with high speed (Afichari) when 


placed in 12", 18 or 2°¢ house from the Sun and a 
planet may move in retrograde motion while 


transiting in houses 5th to 9th from the Sun. The 
movement & motion of Mercury & Venus is fast 


when in 12! house from Sun, retrograde when in 
2°¢ house from Sun, and Venus is in normal speed 


when in 3 or 11 house from Sun. However it 
should be confirmed or finalized with the help of 
Panchang. 


Vedha by Planets: The Vedha/ aspect produced by 
a benefic planet gives good results, while aspect by 
a malefic planet cause bad results even if they may 
be in their exaltation/ own sign. The left and right 
aspects lead to aspect on all five components of the 
Chakra as mentioned in Para.2.1 above, while front/ 
opposite aspect causes aspect to Nakshtra only. Sun, 
Moon, Rahu and Ketu cause vedha in all the three 
directions. The other five planets cause front/ 
opposite vedha, when in normal motion, left aspect 
Vedha when they are Afichari and right side Vedha 
when these planets are retrograde. For example, on 


18" Jan 2012, Jupiter in Ashwani Nakshtra will have 
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aspect on P. Phalguni Nakshtra and Saturn in Chitra 
Nakshtra on P. Bhadrapad Nakshtra, while Sun in 
P.Ashada Nakshtra will have aspects on all the five 
components in left/ forward direction. Some 
astrologers feel the luminaries aspect in all three 
directions.

The four Nakshtra in the middle of each 
direction have four letters allotted to them, viz. 
in East- with Ardra in square36- K, Gh, Dn & 
Chh (#, ¥, = az &), in South-with Hasta square

with P. Ashada, square 48 has Ph, Bh, Dha, &

A malefic planet when retrograde becomes 
highly malefic and a_ benefic retrograde 
becomes highly benefic. A malefic planet when 
it leaves the Vedha Nakshtra and shifts to 
another Nakshtra, it does not give malefic 
results. 


Vedha of Lunar tithis in bright half 
(ShuklaPaksha) is full (100%), while Vedha in 
dark half is only 50%. Each Tithi has its own 
consonant. So when a Jithi has Vedha, the 
consonant also has Vedha automatically and 
vice versa. 


When a planet is causing Vedha to a particular 
sign, its vowel, consonant and 7ithi will also 
have Vedha simultaneously. 


When two planets occupy identical longitude in 
a Nakshtra or its quarter, or by two planets 
occupying two different signs opposite each 
other at a distance of 180 degree e.g. Sun in 10 
degree in Aries and Saturn in 10 degree of 
Libra. This aspect is most dangerous.

Mars: Loss of a family member/ friend or 
separation from them, unhappiness/ mental agony 
from spouse & children, loss of property, land, 
wealth, or work, law suits related to property/ 
marital disharmony, bilious/ stomach/ muscular 
ailments, accidents, wounds, surgery and loss of 
blood, destruction of intelligence, and unwanted 
long travels. 


Mercury: Gives happiness from spouse, children, 
disciples & subordinates, royal favours/ honours, 
peace, gain of fame, knowledge/ wisdom, business 
& agricultural lands, success in_ debates/ 
negotiations, receipt of good news, letter or 
communications and release from confinement. 


However, if Mercury is debilitated, combust, 
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associated with malefics or placed in an inimical 
sign, the results will be opposite to those given 
above. 


Jupiter: Best benefic to give all-round success, 
progress & prosperity. It gives all kind of wealth, 
health, happiness, comforts & auspicious results; 
peace, marriage & marital happiness, favours from 
the Guru/ authorities and increase in wisdom, 
knowledge, religious, moral & spiritual activities. 


However if Jupiter is conjunct with malefics or 
debilitated, it gives distress due to diseases, 
calamities and scandals, displeasure/ humiliation by 
superiors/ authorities, bondage due to spouse/ 
progeny or even death. 


Venus: It gives gain of spouse, marital happiness, 
progeny, wealth, all types of material luxuries/ 
comforts, conveyances, apparels & ornaments, and 
royal favours; increase in social status, virility and 
bed-pleasures. If Venus is conjunct with malefics or 
is debilitated, it gives loss of wealth, marital 
disharmony, quarrels with females, scandals, and 
loss of vehicles or accidents from them. 


Saturn: It shows  chronic/ painful sickness, 
disability, fractures, fear, sorrow, dire misfortune, 
scandals, humiliation, imprisonment, loss of peace, 
place & job, infatuation with old/ low class female, 
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troubles in journeys, loss of relatives, friends & 
servants and death due to violence. 


Rahu: It causes heart disease, loss of consciousness, 
various fears & phobias, all types of impediments in 
works, sudden calamity, relations with a widow/ 
low caste females and problems caused by Saturn. 


Ketu: Loss of grains, wife or child, epidemics, 
diseases difficult to be diagnosed, fear from 
authorities, sudden calamity, body pains, non- 
receipt of things which seem easily available and 
other evil results of Mars. 


Special Vedha Results

If a vowel receives Vedha, it gives pain in the 
body, fear of death, loss of valuables, quarrels 
with relatives and serious diseases. 


If the 7ithi receives the Vedha, it causes loss of 
wealth & intellect, fear complex, terrible 
confusion, or fall from a height. 


If the Vedha is on the day of birth, mental 
agony and unhappiness.

If Sign, Nakshtra, Navamsha and/7ithi are 
receiving Vedha from malefic planets, Such 
Muhurats should be out-rightly rejected.

happiness, and if a journey is performed, the 
native cannot perform his work or does not 
return back safely or if a disease starts, it takes 
very long to be cured.

If the Nakshtra receives benefic Vedha, it gives 
an increase in_ physical strength and 
fearlessness.

A benefic planet aspects Nakshtra in the front 
in bright half and in backward direction during 
dark half and vice versa.

During first half of the day, a benefic aspects 
front Nakshtra and malefic backward Nakshtra 
and vice versa in second half of the day. 


Take majority result of the above for the 
aspects on the Nakshtra to determine forward 
or backward aspect. 


A planet gives the results of its disposition as 
per aspect of the Vedha causing planet. A 
retrograde double of normal-benefic twice 
more and malefic twice more evil. A planet in 
exaltation during Vedha effects three times 
more and in debilitation is only half effective. 
During bright half it gives full result, while in 
dark half only half results. 


A malefic planet causing Vedha from a 
Nakshtra, when it goes to the next Nakshtra, 
becomes highly benefic.

Combust/ Set Directions: The sign in which the 
Sun is placed at any given time, makes the other two 
signs near it as combust/ set. For example Taurus, 
Gemini & Cancer signs are given in the East, so 


when Sun is in these signs from j5th May to 15th 
August, all the three signs, Nakshtras, vowels, 
letters, Tithis and days are said to be set for three 
months 1.e. the length of time the Sun takes to pass 
over these three signs. A native should not travel in 
a combust direction during this period. When a 
Nakshtra, sign, letter, vowel or 7ithi is combust, it 
causes disease, obstacles/ sorrow, losses, confusion, 
or fear respectively. If all five are set, then death is 
certain. Same applies for other directions. When a 
Nakshtra, sign, letter, vowel, Tithi or all five comes 
out of combustion, there is growth, victory/ success, 
gain, happiness, glory and all-round prosperity/ 
increase in fame & status respectively. The results 
of various factors in visible or set (combust) are 
given below:

During retrogression, the strength is doubled, during 
exaltation it is trebled, during debility it is halved, 
but during fast motion, it remains the same. The 
quantum of results by planets placed in different 
houses is as under:

Aspects on Nakshtra: All planets aspect the j5th 
Nakshtra from their own location. In bright half 
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(Shukla Paksh), a benefic Nakshtra aspects the next 
Nakshtra, while in dark half (Krishna Paksh), it 
aspects the previous Nakshtra. A malefic Nakshtra 
does it inversely i.e. it aspects previous Nakshtra in 
bright half and the next Nakshtra in dark half. 
Similarly the planet influences fully in bright half 
and at half level in dark half. In addition, the planets 
also aspect Nakshtra from their own location as 
follows:

Sun's Nakshtra/ Upgrahas: The Upgrahas are 
constellations/ Nakshtra counted from the one 
occupied by the Sun at any given time. They are 
eight in number. When planets are placed in any of 
these, they cause multiple obstacles in all ventures.

The more the planets in these Upgrahas, the greater 
will be the intensity of evil results. If a Nakshtra is 
receiving malefic aspect and an Upgraha is also 
placed therein, then the person may face death or 
death like calamity. The nature of Abhijit is not 
included when counting the Upgrahas. Each 
Upgraha has been allotted a planet and the evil 
results caused by these can be overcome/ mitigated 
to a large extent by propitiation (Shanti) of these 
planets.

Moon's special Nakshtra: These are important 
Nakshtra counted from birth Nakshtra or Nakshtra 


in which the Moon is placed at birth. They are nine 
in number and give vital results in a native's life. 
While counting these, Abhijit Nakshtra is also 
included. When three or more such Nakshtra gets 
malefic aspects simultaneously, they cause death 
like severe problems. Out of these, Nakshtra Nos. 
16, 18 and 23 have greater capacity to cause 
troubles, more so if they are aspected by malefics. 
The details are given in table below:

In the natal chart, the dasha is of Mercury-Mars. 
Mercury is 9-12" lord debilitated in 6" house and 


Mars as a Markesh, being 2-7" lord is in 12 of 
Mercury and aspected by Rahu. Venus, the karaka 
of accidents, is retrograde, in Rahu-Ketu axis and in 
inimical sign of Mars. In transit, on 30 Apr 2003, 
Saturn has just begun transit in 4th from natal Moon 
(Dhaiya) and Sun, Moon & Mercury are again 
placed in 11th (6th from 6th) house aspected by Mars 


from 8" house. 
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In SarvatoBhadra Chakra, the relevant components

In the Chakra, the Moon is placed exactly over natal 


Venus (R), which is in 2" from natal Moon and 7% 
from the Ascendant, both being Maraksthan. 
Transiting Mercury (R), being in Bharini, has Vedha 


on Tithi (14'"), day (Friday), vowel (O) and on Sign 
Pisces. Thus three out of five components are 
afflicted. The native had a serious vehicular accident 
and his right arm was fractured. He also had injuries 
on his head & face as Moon and Mercury were both 
in Aries. However his life was saved as there was no 
Vedha on the letter and the Nakshtra of the native. 


Commercial/ Stock market Matters 


In commercial matters, precise results are 
ascertained through Sarvato-bhadra Chakra by 
deciphering the different Vedhas caused by the 
planet during its transit over Nakshtras. Since in the 
Chakra, the position of planets are marked in the 
Nakshtras in which they transit at a particular point 
of time, the Vedhas caused by them from these 
positions are notified which are adjusted as per their 
speeds and motions. Majority of them are focused 
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on the business activities in bullion, cotton share 
market etc. Some of the selected principles, keeping 
in view their practical applications, are given below.

Conclusion: The SarvatoBhadra Chakra is a very 
useful tool with the astrologers to study transit 
planets vis-a vis natal chart. Analyze the effects of 


Vedha on each of the factors and then summarize 
the result of all factors and then give results in 
totality. Relevance of different speeds and motion 
brings subtlety to the system. Meticulous 
monitoring of the movements of the planets causing 
their influences over the five important components 
is essential. Along with dasha system, it can be 
gainfully used to fix an auspicious Muhurat, in 
timing important events in a native's life, in horary, 
in mundane astrology, or predicting rise and fall of 
market prices or for natives whose natal chart is not 
available. However remember that Sarvato-Bhadra 
Chakra as normal transit is sub-servient to natal 
chart and should be studied accordingly and not in 
isolation. 


Chapter-6 


Nakshtra and Longevity 


Introduction 


1.1 


The correct judgment of longevity has always been 
a mystery. It is highly complex and difficult, but 
equally important and sought after. Any prediction 
made without considering it, may make the 
prediction a laughing stock of both astrology and the 
astrologer. As per Shri Mantreshwar, when a child is 
born or whenever a native approaches an astrologer, 
one should first ascertain his longevity and there 
after only any other issue like Rajyoga, Dhanyoga 
or profession etc, has any meaning. The time span 
between birth and death of a native is known as his 
longevity. Longevity and death is not the same thing 
but are closely related. Lord Krishna in Gita 
(Chapter-2 Sloka-27) says, "Of that which is born, 
death is certain". Death requires two things to 
coincide-loss of longevity and loss of physical 
body. Classical texts states that apart from various 
"MrityuTulyakashta (problems/ sufferings

equivalent to death)", there are eight types of death- 
Disgrace, shame, captivity, fear, serious disease, 
grief, memory loss and end of physical body. For 
detailed study of the subject, the readers are advised 
to refer my book, "Longevity; a Vedic Approach". 


The life span is divided into following three groups- 
1)  Alpayu or Short life from 0 to 32 years 


lt) Madhyayu or medium life from 32 to 66 
years@ 
11) Purnayu or full life beyond medium life 


@- Different astrologers have opined different 
upper age for medium life, viz 65, 66 or 70 years. 


Alpayu has been further divided as under- 1) 
Balarishta or Alpa-alpa from 0 to 8 years 11) Arishta 
or Madhya-alpa from 8to 20 years i111) Yogarishta or 
Purna-alpa from 20 to 32 years. 


Similarly Madhyayu and Purnayu can also be sub- 
divided in to three groups of 11/ 12 years each. 


Various savants of astrology have suggested various 
methods of calculating longevity of a native 
mathematically, but none of them gives satisfactory 
results. Varah Mihir has said that these methods and 
calculations apply only to ordinary natives and 
normal circumstances. However he did not elaborate 


who are extra-ordinary natives or what are abnormal 
conditions. It is safe to conclude that basic concept 
of longevity cannot be mathematical, it has to be 
planetary. 


Parameters of Longevity/ Death

Houses: 1°‘ house or Lagna represents self, physical 
body and its general well being. Hence it is of 
supreme importance and indicator of longevity. gth 
house is universally accepted as house of longevity. 
But it is most dreaded Trika house as well. By 
principle of Bhavet-Bhavam,3™ (being 8" of 


8'byhouse also indicates longevity. This is also a 
Trishadya house. Hence for good longevity, both 
3'¢ and 8 house should be strong but weaker 
than 15 or 10 house. 10" is house Karma. One 
lives only as long as Karma assigned for one's 
current incarnation, as per his Prarbdha, are 
exhausted. The 10" js also 3™ from 8" and 8" from 
3° house. 


Significators of longevity: Saturn is_ basic 
significator/ general significator of longevity and 
Jupiter is the biggest/ general benefactor of 
longevity. Other significator are:

Sun- He is natural Atmakaraka and general 
Karaka of soul and of vitality. 


Moon- She is karaka of physical body and 
rules over infancy (up to 8years). 


Mercury- rules over adolescence from 8 to 20 
years. 


Mars- rules over young age from 20 to 32 
years. 


Venus- rules over middle age from 32 to 45 
years. 


Jupiter- is Karaka of divine providence and 
rules over advance age from 45 to 60 years. 


Saturn- is general karaka of longevity and 
especially rules over old age beyond 60 years. 


8h from Saturn also signifies longevity. 


Basic Determinants of longevity: The longevity of 
a native can be assessed based on_ strength/ 
weakness of following pairs of determinants: 


i) 


Lagna/ Lagnesh 
Moon / Moon sign lord 


8) house/ lord from lagna, and Moon 


Saturn/ 8" Jord from Saturn 


Lagna and Hora lagna signs. To obtain Hora 
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lagna, subtract the time of Sunrise from the 
epoch. Assume hours obtained as a sign and a 
half of a minute as degrees. Add the value to 
the longitude of the Sun to get Hora lagna sign 
and degree for the moment. 


Assessment of Broad Life Span: For ascertaining 
broad life span, as per sage Jaimini, three groups are 
considered as under: 


i) Natal Lagnesh and 8h lord from Lagna. 
ii) Lagna sign and Moon sign. 
iii) Natal lagna sign and Hora lagna sign. 


In any group, Purnayu/ full life is indicated if both 
are in movable sign or if one is in fixed and the 
other is in a dual sign; medium life is indicated if 
both are in dual signs or if one is in a movable and 
the other in a fixed sign; while Alpayu/ short life is 
indicated if both are in fixed signs or one is in a 
movable sign and the other in a dual sign. The 
majority decision (any two or all three) gives broad 
life span of a native. If the inferences of all three are 
different, the result of sign of Natal lagna and Hora 
lagna shall prevail. However, if Moon is posited in 


lagna/ 7» house, the result of lagna and Moon sign 
shall prevail. Please also note that if unafflicted 
Jupiter is placed in lagna/ 74 house, the longevity 
should be expected in last quarter of the broad

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group. The Parashari method is similar except that 


the 2nd group instead of being Lagna sign & Moon 
sign, becomes Saturn sign & Moon sign. However 
sage Parashar has also added that in any chart, 
presence of good yogas, increases the life span, 
while evil yogas decreases the same. 


Maraka Houses- 12" is house of loss/ expenditure. 
So 12 of primary houses of longevity (18t, 3° & 


gth) are Maraka houses (12%, 7! & 20d) As per

sage Parashar, is the most potent Maraka as it is 


also 8" from 12' house and is in hemmed between 
two great evil houses-6"" and 8", 


Maraka Planets- They possess powers of inflicting 
death during their dasha/ Antardasha. Saturn is 
general karaka of death. If a node gets related with a 
Maraka planet, it can also become a Maraka. Planets 
ruling over evil houses from any alternate lagna are 
also Maraka for that lagna. 


Nakshtra Gandantas 
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It is effective during Sandhi (transition) of Nakshtra 
in its last or 1S quarter due to inter-mingling of the 
energies of the concerned Nakshtras. Lagna, Moon 
or any other planet when so placed becomes weak, 
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i 


giving native or his close relations bad health, poor 
longevity, mental worries, unwanted fear/ phobias 
etc. If Ketu also joins in, it may cause disorders of 
brain/ spinal cord. If Venus joins in, it may cause 
eye troubles. 


Nakshtra Gandanta becomes more severe when it is 
simultaneously associated with Sandhi of signs as 
well. It then is called Gand Mool (for more details, 
please refer Para 


of chapter-1). Its duration is of 24 minutes- 12 
minutes on either side of Sandhi. If birth is in last 


quarter of Aslesha/ Jyestha or 1° quarter of Moola 
Nakshtra, it is called big Moola, and the propitiation 
can be done only after 27 days when the same 
Nakshtra falls again. If birth is in 1S quarter of 
Ashwani/ Magha or last quarter of Revati, it is called 
and propitiation can be done on the same, 10 or 


jgth day of birth, As Per Acharya Mukund 
Daivagya, these are of following three types: 


1) Day Gandanta: When a native is born in day 
time with lagna/ Moon, at the Sandhi of 
Jyestha and Moola and of Scorpio and 
Sagittarius signs. 


11) Night Gandanta: When a native is born in 
night with lagna/ Moon at Sandhi of Ashlesha 
and Magha Nakshtra and of Cancer and Leo 


signs. 


111) Sandhya Gandanta: when a native is born at 
Sandhya (transition of day and night) with 
lagna/ Moon at Sandhi of Revati and Ashwani 
and of Pisces and Aries. 


Note: The adverse effects of all the above 
Gandantas is neutralized if strong unafflicted 
Jupiter or Lagnesh is posited in lagna/ Moon or 
aspects it without any other affliction or one is 
born in Abhijit Nakshtra or the native has strong 
yogas like Mahabhagya and/ or _ Panch 
Mahapurush yoga.

The native was born with lagna in sign/ Nakshtra 
Gandanta, which must have caused him problems 
during infancy. But it is neutralized due to presence 
both Sun and Moon in Sagittarius lagna in day birth 
causing Mahabhagya yoga. Again Lagnesh Jupiter 
is unafflicted in 10" house with Moon in a Kendra 
(both in natal and Navamsha chart) causing strong 
Gajkesari yoga. Jupiter apparently looks weak,

Inauspicious Nakshtra Yogas. 


If a child is born in 15 quarter of Hasta/ Dhanishta 
or in 2"4 quarter of Ardra/ Vishakha or in 3"4 
quarter of Ashlesha/ Uttra-Bhadra or in last quarter 
of Bharini/ Mool Nakshtra, in day time, it is called 
Din-Mrityu Y oga, affecting longevity adversely. 


If a child is born in day time in 1° quarter of 
Ashlesha/ Uttar Bhadra or in 2"4 quarter of Bharini/ 


Mool or in 3" quarter of Uttar-phalguni/ Shravan or 
last quarter of Mrigshira/ Swati Nakshtra, it is called 
Din-Rog Yoga and adversely affects the health of 
the native. However, there is no evil yoga, if birth 
is during night time in either of the above cases. 


In every Nakshtra, a period of four Ghati (one Ghati 
is equal to 24 minutes) is called Vish-ghati kaal, 
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which is very inauspicious for any event. Shri 
Mantreswar in Phaldeepika has stated that the These 
are- 51 to 54 in Ashwani; 25 to 28 in Bharini, 
Purvashada & Uttar-bhadra; 31 to 34 in Krittika, 
Punurvasu, Magha & Revati; 41 to 44 in Rohini; 15 
to 18 in Mrigshira, Swati, Vishakha & Jyestha; 22 
to 25 in Ardra & Hasta; 21 to 24 in Pushya, Chitra, 
Purva-phalguni & Uttarashada; 33 to 36 in 
Ashlesha; 19 to 22 in Uttar-phalguni & Shatbhisha; 
1lto 14 in Anuradha, Shravan & Dhanishta; 57 to 
60 in Moola; and 17 to 20 in Purva-bhadra. 


Yamganta Yoga: It is an inauspicious yoga which 
occurs when at the time of birth of a native, Moon is 
in a specific Nakshtra on a specific day as under: 


1) Sunday and Magha Nakshtra

Birth in any of the above yoga is considered 
inauspicious and adversely affects akin to Rahu-

Janam Nakshtras and Longevity

The Nakshtra in which Moon (some astrologers feel 
stronger of the Ascendant and Moon) is posited in 
natal chart is known as Janam Nakshtra (for details, 
please refer Para 3.1 of chapter-1). The Janam 
Nakshtra has its dasha during infancy and if 
afflicted indicates Balarishta. The classics have 
suggested not doing any auspicious work on the day 
of Janam Nakshtra as it may suddenly terminate the 
destiny pattern of the native. One should be careful 
during Janam Nakshtra days during dasha of 
malefics or when major malefics transits over lord 
of Janam Nakshtra. Mrs Indira Gandhi (Chart No. 3) 
was assassinated on 31 Oct 1984 during Rahu- 
Saturn dasha, when her Janam Nakshtra was ruling. 
Similarly, Mr Rajiv Gandhi was assassinated on 21 
May 1991 during Rahu-Mercury dasha, when his 
Janam Nakshtra, Purva Phalguni was ruling. 


If a child is born in the same Nakshtra as that of his 
mother/ father/ elder sibling, he is considered 
inauspicious to the person concerned causing him 
great sufferings. As per sage Vasishta, if the birth 
takes place in the same Nakshtra and same quarter, 
early death of the concerned relation may take 
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place. A child who has a different Janam Nakshtra 
from that of the parents, will enjoy maximum love 
and affection from them. If the ascendant and Moon 
are placed in the same Nakshtra (preferably in same 
quarter) and Jupiter and Mercury/ Venus occupies 
the same Nakshtra in any quarter, the native will 
have excellent character, be happy, learned, 
intelligent, wealthy and have good family life. 


Very few natives survive to experience the results of 


lord of 9th (Adhi-Mitra) Nakshtra. Therefore the 
results of lord of this Nakshtra are felt during its 


Antar/ Pratyantar dasha only. Lord of 3rd) sth and 


7h (Vipat, Pratyari and Vadha) Nakshtra from 
Janam Nakshtra are considered inauspicious for 
longevity of a native. According to sage Parashar 
(BPHS:Ch 44: verse 15-16), one born with short life 
span may face death in dasha of Vipat Nakshtra 
lord; one of medium life may die in dasha of 
Pratyari Nakshtra lord; while one of long life may 
face death in dasha of Vadha Nakshtra lord. Planets 
posited in these Nakshtra, have a profound influence 
on the events/ activities of the house. The dasha 
effects of the planets, which afflict these Nakshtra 
or their lords, will also not be good.

The native was famous revolutionary leader of 
national independence movement. He was born with 
the Lagnesh Mars debilitated and combust in gth 
house in Rahu-Ketu axis with Moon. The Moon was 
in Gandmoola Nakshtra, being in last quarter of 
Ashlesha Nakshtra and was weak in Paksha and 
direction Bala. The 9" house was hemmed between 
24 lord Jupiter and 8) lord Mercury. He was born 
in dasha of 8" lord Mercury with 294 Jord Jupiter 
posited in 8) house. 8 lord Mercury was 
associated with 7-12" lord Venus in mutual aspect 
with Saturn (R). Venus was lord of 3" (Vipat) 
Nakshtra from Janam Nakshtra. All these indicate 
Short span of life. Venus- Saturn is always 
considered an inauspicious dasha. Mercury also 
passed on its malevolence to this combination. 
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Moreover, in Navamsha, Saturn was debilitated in 


8h house aspected by Mars and by Rahu. On | Mar 
1930, the native was killed in police firing at 
Allahabad. 


When Moon, Mars and Ketu have the same 
Nakshtra lord or are related to one another, the 
native has a tendency to commit suicide. When in 
transit, Moon and Mars are in any of the Nakshtra of 
Moon or Mars or in each other's Nakshtra and 
related to Ketu, the tendency to commit suicide will 
be greater. A weak and afflicted Jupiter, planet of 
hope and opportunity, related to Moon, Ketu and 
Mars aggravates the situation.

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If a native is born in Pushya or Hasta Nakshtra, it 
causes specific dosha depending on the quarter of 
the Nakshtra in which the native is born. This dosha 
gets more specific and adversely effective if 
ascendant and Moon are falls in the same Nakshtra. 
However, these results will get suitably modified/ 
mitigated by presence of other planetary positions, 
aspects and yogas. The results are as given in 
following sub-Para. 


Pushya Nakshtra: A birth in 1°‘ quarter causes 
Arishta to the child itself; birth in 2°¢ quarter of a 
male native may cause death of the father while of a 
female child may cause death of the mother; birth in 
3rd quarter of a male child may cause death of the 
mother while of a female child may cause death of 
the father; and birth in the 4 quarter may cause 
Arishta to maternal relations. 


Hasta Nakshtra: This is another tnauspicious 
Nakshtra having Pada Dosha. Those born in first 


quarter will cause danger to father; those born in 
second quarter will cause danger to maternal 
relations, those born in third quarter will endanger 
the native himself, while those born in 4‘ quarter 
will cause danger to the mother of the child. 


Pushkar-Navamsha and Pushkaramsha

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The term "Pushkar" means anything which 
nourishes, fosters, rears, nurtures, supports, 
augments, promotes, enhances or washes away 
weakness of anything. In fiery signs (Aries, Leo & 
Sagittarius), the 7° Navamsha, & 9‘ Navamsha; In 
earthy signs (Taurus, Virgo & Capricorn), 3rd 
Navamsha & 5‘ Navamsha; In airy signs (Gemini, 
Libra & Aquarius), 62 Navamsha & 8" Navamsha: 
and in watery signs (Cancer, Scorpio & Pisces), 15 
Navamsha & 3™ Navamsha are called Pushkar 
Navamsha. Thus, each sign has two Pushkar- 
Navamsha or the zodiac has 24 such Navamsha. 
They are all benefic Navamsha owned by benefic 
planets and produce auspicious results in natal, 
horary, Mahurat and other matters. Any planet 
posited therein bestows extra-ordinarily good 
results. 


However, they are different from Pushkaramsha, 


which are particular benevolent degrees in any sign. 
In fiery signs, 21S' degree; in earthy signs, 14th 
degree; in airy signs, 24th degree; and in watery 
signs qth degree are Pushkaramsha and any planet 
posited in these degrees bestows very good results. 
Placement of more planets in Pushkar-Navamsha 
will enhance the status, longevity, fame & 
prosperity of the native.

The native has been longest lived politician in India. 
He has been Prime minister of India and the only 
person to have received the highest civilian award of 
both India and Pakistan. He was born in day time 
with lagna, Sun and Moon in odd signs, causing 
Mahabhagya yoga. He also had all the three slow 
moving planets-Mars, Jupiter and Saturn exalted. 
Rahu the other slow moving planet is in his own 
sign and own Nakshtra. His lagna is airy Gemini in 
Nakshtra of Rahu with no planet posited there, but 
aspected by exalted Saturn (R) and by Rahu. 


Lagnesh Mercury is in 8) house with Mars and 
Venus (both in Vipreet Rajyoga) and aspected by 
exalted Jupiter from 2°¢ house. 8" Jord Saturn is 
exalted in 5 house with exchange of 5th and gth 
lords. The native had as many as four planets- Sun, 


Jupiter, Venus and Saturn in Pushkar-Navamsha. 
Form Moon, 8" lord Jupiter is also exalted 


aspecting 8th house. These strong planets and yogas 
gave native long, healthy life with name and fame. 
In this case, none of the three Trika houses has any 
Mooltrikone sign, therefore Ketu becomes the most 
malefic planet for Gemini lagna. Ketu afflicts both 
luminaries-Sun, and Moon by aspect and 
association. Ketu is in own Nakshtra in sign of Sun 
and associated with Moon. Saturn, the Karaka of 


longevity and death, in Navamsha is posited in 6th 


house as 2"¢ and 3" lord. The native died in dasha 
of Ketu-Saturn on 10 Apr 1995 after completing 
Purnayu of 99 years of age. 


Planets, Nakshtras and Longevity 


8.1 


In Para 2.2 of this chapter, we have seen that 
different planets rule over different age group of 
one's life. However the overall longevity depends on 
the combined strength and influence of lagna and all 
the planets. Various yogas modify the longevity 
according to their malevolence/ benevolence. 
Mahabhagya, Mahapurush, Gajkeasari, Akhand- 
samrajya, and Chatus-sagra are some of such 
Yogas. A planet is normally strong when posited in 
one of the Nakshtras ruled by it or the Nakshtra, 
where it is exalted. One should be careful to note 
that a strong planet does not get weakened in its 
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Nakshtra quarter (Navamsha), lest it may lose its 
benevolence. Any planet posited in last quarter of 
Mercury's Nakshtra or first quarter of Ketu's 
Nakshtra (Gandmoola Nakshtra) adversely affects 
longevity. Each planet gets weakened and adversely 
affects the longevity of a native if placed in certain 
specific Nakshtra quarter or a specific degree. 


Following degrees/ Nakshtra quarters of Sun are 
critical and curtail longevity of the native, unless 
other strong positive measures are present: 


1) 2to3 degree of Ashwani 
ii) 7th degree of Bharini 

iii) 34 quarter of Krittika 
sth degree of Ardra 

v) 3" degree of Pushya 

V1) gth degree of Magha 

vii) 18' degree of Chitra 

viii) 3° quarter of Swati 

ix) 1t degree/ 4" quarter

The native was ex-Prime minister and a very 
popular leader of Pakistan. Her lagna is unoccupied, 
but aspected by Jupiter and by Ketu (in critical 
degree). Her Lagnesh Mars was her Janam Nakshtra 


lord (in critical degree) and is combust in 8 house. 


Mars aspected 9th lord Moon in close conjunction 


with Saturn (lord of lagna Nakshtra and 6-7h 
houses) and Rahu in critical degree in house of 
Saturn. Rahu, in Navamsha of Mars, aspected 
Saturn and Mercury (dispositor of Mars and Saturn). 
Saturn (R) aspected Lagna and Lagnesh Mars. Thus 
there is close relationship establishing Mars-Saturn- 
Rahu syndrome indicating violent death by fire- 


arms. In Navamsha, lagna was hemmed between ond 
lord Mercury and 74 Jord Saturn and was aspected 
by Rahu. The Lagnesh Sun was in 4th house 


hemmed between Mars and Ketu and was aspected 
by 6-7" lord Saturn. This made her very popular but 
unhappy person. While she was running dasha of 
Saturn-Rahu, she was assassinated on 29 Dec 2007. 


Chapter-7 


Nakshtra and Profession 


Introduction 


1.1 


The 10 house is essentially the house of Karma 
that a person has to perform during his current 
incarnation; whereas the Karma has been defined as 
the action/ profession, one does as job/ business to 
generate flow of income to sustain life. Hence both 


(Profession and Karma) are seen from 10" house of 
the horoscope. The horoscope of a person is 
believed to be the balance carried forward in to this 
life from the previous birth. In other words, previous 
existence is believed to be the cause and the present 
life is its effect which unfolds slowly but steadily, 
making sure that no one escapes the universal law of 


Karma. The 10 Jord, planets posited in or 
aspecting 102 house, Navamsha lord of 10 lord 


and Lord of lagna and 10" house of Dasamsha (D- 
10) play an important role in deciphering nature and 
scope of profession of the individual. As brought 
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out in earlier chapters, Lord of Nakshtra where the 
crucial planets are placed and of the cusp of lagna 


and of 10 house greatly influence the 
significations/ effects of these planets and the 
houses. For wider perspective of the subject, the 
readers may refer my book, "Finance & Profession". 


Use of knowledge, skill, art and ability of a native in 
his economical activities could be called his 
profession. But regular income from rent/ interest 
cannot be termed as profession. Probably earning 
regular income by creative activities utilizing his 
talents for the general welfare of the society/ 
nation should be called profession. However, 
some of the most ancient professions or means of 
livelihood have been prostitution, begging, thieving, 
dacoity, extortion and earning _ through 
unscrupulous/ dubious means cannot be termed as 
profession in true terms. In present age, earning 
money has become the prime consideration and the 
end justifies the means. People do not hesitate to kill 
or to decimate others if it suits their purpose. 


Some vital Terms 


Indu lagna: Indu means Moon and Moon through 
mind governs all actions of human beings and 
makes one a recluse or a materialistic. The Indu 
Lagna is arrived at by mathematical manipulation of 


9h house of fortune with reference to Lagna and 
Moon. This is the most important key point to 
assess the financial prosperity of a native. The 
quantum of prosperity or financial gain is directly 
proportional to the strength and benefic influence on 
Indu Lagna and other planets related to it. Planets 
situated in 3°4, 6th, gth and 12" from this Lagna 
indicate unnecessary expenses and losses. Find lords 
of 9 from Lagna and Moon Lagna. Add their 
Kalas and divide by 12. The remainder counted 
from Moon Lagna is called Indu Lagna or Dhan 
Lagna. The Kalas of Sun, Moon, Mars, Mercury, 
Jupiter, Venus and Saturn are 30, 16, 6, 8, 10, 12 
and | respectively.

Yogkaraka Planet- It is a planet which 
simultaneously owns a Kendra and a Trikone. A 
yogkaraka planet has much greater functional 
efficiency than any other planet of the same rising 
sign. When such a planet gets related to another 
planet/(s) in some way or the other, the latter inherit 
the former's benefic properties to give very good 
results. The ability of yogkaraka planet to energize 
entire horoscope depends on its strength and 
placement to which it can spread its influence on 
other planets especially to Kendra and Trikone lords 


and also lords of 294, 114 & 12th Jord. For this 
purpose, the Yogkaraka may use its sign, Nakshtra, 
dispositor or the planets of which yogkaraka itself is 
dispositor. Only three planets acts as yogkaraka viz. 
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Mars for Cancer and Leo Lagna, Venus for 
Capricorn and Aquarius Lagna and Saturn for 
Taurus and Libra Lagna. However, Lagnesh is a 
natural Yogkaraka since lagna is a Kendra as well as 
a Trikone. The Dasha of Yogkaraka is very 
auspicious even if it is located in an evil house. 
These confer rise in career, wealth and status. Even 
if Yogkaraka 1s combust/ retrograde, it may delay or 
cause obstacles, but will not deny to deliver what is 
due to the native. Yogkaraka from Janam Rashi 
(Lunar sign) is equally important as yogkaraka from 
rising Lagna. 


Fortuna; It is a sensitive point which indicates 
inherited wealth, accretion of worldly fortunes and 
high honour/ status to the native. It is frequently 
used in Western astrology using Ptolemaic method. 
To calculate the position of Fortuna, add longitudes 
of ascendant and Moon and deduct longitude of Sun 
there from (all longitudes are to be taken from zero 
degree Aries).Its position moves at a speed much 
faster than that of the Moon. This point should be 
treated just like any other planet in its entire 
ramification like house position, by sign, Nakshtra 
and aspects etc. Fortuna has no influence on 
character but benefits the house where it is posited. 
The lord of sign or Nakshtra where Fortuna is 
placed bestows fortunes. Generally the conjunction 
of planets with Fortuna or Fortuna in a movable 


sign, gives much superior results than the aspects or 
its poisoning in a fixed sign, which gives results of 
secondary nature.

Various planets as lord of 10 house or due to 
placement in 10 house (as per Varah Mihir in 


Brihat Jataka) or as Navamsha lord of 10 Jord of 
natal chart (as per Hardeo Sharma Trivedi of Solan) 


or as lagna/ 10" lord of Dashamsha (as per modern 
day astrologers) determine the profession of a 
native. The lords of Nakshtra where these planets 


are posited or of the cusp of 10 or 15¢ house are 
considered to be better key planets having 
significant influence on determination of profession. 
The planets give better results when posited in or 
aspected by own/ friendly Nakshtra lords or in 
Nakshtra quarter (Navamsha) lords. Synthesizing all 
these points, the various planets rule over various

Sun: It rules over physician, electricity & heat, 
political science, actuary works and statistics. It 
indicates those in authority, power or management, 
judiciary, administrator or a political leader; sale/ 
purchase of grass, water, timber, wool, grain 
(wheat), gold, jewelers, financiers or a teacher. The 
Sun gives a significant job break at the age of 22 
years. 


Moon: It rules over chemistry, medical, medicines, 
Paramedics, obstetricians, nursing, music, travels, 
water or milk products, restaurants etc. It indicates

Mercury: It rules over education, adeptness, 
mathematics, accountancy, scientific learning, 
philosophy, speech, journalism, business & trade, 
architecture, astrology, black-magic etc. It denotes 
documentation and recording of any job/ work, 
clerks, auditors, accountant, book-keepers, 
stenographers, men associated with post, transport 
or train, messengers, interpreters, reporters, 
journalists, authors, printers & _ publishers, 
advertisers, counselors, newspaper, bookshops, 
communications like radio, telephone, media 
operators, lawyers, arbitrators, teachers, 
mathematicians, architects, sculptors, crafts, 
merchandise, insurance agents, salesman and 
astrologers etc. The Mercury gives a significant job/ 
business break at the age of 32 years. 


Jupiter; It rules over education, logic, scriptures, 
religion, wisdom, classical knowledge, literature, 
philosophy, psychology, law, economics, banking, 
stock-market, management and expansion with 
dignity etc. It indicates venerable & respectable 
professions in banks, treasuries, tax-system, 
revenue, ministers/ councilors, financiers, cashiers 
and share-brokers; saints, sages, priests, preachers,

Venus: It rules over music, dance, acting, art & 
management, hotel management, tourism, computer 
animation & graphics; conveyances, pleasure of 
senses, ornaments (including gems & fragrances), 
comfort, luxury and beauty items etc. It denotes 
artists, musicians, dancers, singers, cinema/ TV 
artists, entertainers, cartoonists, poets, painters, 
photographers, dress designers/ makers, gems/ 
jewelry, hair stylists & beauticians; dealers in 
furnishing, furniture, perfumes, cosmetics, articles 
of arts/ fashion and vehicles; tea/ coffee dealer/ 
planters, flower seller, engravers, building 
engineers, dairy, navy, and amorous occupation etc. 
Venus gives the significant break at the age of 24 
years. 


Saturn: It rules over Prachin Vidhya, law, labour 
law, geology, mining, engineering, philosophy, 
fuels & oils, artisan works, agriculture, factory etc. 
It indicates miners, labours, dealers of iron, steel, 
hardware, metal ores, coal, petrol, hides, footwear 
and leather goods; real estate business, architects,

Rahu: It rules over research work, psycho-analysis 
work, life in a foreign land, space engineering, 
electricity, poisons, anti-biotics, hardware (in 
computer, TV, radio) and religious hypocrisy etc. It 
denotes long travels to foreign lands, space/ aviation 
engineering & ventures, pilots, air-hostess, 
diplomacy, religious hypocitic activities, poison, 
drugs & antic biotic dealers, communications and 
mechanic/ repair worker of computer, TV, radio, 
wireless etc, management expert, event managers 
and tourism operators etc. Rahu gives significant 
break at the age of 42 years. 


Ketu: It rules over languages including foreign 
ones, philosophy, meteorology, computer, small 
machines/ chips, occultism, Ashram, Moksha, 
imprisonment, slaughter houses and intrigues etc. It 
denotes dirty places, sewage/ mortuary workers, 
religious heads/ Ashram workers, language experts/ 
interpreters, war/ medical service, dealing in tricky/ 


secret jobs, secret/ diplomatic workers, computer 
engineers and occultists etc. Ketu gives significant 
break at the age of 48 years.

In last couple of decades, the multiplicity, the sheer 
range and numbers of proliferating professions have 
bewildered astrologers and it is impossible to 
contain them within the ambit of nine planets. There 
is a necessity to include the scope of 27 Nakshtra 
and to synthesize the effects of planets as sign lord 


and Nakshtra lord along with lord of cusp of 10th 
house and of the lagna Nakshtra lord of lords of 


lagna, of Moon sign and of 10" Jord also have their 
influence. These are basically derived from Dhruv 
Nadi. Let us study them one by one. 


Ashwani: This Nakshtra gives result of its lord 
(Ketu), of its sign lord (Mars) and of Sun (who gets 
exalted here). Its four quarters (Navamsha) are ruled 
by Mars, Venus, Mercury and Moon. It indicates 
profession of army, police, boxers, hunter, 
physicians, surgeries, health services, drug 
manufacture, research work, professions related 
with horses, mechanical/ metallurgical engineer, 
iron/ steel & copper industry, sports involving 
speed/ danger, fond of music and dance, trainer/ 


coach, nursery, bakery and cook etc. Being first 
Nakshtra, one excels which ever field he is in. 
Among lunar months, Ashwin (Sep-Oct) represents 
this Nakshtra which includes Pitr-Paksh and 


Navratri.

The native was famous Chinese-American martial 
art artist and instructor.

lagna in Ashwani Nakshtra in 3rd quarter ruled by 
Mercury. As per Chinese zodiac, he was born in the 
hour and year of "dragon" bestowing high quality 
martial art efficiency. Lagnesh Mars associated with

The three 
planets predominantly suggest professions ruled by 
this Nakshtra. Bharini is a very sexual and 
somewhat intense Nakshtra. It deals with sexuality 
as a manner of exploring the mysteries of life and 
death. Due to contradictions involved, some natives 
takes up middle level jobs/ profession in 
administration, agriculture, small scale or leather 
industries, automobiles, or in sports, recreation, 
acting, music, art, sex, silk, jewelry, advertisement, 
restaurant, tea, coffee or tobacco related jobs, 
criminal lawyer or in animal husbandry/ veterinary. 
Females may opt for works as_ obstetrician/ 
gynaecologist or ophthalmologist, related with 
caring for infants, education/ welfare of children, or 
any other activity related with sports/ recreation of 
children.

The native was an American musician and artist, 
best known as the lead singer, guitarist and primary 
song writer of the famous Rock (grunge) band 
Nirvana. His ascendant and Sun are both in 
Shatbhisha. The keywords of Shatbhisha are 
"secrets, alcohol, — seclusion, _ philosophical, 
meditation". These are all appropriate to Kurt 
Cobain. He used heroin & drugs (and a lot of them), 
was philosophical and not easy to approach. In 


addition, his 6) lord Moon, 3-10" lord Mars and 
Ketu are also in Nakshtra of Rahu, making him a fit 
"Rahu Type". There is an extreme emphasis on 
Rahu energy in the chart, which is not the easiest 
energy to express. He was born with balance dasha 
of Rahu. His Sun and Moon (both in Rahu's 


Nakshtra) are associated with 8" lord Mercury and 
aspected by Ketu carrying malevolence of Mars 


Venus | Jupiter [P.Bhadsra | Jupiter |

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(both in Nakshtra of Rahu). This resulted in the 
divorce of his parents in 1974 during Rahu-Sun, 
when he was just 7years old. This made him lead an 
uneasy & secluded life and suffer depression and 
bronchitis at a rather young age. However his 
Jupiter was exalted in own Punurvasu Nakshtra, 
while Mercury and Venus the two planets of song 
and music are in Purva Bhadra Nakshtra of Jupiter. 
He had dasha of Jupiter during major part of his life. 
During the period he was attracted towards 
Buddhism and Jainism and formed Nirvana band 
meaning "freedom from pain, suffering and the 
external world" during Jupiter (exalted)-Venus 
(Yogkaraka) dasha. The songs of this group had 
mostly a sinister feeling around them. Some of them 
had spiritual qualities although of a more 'dark' 
nature. The music was loud and not very melodious. 
His first debut album "Bleech" was released in 
1989. Since debut over 25 million albums were sold 
in USA alone. He married on 24 Feb 1992 during 
Jupiter-Rahu dasha. He died at the young age of 27 
due to overdose of heroin or self-inflicted gun-shot 
on 5 Apr 1994 during dasha Chhidra Saturn-Saturn. 


Purva-Bhadra: Jupiter is the lord of the Nakshtra, 
whose first three quarters lay in Aquarius ruled by 
Saturn/ Rahu and the last quarter in own Pisces. He 
is a born intelligent, loyal, passionate but slow- 
worker and yet has the knack of trade. He is 
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ambitious, fascinated with transformation of the 
dark side of life and is capable of leading a quiet 
and independent social and financial life. He may 
shine in business, banking, government job, revenue 
work, a teacher, musician, actor, writer of mystery, 
fear, thrill & crime stories, psychologist, researcher, 
surgeon, astrologer, black magic, — religious 
extremist, work related with fire, leather, 
metallurgy, welding, forging, bakery, gold/ tron- 
smith, biological weapons/ gas, making of 
armament, homicidal squad, mercenary soldiers, 
jobs related with last rites of persons, jail, orphanage 
or I.C.U., perverted/ obscene dance/ recreation, 
disposal/ recycling of waste, poison, manufacturing 
of medicine etc. For expression of results of this 
Nakshtra, please refer their results in the chart No. 
29 of Kurt Cobain. 


Uttar-Bhadra: Saturn is lord of the Nakshtra which 
lay fully in mystic Pisces of Jupiter. He imbibes 
good qualities of both. He is adamant by nature and 
is always desirous of company of other sex. He is 
interested in fine arts, music poems, writings, social 
work, philosophy, research, charity, Tapa, Yajna, 
Vedic study, meditation, religious rituals, ascetic 
minded, holistic medical treatment, history, 
archeology etc. He may attain high position in 
society and mastery over several subjects 
simultaneously.

The native had 3-10" lord Mars and Rahu in 24 
house in Uttar-Bhadra Nakshtra. His lagna, Sun and 
Moon were in Nakshtra of Rahu; Jupiter & Saturn in 
Nakshtra of Mars; while Mars, Mercury, Rahu and 


1oth cusp are in Nakshtra of Saturn. Rahu and Mars 
are conjunct with each other and had played the 


major role in his life. 10 house, 10" lord and Sun 
represent royalty and Kingship. 10 Jord Mars from 
2°4 house aspect Sun in 51 house, Lagnesh Saturn 
in 8 and 9" house of luck and father. Therefore 


after the death of his father, he became the king of 


Britain on 20Jan1931 during Saturn dasha. However 
Saturn was in 8" in Rahu-Ketu axis while Rahu 
associated with Mars from 24 house afflicted 10" 
house & 10 lord and Sun is afflicted by Mars and 


Saturn. Hence he had to forego crown within 11 
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months. His 7" house is in Paapkartari and 
aspected by 6" Jord Moon (in Rahu's Nakshtra), 
while 7" Jord Sun is in 5 house of love & romance 


and karaka Venus is weak (being in 1S! degree) and 
afflicted by Ketu associated Saturn. Native wanted 
to marry one twice divorced American, Mrs 
Simpson. British parliament did not approve the 
proposal on moral grounds. The native made history 
by renouncing the crown, marrying his lady love 
and settled in France. 


Revati: Mercury is lord of the Nakshtra which lay 
fully in Pisces of Jupiter. He leads an independent 
life with his own cherished values and does not 
believe anyone/ thing easily. He is god fearing and 
religious minded. He is interested in academic/ 
scientific pursuits, historical/ religious research, 
literature and ancient culture including occult 
sciences. He can also be a good physician, poet, 
banking/ revenue official, teacher, actor, artist, 
musician, in jobs related to transport or 
communication works, charitable institutions. He 1s 
born intelligent and capable and comes up in life 
with his own efforts. He cannot stick with one job 
for long and normally settles in far off places. 


Chapter-8 
Nakshtra & Health 


Introduction 


1.1 


Over the past few decades, people's interest in 
disease free good health has grown exponentially. 
As per World Health Organization, "Health is a state 
of complete physical, mental & social well being 
and not merely the absence of disease or infirmity". 
We are all concerned about our health and vitality, 
which is the foundation of every/ anything else that 
we attempt in life. The body contains the four 
elements found in nature: Fire, Earth, Air and 
Water, and incorporates their energetic qualities. 
Good health is represented by all four elements 
being in harmony; while poor health comes from 
imbalances indicated by the placements of certain 
planets in our natal chart or in a chart calculated at 
the time of illness. For a detailed study of the 
subject, the readers are advised to refer my book, 
"Medical Astrology”. 
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The diseases are generally indicated by the malefic 
influences of planets which cause imbalance in the 
three Doshas or biological humors- Vata, Pitta & 
Kapha. These three are not just three chemical 
important elements of wind, bile and mucous but 
correspond to Motion, Energy & Inertia and also 
relates to emotional factors. In terms of physics, 
they correspond to energy, light and matter in the 
universe. Houses, signs and Nakshtras wherein the 
planets are placed _ indicate tendencies, 
susceptibility, resistance and potential of various 
ailments in the body. When these potential will 
manifest is dependent upon the time which can be 
ascertained by dasha periods and transit of planets. 
Normally chronic health problems are indicated by 


Ascendant, Sun, Moon, 68 & gt houses and the 
signs, planets and Nakshtras associated with them. 


Lagnesh in 6th, gth and 12" house indicates sickness 
especially if it is afflicted and/ or is weaker than 6th; 
8) lord. The planet who is 6" in order of degrees, 
minutes etc san the sign is the ruler of diseases 
(called Gnatikaraka by Jemini). The Saturn, the 
worst malefic is also Karaka of disease and of Trika 
houses. The Nodes represent suffering of our 


Karmic past; while Jupiter and 9th house represents 
recovery from illness. The proper analysis & 


synthesis of Ascendant, 6" house, Sun & Moon 


and their sign lords reveal the correct health/ 
disease potential of a native. Sun and Moon are 
significator of general health, heart, blood 
circulation and Medicine and are never retrograde. 
The Sun, Moon, Jupiter and ascendant bestow 
vitality, strong will, positive energy and building up 
of body, mind & health. Strong Jupiter, 9th and 11% 
house & their lords gives resistance against ailments 
and speedy & early recuperative powers of a native. 


Nakshtra and Diseases

Vedic astrology essentially revolves around 
Nakshtra system. The Nakshtras influences/ 
modifies the significations of planets posited or 
owned by them for good or evil as per their nature. 
The magnitude of influence by Nakshtra is much 
more than by sign or sign lord. Two or more 
planets posited in the same sign, but different 
Nakshtra will have little impact on each other. 
Nakshtra also correlates planets due to their 
conjunction in a Nakshtra or exchange of Nakshtra 
or placement under same Nakshtra lord or under 
same Nakshtra quarter (Navamsha). basic properties 
related to diseases in various body parts are given 
below in table No.24.

Moon is the main karaka of mind, 
Mercury of nervous system and Jupiter of maturity/ 
wisdom. Aries and lagna represents head. It is also 
indicated when Trika houses/ lords are afflicted and 
connected to 18 (lagna) and 4 (mind/ Mann) 
houses.

The native was born in the Antardasha of 12" lord 


Vargottam Sun in main dasha of gh lord Mars Un 
Nakshtra of Sun). His lagna was aspected by Rahu 


(in Nakshtra of Sun) and by retrograde 64 Jord

Saturn. Lagnesh Mercury (in Nakshtra of Ketu) was 
retrograde in 12" house with 12" lord Sun. His 
lagna Nakshtra lord Moon (in Nakshtra of gh lord 


Mars) was | 1'5 Jord in 6" house and was debilitated 
in Navamsha as Lagnesh. In Navamsha, lagna was 
in Rahu-Ketu axis and was aspected by Mars from 


64 house and by gh lord Saturn from 7 house. 


12" Jord Mercury was with Venus aspected by 
debilitated Moon and by Rahu. This caused him 
cerebral meningitis within first month of his birth. 
He was reported to have suffered from various 
neurological problems throughout his life. However, 


he had Sun and Jupiter (along with 11" lord Moon 
forming Gajkesari Yoga) both Vargottam and in 
mutual aspect making him Emperor of Japan on 30 
Jul 1912 during Jupiter-Rahu dasha. This 
combination also helped him from being completely 
insane. By 1919, these maladies made it 
increasingly impossible to carry out public and 
official functions. Therefore on 25Nov 1921, he 
handed over the crown to his son during Saturn-Sun 
dasha. 


Heart Diseases: It can also manifest with high b.p., 
angina-pain, heart-stroke and surgery of heart/ its 
valves. It involves affliction of Sun, Moon planets, 
Cancer & Leo signs and 4th & 51 houses by Mars, 
Saturn & Nodes (causing sudden attack). It can also 


manifest when lagna and 6'4 house are linked and 
afflicted. Significators of 5) and 11" house will 
indicate recovery. Some of the astrological 
combinations are- 


Sun and Moon conjunct in Cancer/ Leo or 
exchange signs. 


Affliction by Saturn cause increase in 
palpitation and angina pain. 

Sun, Moon or lords of 4/ 5th lord should be 
related with 6/8/12" house/ lords. 


In all cases lagna/ Lagnesh should also be 
weak/ afflicted. 


Affliction of Jupiter by Saturn’ cause 
enlargement of heart. 


Affliction by Mars and/ or Ketu indicates 
surgeries.

Native was a rebel but popular communist leader of 
Russia during important transit period of last two 
decades of last century. He had Aquarius lagna (in 
Nakshtra of Rahu) aspected by Rahu (dispositor and 
in Nakshtra of 8 lord Mercury) from 5th, 
retrograde & debilitated Mars from 60 and by 
Lagnesh Saturn (lost in planetary war to Mercury) 


from 11 house. All the four Kendras are vacant. 
Hence native had poor health (repeated typhoid 
fevers) in the childhood. However he had a strong 5- 
11 axis. He had strong Gajkesari yoga (formed by 
conjunction of 2-1 1") Jord Jupiter & 6" lord Moon) 
in 54 house with mutual aspect with Yogkaraka 
Venus, 5-8" Jord Mercury and Lagnesh Saturn in 
11" house of gains. However Venus was not strong 
as it was in infancy (in Nakshtra of Ketu), in 
Gandmoola Nakshtra and Badhak-adhipati (being 
gth lord). Yet the dasha of Venus had been most 
rewarding, but brought his doom as well. During 
Venus-Venus dasha in 1985, he was made secretary 
for construction. Since then he grew as a popular 
communist leader and during Venus-Moon (in 
mutual aspect) was elected as first popular President 
of Russia. But he had to resign as President on 31 
Dec 1999 during notorious Venus-Saturn dasha 
following wide spread corruption and collapse of 
economy. Dasha of 74 Jord Sun in 12" house

Cancer: It is a broad group of environmental 
diseases, all involving unregulated cell growth. In 
cancer, cells divide and grow uncontrollably, 
forming malignant tumors, and invade nearby parts 
of the body. Later it may spread to more distant 
parts of the body. Not all tumors are cancerous. 
Benign tumours represent accumulation of cells 
which have been transformed to reproduce in 
abnormal numbers, but remain within the tissue of 
origin. There are over 200 different known types 
of cancers. When cancer begins it imvariably 
produces no symptoms with signs and symptoms 
only appearing as the mass continues to grow or 
ulcerates. Astrologically, Rahu is the Karaka for all 
malignant growth. Jupiter is the karaka of 
systematic growth and benign tumours, while Rahu 
represents haphazard growth. When Rahu afflicts a 
house and if the said house or its lord or Karaka be 
in any way related with the disease inflicting house 
or planet, a malignant growth in that part of the 


body is likely. Cancer is likely when 154 6" and gth 
house/ lords are related to Mars, Saturn and Rahu. 
The role of various planets in producing cancer in 
the body are Sun in brain, bone, stomach, bowl or 
eye; Moon in blood, breast, heart, ovaries or lungs; 
Mars in blood, genitals, marrow, neck, rectum, 
uterus or waist; Mercury in mouth, navel or nose; 


Jupiter in liver, spleen, ear, thigh or tongue; Venus 
in genital organs, kidney, prostrate glands or throat: 
Saturn in bone, legs, hands or teeth. Some of the 
astrological combinations for cancer are:

Kidney Ailments: Kidney is an important agent of 
purifying blood and excretion of waste and urine. 
The main function of the kidneys is to filter the 
blood of extra water, minerals, nitrogenous waste 
and extra protein content of the food and to forward 
them to bladder as urine. The most common 
diseases of kidneys are inflammation, pain, stone 
formation inside them or their failure due to chronic 
diabetes or blood pressure over a long period of 
time. Stones are mainly formed of calcium & 
phosphoric salts & uric acid and can be successfully 
removed through an operation.

Mercury-Mercury dasha, he inspired and brought 
together almost entire opposition under one party, 
called Janta Party. It formed the government at 
centre ending emergency misrule of Ms Indira 
Gandhi in Mar 1977.

Ailments of Lungs: It includes TB, asthma, 
pleurisy, pneumonia, cough & cold and other 
breathing ailments. Pneumonia is a type of infection 
to lungs caused by viral or bacterial or fungal 
infections, and characterized by inflammation of the 
lungs. It starts with a fever, which could be caused 
by various factors and later degenerates into a 
condition in which water/ fluid gets accumulated 
inside the lobes of the lungs making them difficult 
to function.

Diabetes: Diabetes is a disease of glucose 
metabolism in the body. In this, there is excess of 
glucose in the blood and blood tissues, but it cannot 
be utilized. This is because of the deficiency of a 
hormone called insulin, produced by pancreas, 
which breaks carbohydrates/ glucose into useful 
components for use by the body. The disease is of 
two types- first grade which is caused among 
children and in adolescents, and type two, which is 
caused in middle age. The type two again is of two 
variety- Hyper-glycemia (excess sugar in blood) and 
Hypoglycemia (deficiency of sugar in the blood). 
The second variety is more dangerous and may 
make one unconscious or even dead. However hyper 
glycemia is a silent killer and may cause any serious 
disease of heart, brain, eye, ear or kidney etc. It is 
largely a hereditary/ genetic disease, but can be 


controlled with proper diet and medication. The 
signs of possible diabetes are sudden loss of energy 
and weakness, excessive thirst and frequency of 
urination, unexplained loss of weight, thinning 
extreme portion of limbs and slow recovery in 
infection’ wounds. In India, germinated gram, 
Jamun, Karela juice and Neem leaves are used for 
good relief for centuries. Jupiter rules the pancreas, 
the liver and carbohydrates. Venus rules over the 
entire hormonal system and glands in the body. 


Affliction of Jupiter, Venus along with Moon, 6th 
house/ lord and Virgo cause the diabetes. Some of 
the other combinations for this disease are as under:

The native has exalted Venus (debilitated in 
Navamsha) conjunct and lost in planetary war to 6th

Chapter-9 


Nakshtra, Marriage and 


Married life 


Introduction 


1.1 


Marriage is the most important event and the innate 
desire of any normal native. It not only ensures the 
continuity of mankind and happy family life, but it 
also symbolizes and carries forward our civilization 
and cultural ethos. It normally marks the beginning 
of "Grahastha Ashram", the most important of the 
four Ashram of Vedic culture as it supports the 
other three. It also creates opportunities for material 
and spiritual growth. It also provides an opportunity 
to discharge various ethical debts (Rin) like Deva- 
rin, Pitr-rin, Matra-rin etc. In most places, it is 
treated as fusion or coming together of not only two 
individuals, but of their families too. The duo 
become one and each other's natural allay, 
confidant, counselor, besides catering for each 
other's physical, emotional and sexual needs without

any selfish consideration. Marriage being 
sacrosanct, most of the societies and legal courts 
discourages separation/ dissolution. Yet in almost 
all societies, cases of divorce/ separation are on the 
increase due to non-compatibility of the couples. 


It is believed that marriages are settled in heaven 
and performed on Earth. However parents, 
especially in India, consider it as one of their most 
important duty/ obligation to ensure that their 
children find a suitable match at an early opportune 
time. The astrological studies of birth chart or 
through horary, help in ample measure to know in 
advance the time of marriage, characteristics and 
background of the spouse and likely nature of 
married life expected. The traditions and cultures 
involving marriages are so divergent in different 
parts of the world, in India and among various caste/ 
regions that uniformity is almost impossible. It is 
truly "unity in diversity" and every caste, society, 
religion or country has the liberty of following its 
own conventions and rituals. The various details 
may vary as per norms of "Desh, Kaal and Patra" 


Marriage is the public declaration of the most 
private intentions of two persons (a couple). It is an 
association of two persons to live together as 
approved by the society and the law. These rules 
have regularly been modified. In our Vedas, 8 


different types of marriage are mentioned and to 
have more than one living spouse was also 
permitted. Astrology indicates all such situations in 
natives’ charts. However today our society and law 
does not allow these. But instances of gay 
marriages, live-in relationships and forced sexual 
unions (RakshasVivah) are not very uncommon. So 
much is required to be understood and written in 
various Classical texts, that it is again impossible to 
bring it within the domain of one chapter. Therefore 
in this chapter only salient features are discussed 
wherein role or influence of Nakshtras are 
dominant.

Primary Houses: Lagna representing self and 7th, 
the spouse are primary houses for marriage and 
married life. The lagna represents vitality and 
inherent life essence; while 7 house represents the 
field/ area wherein life's battle is fought using the 
vital energies of lagna through various means of 
sensual gratification/ pleasures like spouse, sex, 
married and social life. The 78 house is also the 
apex of "Kaam Trikone" as well as Karaka of death. 


Secondary Houses: These are gnd (for addition to 


family, in-laws and 24 marriage), 4'" (for domestic 


happiness), 5h (for love, affection and romance), 9" 


(being 3™ from 7 denotes 24 spouse as younger 
sibling of 15 spouse), jth (house of gain of spouse 
or fulfillment of desires) and 12th (house of bed 


pleasures). The 6h house denotes dissolution of 
marriage and court cases for divorce/ separation; 


while 82 house denotes dowry, obstruction & 
tension before and after marriage, widowhood and 


Mangalya-sthan for females. In addition, 7h pada-a 
sign as far away from 7" Jord as 7" lord is from 
lagna and Up-pada/ 12th pada are also significant. 
For marriage, consider gnd (addition to family), qth 
(1S marriage) and 11" (long time relationship and 
fulfillment of desires) house. For engagement/ 
betrothal, consider 3 (house of agreement), qth 
(house of marriage), 9th (house of opposite party) 
and their lords. However the transit chart for the 
moment should also tally. 


Karakas and Nakshtras 


3.1 Venus is the main karaka for marriage, romance and 
wife. Additional Karaka for marriage are Moon and 
Rahu. Karaka for husband is Jupiter/ Mars. Rahu 


normally gives  unorthodox/ unconventional 
marriages. Mars and Saturn cause delay/ obstruction 


in marriage. Benefic planets placed in 74 house 
bestow good spouse and matrimonial life while 
malefics cause delay in marriage & unhappy 
conjugal life. However influence of benefics or 
planets in exaltation/ Mooltrikone sign, modifies 
adverse results; while affliction by malefics reduces 
good results. If more than one planet is posited in 


7'h house, the stronger and a planet friendly to qth 
lord should be given importance. 


3.2. As brought out earlier, the Nakshtras_ vastly 
modifies the significations and results of all planets 
(as lords of houses and Karakas). Lords of Nakshtra 
quarters (Navamsha) give relevant modifications to 
marital affairs of a native. The Nakshtras generally 
favourable for marriage and good married life are 


Rohini(except qth quarter), Magha & Moola (except 


1st quarter),Hasta, Anuradha, three Uttras (Phalguni, 
Ashada and Bhadrapad) and first half of Revati; 
while dynamic(Laghu), pungent, tender, mixed and 
movable Nakshtra do not favour marriage and good 
married life.

The strength and influence (benefic / malefic) on qth 
house, 7th lord, planets in 7th house, Karakas, and 


sign Libra (being 7!" house sign of Kaalpurush) 
decide the timing of the native. In India minimum 
age limits for marriage is 18 for girls and 21 for 
boys, yet every year thousands get married as 
"Child-marriage". Among urban and _ sensible 
families, marriages take place when both girls and 
boys have attained adulthood, had reasonable 
education and the boy has adopted a professional 
life. However marriageable age of a native changes 
with Desh, Kaal and Patra. Currently in India, 
marriages before 23 yrs considered early, between 
23 to 30 as normal, between 30 to 40 yrs as delayed 
and beyond this as denial of marriage (although 
cases of natives marrying beyond 60yrs are also 
there). 


The marriage of a native may take place in any of 
the following conditions- 


i) During dasha/ Antardasha of strongest among 
following during marriageable age of the 
native- Venus, Moon, Jupiter, 7th lord, planet 
posited in or aspecting 74 house, depositor of 
J lord, lord of 7% pada/ up-pada, lord of 
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Navamsha occupied by 74 lord, Nakshtra lord

The native is a famous dalit leader of Bahujan 
Samaj Party and ex-Chief Minister of UP. Her qth 
house has weak Moon with Sun & 12" Jord 
Mercury (both separative planets) in 74 house 
aspected by 7-8" Jord Saturn (also a separative 


planet) and by Ketu. 74 Jord Saturn is malefic 
because of association of Mars in own sign and in 
Rahu-Ketu axis. Venus, the Karaka of marriage is 
Badhakesh as well and is in 8" house aspected by 
Mars associated with Rahu & Saturn and by 6" lord 
Jupiter (R). All these combinations denied her 
marriage. But please also note close conjunction of 
5!) lord Mars and 7" Jord Saturn in 5" house with 


Rahu indicates strong but unsuccessful love and 
affection without physical relations with a person of 
different caste. 


Compatibility & Search for good Spouse 


5.1 Ashtakoota/ Moon Compatibility- Moon sign (Rasi) 
and Moon Nakshtra (birth Nakshtra) represent mind 
(Mann) and general nature of a native. Ashtakoot 
Milaan is 8 fold compatibility of Gunas based on 
Moon's sign & Nakshtra of the boy and the girl. 
Their names, indications, Guna points and basis are

The above eight Kootas total a maximum of 36

If 
this figure is more than 9, then deduct multiples of 9 
from it. Then the position of respective Nakshtra of 
the prospective couple is considered. The maximum 
Guna allotted to this Koota are three. We know that 


from Birth Nakshtra 34, 5t and 7 are considered 
inauspicious, while others are auspicious. If both are 
auspicious the Koota gives three Guna; if one is 
good and the other is bad, it gives 1-1/ 2 Guna; 
while if both are inauspicious, no (zero) Guna is 
shown. It can better be seen from the following 
table:

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For example, let the birth Nakshtra of the boy is 
Uttra-Phalguni(No.12), and of the girl is Aslesha 
(No. 9). The Nakshtra of the boy from that of the 
girl is 4; while the Nakshtra of the girl from that of 
the boy is 16+9= 25, deleting multiples of 9, we get 
number 7. From the above table, the Gunas for 4:7 
combination is 1-1/2. 


Yoni: Different animals have been allocated at the 
rate of two Nakshtra per animal, except Uttar-ashad, 
which has only one. Each animal describes typical 
nature, temperament and behaviour of the native 
having that birth Nakshtra, as given below:

Gana: As per nature of the natives, the Nakshtra are 
divided in to three groups- Devta, Human and 
Devils each representing Sattwik, Rajsik and Tamsik 
Nature respectively. This Koota has been assigned a 
Maximum of six Gunas. Natives of same group are 
excellent and get six Gunas. Devta and Devils or 
human and Devils gets no Guna. If the boy is of 
human and the girl of Devta, couple gets five; while 
if the boy is of Devil and the Girl of Devta, couple 
gets one Guna.(For details, see table No. 29);

Nadi: Maximum weightage is given to Nadi, which 
is said to represent blood, happiness and affect 
progeny. The 27 Nakshtras (starting with Ashwani) 
are divided into three groups- Adi-nadi to include 
Nakshtra number 1, 6, 7, 12, 13, 18, 19, 24 & 25; 
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Madhya-nadi to include Nakshtra numbers 2, 5, 8, 
11, 14, 17, 20, 23 & 26; and Anta-nadi to include 
Nakshtra numbers 3, 4, 9, 10, 15, 16, 21, 22 & 27. 
The three Nadis correspond to three basic humours- 
Vata, Pitta and Kapha respectively, the imbalance of 
which causes various ailments. Same nadi gets zero 
point and is prohibited, while different Nadi gets 8 
Gunas and is recommended. The worst case is when 
both the Nadis are of Madhya Type. However, if 
within a Nadi/ Nakshtra, if the sign change, the 
Dosh is largely mitigated. If the boy's Nakshtra pada 
comes earlier than that of the girl than also the Dosh 
is reduced except in case of Madhya-Nadi. This 
Dosh is not applicable for those boys/ girls who are 
born in Krittika, Rohini, Ardra, Pushya, Jyestha, 
Shravan or U.Bhadra Nakshtra. 


Other Methods of Nakshtra Compatiblity 


1)  Yunja Priti: In this there is no quantitative 
Guna numbers, but it is seen for auspiciousness 
of proposed marriage. The 27 Nakshtra are 
grouped into three divisions- Purva-consisting 
of six Nakshtra starting from Revati, Madhya- 
12 Nakshtra starting from Ardra; while Para 
type-9 Nakshtra starting from Jyestha. If both 
Nakshtra of both boy and girl are in same 
Yunja, it denotes excellent mutual love. Within 
this group, if both are in Purva type, the boy is 
comparatively better; if both are in Madhya 


type, the girl is comparatively better; and if 
both are in Para type, both are good. If the 
yunja of the boy is in Purva type and of the girl 
in Madhya type, the girl likes the boy. Other 
combinations are not good. 


11) Sex of the Nakshtra: The Nakshtra are 
divided into male, female and eunuch 
Nakshtras, as mentioned earlier. If the boy's 
Nakshtra is male and that of the girl-female, it 
is very good. If both are in male Nakshtra, it is 
satisfactory match. If one is female and the 
other is eunuch, it is moderate. If both are 
eunuch or if Nakshtra of the boy is female and 
of the girl is male, it is bad. 


111) Seniority of Nakshtra: The Nakshtra of the 
boy should always be senior to that of the girl 
for auspicious matching. For example, if the 
Nakshtra of the Uttar-Phalguni (No.12) and 
that of the girl is Ashlesha (No.9), it is 
auspicious. But if the Nakshtra of the boy is 
Rohini (No.4) and that of the girl is Pushya 
(No.8), it is inauspicious. The worst case is if 
the girl's Nakshtra is just one number senior to 
that of the Boy i.e. the Nakshtra of the boy and 
girl are in 2:27 position (say girl's Nakshtra is 
Rohini, while of the boy is Mrigshira). 


5.7 Modern methods of matching- 


1) The Ashtkoota method of match making is 
based entirely on compatibility of Moon's sign 
and Nakshtra. Moon's importance in married 
life is universally accepted, but in modern 
times, when girls have their own ego, fixed 
nature and profession, it is essential to look for 


other Significators as well. The 15! 2d) 4th, 


sth eth 7th gth and 10" house and their lords 
along with Moon sign lord are matched for 
compatibility through their signs for friendship 
and at least majority of them should match. 
Sign identical or 5/9 or 3/11 or conjunction (of 
benefics) are considered good, 1/7, or 2/12 are 
average and 6/8 or 4/10 or conjunction (of 
malefics only) are adverse. If a house/ weak in 
one chart, it is desirable that it should be strong 
in the chart of the spouse. 


11) Venus in one's chart if falls in sign of Mars in 
other's chart, it denotes good mutual attraction. 
If Venus falls in the sign of a separatist planet, 
it denotes disharmony/ separation. If Rahu falls 
in the sign of Venus in other chart, it denotes 
perversion. Good marital harmony is indicated 
if Venus of one is conjunct or in trine to Moon/ 
Jupiter of the other. 


Manglika/ Kuja Dosh

This concept is the most dreaded and most 
misunderstood one in matching horoscopes. Some 
pundits and astrologers unnecessarily frighten the 
parents of prospective couples. This Dosh is said to 


occur if the Mars occupies 1, 2, 4, 7, 8 or 12 house 
of the native and afflicts marital harmony. It is not 
advisable if either the boy or the girl has this dosh. 
Some astrologers opine that these houses should be 
considered from lagna, Moon lagna, Karaka Venus 
and in Navamsha. If it is followed hardly few 
natives may be free from this Dosh. It is interesting 
to note that classical texts make only a passing 
reference of results of Mars in various houses. 
However, the author is of the opinion that counting 
should be done from strongest of the points. 
Another controversy is whether this dosh should be 
seen from birth chart or the Bhava chart. It is better 
to see from Bhava chart. However, it should be 
understood that Mars is a planet of violence, crime, 
disaster, anger, death of spouse, mis-happening, 
bloodshed and quarrels etc. It is advisable that one 
should rather look for longevity, health, morals and 
financial background of the boy/ girl and his/ her 
parents. In this the modern method of matching may 
help. 


The dosh is said to increase if 


1) Mars is also associated with or aspected by a

In a female chart, 8" house indicates longevity 


of spouse. So if in addition to Manglik dosh, if 
sth house is also afflicted, it is serious. 


A retrograde/ combust Mars if associated with 
Moon, Venus or Mercury, makes lady frigid, 
unless aspected by benefics. 


Simultaneously Venus or 74 Jord is afflicted, it 
indicates disharmony/ bad conjugal relations. 


Venus and Moon are together in lagna or in qth 
house and influenced by Mars by association/ 
aspect, marriage may be delayed/ denied. 


If Venus is afflicted by Mars without any 
benefic influence, it indicate strong passionate 
sexual behaviour, which may result in extra- 
marital relations. 


The Manglika dosh is said to be mitigated, if

The native has retrograde Mars in Lagna with 
separatist Sun in barren sign Virgo in the 74 house 
and 7 lord Badhakesh Mercury is in 8th house.

the Navamsha, Mars is in sth house associated with 
Saturn in Aquarius. Apparently he has said 
Manglika Dosh strongly. His wife had Mars with 


Venus and Rahu in 3™ house of Libra aspected by 
gh lord Jupiter and 7 & g' Jord had exchanged 
houses. Sun is in 7 house and other separatist 
planets Saturn (who is also j2th lord) and Rahu are 


both in Nakshtra of Sun, hence related to 7h house. 
To many astrologers, this chart indicates a late and 
troubled marriage. However, the fact of life is that 
the native was married at the age of 20 and had a 
good married life for 41 years. However due to his 
professional exigencies, he had to be away from his 
family during better period of his profession. Later 
some astrologer said that the chart should have been 
studied with Moon lagna, wherein Venus (Moon 
sign lord also) is in 76 house in mutual aspect with 
Moon and Yogkaraka Saturn. Moreover from lagna 
Lagnesh Jupiter was associated with Moon in a 
Venusian sign aspected by Venus resulting in early 
marriage.

The native has exalted Yogkaraka Mars in Nakshtra 
of Moon in 7" house in mutual aspect with 6-9" 
lord exalted Jupiter. In such a combination Jupiter 
loses all benevolence. 7 lord Saturn is in apt 
combustion in 4'2 house of domestic happiness, 
associated with 2°¢ lord Sun and 3-12" lord 
retrograde Mercury (in Nakshtra of Mars), while 
Sun & Saturn are in Nakshtra of Rahu. Mars and 
Rahu separately afflicts 2°¢ house. Lagna lord 
Moon is in 8" house in Nakshtra of Rahu. In 
Feb1975, during Jupiter-Venus (the two karakas of 
marriage), the young, beautiful and talented girl had

Kaal Sarpa Yoga: It is another most dreaded and 
misunderstood concept. This yoga is said to occur 
when all the seven planets are on one side (in 
direction of their movement). It is said to be worse 
when Rahu is in 4" (causing domestic dispute with 
mother-in-law) or sth (problems of progeny), qth 
(bad character, extra-marital relation or separation), 


gth (reduced life of spouse) and jth (oss of bed- 


pleasure, problems due to 3rd person). Although 
there is no mention of this yoga in classics, but 
modern day astrologers prohibits marriage with a 
boy/ girl having this Yoga. The evil effects of this 
yoga are said to get cancelled if the spouse is born 
in Nakshtra of Ketu (Ashwani, Magha or Moola) or 
the house where Rahu is posited in the chart of 
afflicted person, in the chart of spouse that house is 
afflicted by more than one malefics. This dosha gets 
mitigated if marriage is solemnised in Gaudhuli 
Bela 


Vish-Kanya Yoga: For a girl born under this yoga, 
the boy should have long-life and Manglik Dosh in 
his chart (for details please refer Para 6.2 on Chapter 
of Muhurat).

Marriage Muhurats 


9.1

A marriage solemnized in an auspicious moment 
(Muhurat) enhances the positive effects of planets in 
marital and conjugal life of a couple. It also bestows 
happiness, wealth, compatible relationship and good 
progeny. Such a marriage also reduces the malefic 
effects of planets causing discord or separation in 
married life. As per classics, there are 10 factors, 
which should be considered for fixing auspicious 
day and time for an individual's marriage. Out of 
these if five or more are favourable, the marriage is 
said to be held in an auspicious moment. However 
there are other considerations also to be considered 
like Tribal Sudhhi, Lagna Sudhhi, Chand/ Tara 
Sudhhi etc. 


The Ten Dosh 


1. Latta Dosh: For details, please refer Para 6.3 
of Chapter-5. Various planets on being thus 
afflicted may cause as follows;- The Sun- loss 
of wealth; The Moon- total destruction; Mars- 


death; Mercury- destruction; = Jupiter- 
destruction of relatives; Venus- loss of work; 
Saturn-destruction of the family; Rahu-death. 


Patta Dosh: There are 27 Nakshtra and 27 
Natural Yogas (refer Para 6.1 of chapter-3). 
Each Yoga is controlled by the Nakshtra in the 
same order, beginning Ashwani ruling over the 


18" yoga i.e. Viskhumba. The Nakshtra at the 
time of marriage, if happens to be at the end of 
Shoola ( Ashlesha), Sadhya (Magha), 
Harshan(Chitra), Vaidhriti (Anuradha), Ganda 
(Shravan) or Vyatipaat(Revati) yoga in the last 
quarter of their controlling Nakshtra, the 
marriage suffers from Patta Dosh. If Sun 
happens to be the afflicted Nakshtra Pada, it 
must be avoided. 


Yuti Dosh: A malefic planet (Sun, Mars, 
Saturn, Rahu or Ketu) or Venus in conjunction 
with Marriage Nakshtra causes this dosh. It 
may cause poverty, fear or death. However, if 
Moon is in exaltation, own or friendly sign, it 
cancels this dosh and turn it into an auspicious 
one. 


Vedha Dosh: Marriage Nakshtra having 
Vedha from a planet causes this yoga. All 
Vedhas of marriage Nakshtra pada are harmful; 
malefic ones are more severe. First pada causes 


Vedha to 4!" pada and 2™4 pada to 3™ pada. In 
case of Vedha by a benefic planet only, 
Nakshtra pada having Vedha is avoided and 
other three pada are considered good. In case 
of Vedha by a malefic planet, full Nakshtra 
having Vedha is to be avoided. This Vedha is 
seen as per following combinations- Krittika- 
Shravan; Rohini- Abhijit; Mrigshira-U.Ashada; 
Ardra- P.Ashada; Punurvasu-Moola; Pushya- 
Jyestha; Aslesha-Anuradha; Magha-Bharini; 
P.Phalguni- Aswani; U.Phalguni- Revati; 
Hasta- U. Bhadra; Chitra- P. Bhadra; Swati- 
Shatbhisha; and Vishakha- Dhanishta. In the 
duo, if one is marriage Nakshtra and the other 
has a Vedha of a planet, this dosh exists and 
must always be avoided. 


Jamitra Dosh: This dosh is said to exist if 
there is a malefic planet in the 7 house from 


marriage lagna or if 142 Nakshtra from 
marriage Nakshtra is afflicted by a malefic. 
Hence it should be avoided. 


Ekargal Dosh: This Dosh is said to occur if 
Marriage Nakshtra (which should be in odd 
number when counted from Sun's Nakshtra), is 
combined with any of the following natural 
yogas- Vishkumbha, Shool, Gand, Vajra, 
Paridhi, Vaidhriti, Vyaghat or Vyatipat. It 
being malefic should be avoided.

Up-Graha Dosh: When Moon's Nakshtra is 
sth 7th gth yoth yqth ys5th ygth joth, 215¢t 
22nd, 93rd 24th or 25' from Sun's Nakshtra, 
the Up-Graha Dosh is caused. It should be 
avoided in marriage. 


Baan-Dosh: For details, please refer Para 3.4 
of Chapter-3 and Table No.11.One of them, 
Mrityu Baan is to be avoided for marriage. 


Sthula-Kranti Dosh: In marriage lagna, if Sun 
and Moon are placed in either signs- Aries- 
Leo; or Taurus-Capricorn; or Gemini- 
Sagittarius; or Cancer-Scorpio; or Virgo- 
Pisces; or Libra-Aquarius, this dosh is caused. 


Dagdha-Tithi Dosh: \f the Sun at the time of 
marriage is in signs 9 or 12; 2or 11; 1 or 4; 3 or 
6; 5 or 8; 7 or 10; and Tithi is 2, 4, 6, 8, 10 or 
12 respectively for the above pair of signs, the 
tithi gets burnt. This affliction is called 
Dagdha-Tithi dosh and should be avoided in 
marriages. 


Nakshtra at the time of marriage: Rohini, 
Mrigshira, Makha (and half), U. Phalguni, Hasta, 


Swati, Anuradha, 2nd half of Moola and U. Ashada 
are very good and auspicious for happy married life, 


prosperity and good children. U. Bhadra and 1° half 
of Revati give happiness and prosperity after3/ 4 
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years. Following Nakshtra are not considered 
auspicious unless the marriage transit chart is 
otherwise strong:

Bharini, Krittika, Ardra, Punurvasu, Pushya 
and Ashlesha may cause widowhood within six 
years. Punurvasu may make one of them fall 
Sick. 


Pushya, Vishakha, Jyestha, and three Purvas 
indicate marital discord/ divorce. Pushya may 
denote husband leaving the wife, while 
Vishakha and P. Bhadra may cause lady to 
break the family. 


Ashwani, Shravan, Dhanishta and Shatbhisha 
may make couple hostile to each other. 


Other Major Considerations 


1. 


Tribal Shudhi: Strong Sun for the boy, strong 
Jupiter for the girl and strong Moon for both is 
essential for marriage. In marriage lagna, 


Jupiter is Poojya (good) in 15, 3°4, 6 or 10th 
houses; Shrestha (excellent) in oth, 5th, 11th, 
2nd or 7h house; and Nestha (adverse) in qth, 
8) and 12" houses. Moon is good in gnd sth 
or 92 house and 12" for boys only; excellent 
in Ist, 374, 6th, 7th, 19th, or 11% house; and 
adverse in 4°, & 8th and 12" (for girls only). 


The Sun (for boys only) is good in 294, 5th & 
gth and specially good in 1°" or 74 houses; 
excellent in 3, 6th, 10th or 11" houses; and 


adverse in qth, gth or 12" house. 


Lagna Shudhi: Place natal planets in marriage 
lagna Kundali (from lagna table in Panchang) 
of a place and time for the boy and the girl. 
Now select one lagna, which has the least lagna 
dosh. Lagna should not be occupied or 
hemmed between malefics. The houses to be 
avoided for various planets are: Sun- 15! & 7th, 
Moon-15t, 6th, 7th & gth. Mars-1St, 7th, gth ¢& 
10; Mercury- 7 & 8; Jupiter- 74 & gth. 
Venus-3™4, 6, 7th & gt: Saturn-15t, 7 & 
12h; Rahu/ Ketu- 18¢ & 7"; and for lagna lord- 
6h & gh houses. Alternately avoid in 1% 
house- Moon, Mars, Saturn and Rahu/ Ketu; in 
3rd house-Venus; in 6') house- Moon, Venus & 
Lagna-lord; 74 house- all planets; gth Moon, 
Mars,Mercury, Jupiter, Venus & lagna-lord; 


10th. Mars; 12'4_Saturn: and in all other 
houses, there is no restriction. 
Moon Shudhi: Within time range of activity, 


Moon sign should not be 4", 8 or 12" from 
natal Moon sign or hemmed between malefics.

Tara Shudhi: Moon Nakshtra should not be 
3rd sth o¢ 7th fom birth Nakshtra. 


Tithi Shudhi: For tithi, take auspicious 
combinations from Tithi, Vaar, Nakshtra, 
Yoga, Karan (Vishti/ Bhadra) combinations as 
given in Chapter-3. However a strong Moon 
auspiciously placed cancels most of the 
Panchang Dosh. 


Yoga: Marriage should not be solemnized in 
Vyatipaat, Dhruva, Ganda, Shoola, Atiganda, 
Vyaghat or Prigha yoga. 


Miscellaneous 
Avoid Adhika month and Pitr-Paksha. 


Avoid Combust or 15 last degree of Venus 
and Jupiter. 


Avoid Leo Navamsha for Jupiter in Leo sign. 


Avoid 6weeks after Solar and 3 weeks after 
Lunar eclipse. 


Avoid marriage of eldest child (boy or girl) in 
Jyestha month (mid-Jun to Mid-Jul). 


Avoid marriage on birth Nakshtra day. 


Marriage in Godhuli Bela (24 minutes before 
and after Sun-set) except on Thursday or 
Saturday cancels many dosh. 


Post-Marriage Relations 


10.1 


The harmony/ disharmony, extra-marital affairs, 
adultery, separation/ divorce, murder/ suicide, 
widowhood or multiple marriages are important 
issues after marriage. They are all governed and 
indicated by various planetary combinations and 
occur in the relevant dasha/ Antar-dasha and transit 
time. (for details readers may read my book 
"Delineating a Horoscope"). However, it must be 
remembered that the significations and results of 
various planets are modified to a great extent by 
their placement in a specific Nakshtra or Nakshtra- 
quarter (Navamsha). Nakshtra is one of the mode 
through which planets get related to each other or to 
a specific house. Similarly the significations and 
results of a house is better indicated by the Nakshtra 
lord of its cusp or of most effective point (the degree 
of lagna san the sign).

The native was wife of one of the most charismatic 
President of USA. JF Kennedy. She was married to 
him on 12 Sep 1953 during Venus-Ketu dasha. 


Venus was1-8" lord and Ketu was posited in lagna 
in Nakshtra of 3-6" Jord Jupiter. Both Jupiter and 
Venus were posited in 8) house in Nakshtra of 10% 
lord Moon and 7-11" lord Mars respectively with 
Venus ahead of Jupiter. Saturn (R) from previous 
house aspected 8" house. 


Had the horoscopes of the couple been put to 
matching in Vedic style, interesting things would 
have come to light. Firstly with the Moon of JF 
Kennedy in P. Phalguni and of Ms Kennedy in 
Ashwani Nakshtra, the Ashtakoota Milan would 
have indicated 25 out of 36 Gunas. However if one 
has a look of various planets/ lords, it would reveal 


that the lady's Moon was in Gandmool Nakshtra 
associated with Rahu, while her husband's Moon 
was in inimical Nakshtra of Ketu and placed in 
Rahu-Ketu axis. The Sun of the lady was Badhakesh 
and in the sign of Moon while Sun of Kennedy was 
in a female Venusian sign. Venus of the lady is is in 
8h house with functional malefic Jupiter, while 
Venus of the Kennedy is combust. Out of eight 
lords required for matching only four matched. The 
Kennedy had a medium life indicated by his 
Lagnesh Mercury in 8) house with 8" lord Mars 
and aspected by Rahu and by Saturn, while the 
lady's chart shows long life. Again, the Karaka of 
husband, Jupiter rd & 6th lord) and Mars (2-7th 
lord) were aspected by Saturn (R) from previous 
house. Moreover, the marriage lagna suffered from 
various doshas such as Tara-Ashudhi (marriage 
Nakshtra Swati is 5 from Kennedy's birth 
Nakshtra, P.Phalguni), the marriage lagna was 
Ashudha with Moon & Saturn being in 7) house 
and Jamitra dosh. Therefore her husband was 
assassinated on 23Nov1963 during Moon-Rahu 


dasha, with both these planets in 74 house. 


The lady had a strong 24 house with 24 lord Mars 
aspecting 2" house and 7" lord Mars in 11% 
house(indicating more than one marriage), the lady 
married again on 20 Oct 1968 during Moon-Venus 


dasha to Business tycoon Aristotle Odanasis. 


However, with 2" house in Paapkartari yoga, she 
again became widow on 15 Mar 1975 during dasha

The native is a famous British-Indian novelist. His 
2d novel, Midnight's Children, won the Booker 


Prize in 1981 during Jupiter-Rahu. His 4‘) novel, 
The Satanic Verses, has been controversial and 
drawn world-wide violent protests from Muslim 
clergies. He was appointed a Knight (KBE) for 
"Services to literature" in Jun 2007 during dasha of 
Mercury-Jupiter. Sun and Mars are in each other's 


Nakshtra. Mercury being Vargottam in own Gemini 
and in Pushkar-Navamsha, is in Nakshtra of Jupiter 


posited in 76 house and aspected by Jupiter. This 
brought him lot of fame in literary field. Mars in 
lagna made him look youngish and attractive to 
opposite sex. The combination also indicates his 
belief in modernization of orthodox methods/ belief. 
However on matrimonial front he failed miserably, 
due to Kuja Dosh. 


His lagna is Aries in Ketu's Nakshtra. The native 


was born in 24 quarter of Ashwani Nakshtra. So his 
Nakshtra lord is Ketu while the Nakshtra quarter 


lord is Venus. He had 1-8" Jord Mars in lagna 
denoting Ruchika Mahapurush yoga, but it has been 
cancelled by mutual aspect of Saturn. Hence The 
Mars gave only Kuja Dosh. The Venus, the Karaka 


of marriage/ wife is in 24 house of family but is 
placed in Rahu-Ketu axis. Rahu-Ketu in 2-8 axis is 
considered detrimental to marital — relations. 
Moreover Ketu being karaka for emancipation, non- 
materialistic and spiritual thinking, when related 
with Venus cause marital disharmony. Moon, the 
facilitator, is weak as he was born on an Amavasya 


day in Nakshtra of Mars. Presence of Rahu in 24 
house, with its dispositor, gave him wives of 


different nationalities. His 7 house has Jupiter (R), 
which is 12" Jord as well denoting separatist 


tendencies. The mutual aspect between Mars and 
Jupiter, further erodes the good qualities of Jupiter. 


His 4" house of domestic happiness is afflicted by 
Mars and by Saturn. Ashwani born natives have 
generally a very adamant and egoist behaviour 
while dealing even with his close relations. 
Therefore all his marriages ended in divorce. 
Mercury being karaka for multiplicity, gave him 
many marriages and divorces during its main or 
Antardasha. 


In Navamsha, 7h house has debilitated Moon with 
separatist planets-Sun & Saturn and aspected by 
separatist Rahu and by 8 lord Jupiter. 7-12" lord 
Mars is in 8" house aspecting Rahu. His first 
marriage took place in 1976 during Antar-dasha of 
74 lord & Karaka of marriage Venus in main dasha 
of Jupiter, 9-12 lord posited in 7 house; while 
gnd marriage took place in Jan 1988 during dasha of 
Saturn-Mercury (both lords of Upchaya houses). He 
had four broken marriages in his life so far as 
follows:

Chapter-10 


Nakshtra, Children and 


Relationships 


Introduction 


1.1 


The child is a very sweet word and probably the 
purest form of God's creation. The main concept of 
marriage and marital life is for continuation and 
prosperity of one's generation. No family is 
complete, in the absence of blessings of Almighty in 
the form of a child as a wonderful gift or couple's 
own creation. In the nature, there is nothing as 
charming as the innocent smile, giggle or response 
to love as that of a young child. The very arrival of 
this little wonder in the family sets the whole house 
suddenly in a new _ bursting with activities, 
ceremonies and celebrations. It also means "Vansha 
Vridhhi" or absolves one of "Pitr-Rin". Children are 
the biggest cementing force in marital happiness/ 
bliss in otherwise tense materialistic world. Every 
couple make sincere efforts to ensure well being of 


their children and wish to see them scaling new 
heights and achieve what parents had aspired in 
their own life. A lady achieves ultimate happiness of 
life in motherhood. A couple yearns/ craves to any 
length to have at least one child of their own. If they 
fail, it invites lot of agony, disharmony and 
frustration in life. Finally they may go with a sad 
heart for adopting a child. In modern days, cases of 
"Sperm- donor", test-tube baby and surrogacy is 
also not uncommon. It is also universally accepted 
that when a family breaks either due to untimely 
death of either spouse or due to divorce, the children 
are the worst sufferers. 


Parameters 


2.1 Primary Houses: 


1) Ascendant & its lord represent native's own 
self and is the miniature horoscope in itself. It 
indicates vitality, eagerness, ambitions and 
creativity of the native. 


1) 5th house and its lord:- The fifth is the house of 
love, romance and children. It also signifies 1° 
child, pregnancy, conception, _ sterility, 
miscarriage and abortion. A strong well placed 
5th lord is equally essential. 5th house/ lord 
should also be seen from ascendant, Moon, 
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iii) 


Karaka Jupiter and from 5th house itself. Also 


see planets posited in or aspecting 5th house/ 
lord. Malefics and barren signs are not 
welcome in this house. 


For children from second wife, consider gth

from 5‘ or 12th house and its lord. 


Secondary Houses: 


i) 


2d house for addition to family and profession 
/ status of children being 10" from 5" house. 


3° house denotes finances of children. Again 


5th being 3° from 3" house, it also denotes 
mental inclination of children. 


60 house denotes labour pains and pre-natal 
diseases.

9th house facilitates child's birth and denotes 
education and progeny of 1°! child, being 5th 
from 5" house, It is prime house for children in

Vil) 11 house denotes fulfillment of desires for 


having a child. Being 54h from 7" house, it also 
denotes wife's pregnancy. 


Vill) 5th house Pada: It is a house as much away 


from 5") Jord as 5" lord is from 5" house. It 
has similar significations as 5 house. 


Karakas & Planets: 


i) 


Jupiter is the natural Karaka for children. 
Therefore in a chart, houses and planets with 
respect to Jupiter should also be analyzed. As 
per principle of "Karako-Bhav-Nashay", 


Jupiter in 5! house in its own sign or in 
Cancer, is not favourable for children. 


Planets in 5 house or aspecting 5) house/ 
lord are also important. Sun, Mars, Saturn and 
nodes are malefic while Moon, Venus and 
Jupiter are benefic. Malefic planets in 5th are 
not conducive to progenic happiness. Benefic 
planets even if they own a Trika house are not 
detrimental for children. Mars indicates 
caesarian delivery and is Karaka for twins, 
Rahu denotes lack of happiness from Son, and 
Ketu denotes abortion. Mercury & Saturn are 
eunuch planets and Karaka for adopted child, 
but Mercury also denotes early and repeated

Some astrologers feel that if a planet 
is posited in a Mooltrikone sign, then only its 
dispositor should be considered (for this 
Cancer should be considered as Moon's 
Mooltrikone), otherwise not. 


Nakshtra: A house gives its significations as per 
Nakshtra and its lord wherein the house cusp or 
most sensitive point falls. Similarly a planet gives 
results as per lord of the Nakshtra wherein it is 
posited. It also provides relationship links between 
planets and planet and the house. 


Signs: Odd signs are considered male and positive, 
while even signs are female and negative. Cancer, 
Scorpio, Aquarius and Pisces are considered fruitful, 
while Aries, Gemini, Leo and Virgo are barren 
signs. Scorpio and Capricorn are violent signs. Any 
planet posited at the Sandhi (conjunction) of two 
signs is weak and worst if at the conjunction of Sign 
and Nakshtra. 


Divisional Charts: Navamsha is a supplementary

chart to ascertain strength of various planets/ lords. 
Saptamsha (D-7) is the children specific Varga. The 


position and inter-relation of Lagna/ Lagnesh, sth 


house/ lord, Jupiter and 5th house pada/ lord of natal 
chart should be analyzed in div charts. 


Dasha lords: For timing, the dasha, antar and 


Pratyantar dasha lords must be related with 5th 
house (from lagna and Karaka Jupiter), its lord or 


planets posited in 5th house.

Mars: It indicates delivery caesarian/ problematic.

Saturn: Delayed progeny. Mainly daughters except 
in watery signs, but in watery signs under influence 


of benefics, it gives one son. 


Rahu/ Ketu: It gives mainly daughters. If son, there 


will be no pleasure from them. 


Procreative Factors 


4.1 


Beej/ Kshetra Sphuta: The man's strength for 
impregnation depends on Sun and strength of semen 
on Venus. In females, sound condition of the ovary 
is denoted by Moon and the fitness of ovum by 
Mars. The conception takes place when the seed 
(BeejSphuta) is healthy and the soil (KshetraSphuta) 
is fertile. For males, BeejSphuta(BS) is the sum of 
the longitudes of Sun, Jupiter & Venus. The 
Kshetrasphuta(KS) is the sum of the longitudes of 
Jupiter, Moon & Mars. If the BS is in odd sign & 
odd Navamsha, virility is assured; and KS in even 
sign & even Navamsha denote fertile soil ensuring 
conception. If either Sphuta is odd in one & even in 
another, the male/ female need medical treatment to 
get a child after delay/ difficulty. If BS is in even 
sign & Navamsha and KS in odd sign & Navamsha, 


the seed/ soil is defective. BS in 9" house show low 


virility and KS in 5‘) house denote miscarriages. If 
either Sphuta is afflicted by malefics or the 5th; gth 
from it is occupied by a malefic, it may not give the 
desired results.

Santan Tithi: As per Phaldeepika, the Santan tithi 1s 
calculated as follows: (Moon's longitude- Sun's 
longitude) x Sand divided by 12. If quotient is "Q", 
the Santaan tithi is Q+1. If Moon's longitude is less 
than that of Sun, add 360 to Moon's longitude 
before deduction. If quotient is more than 30, deduct 
multiples of 30 from it. The first 15 tithis are of 
bright half. 


The Rikta tithis 4, 9, 14, Chhidra tithis 6, 8, 12 and 
15 & 30 tithis are considered inauspicious.

Nakshtra or 2, 7, 10, 11, 14, 16, 18, or 20 from 
Ekargal Nakshtra to ensure promise of progeny. 
Any affliction to Ekargal Nakshtra may lead to 
delay, obstruction or denial of progeny.

Birth Nakshtra and Relationship: The birth 
Nakshtra is the stronger of the two Nakshtra 
wherein Ascendant or Moon is placed at the time of 
birth. It gives definite indications of the relationship 
between a native and his parent or the native and his 
progeny, both for male and female natives. If the 
birth Nakshtra of a child is same as of either of his 
parent, he may bring adverse results and ill-health 
(may be even fatal) to the concerned parent. The 
details as per each Nakshtra are given below.

Ashwani: Male natives, because of their 
adamant behaviour, may be neglected by their 
father. Weaker the Sun, weaker will be 
relations with father. However relations with 
maternal uncles will be cordial. Female natives 
may have more daughters than sons, but are 
quick to respond to the needs and desires of her 
children. She should not marry before 23 years 
of age, lest her marriage may end in divorce, 


separation or death of husband. 


Bharini: Male native, if born in first half of 
Nakshtra, may be cause of death of his father. 
His relationship with children is cordial and 
caring. Female native, if born in first half of 
Nakshtra, may be cause of the death of her 
mother. In her home she has a dominating 
position, speaks highly of her children and 
derives full happiness from them. Such persons 
should avoid any relationship with persons 
born in Rohini, Pushya, Ashlesha, Ardra or 
Jyestha Nakshtra. 


Krittika: Male native and his mother are very 
much attached to each other, but cannot enjoy 
comforts/ benefits of his father. Due to his 
profession or ill health, he may be away from 
home for long periods, but he has good 
children. Females normally do not keep good 
health and may have problems in child birth 
and with husband/ children. Females born on 
Saturday in Krittika are called "Vish-Kanya". 
However the Dosh is cancelled if a strong 
benefic aspect mutually in close degrees. 


Rohini: He cannot enjoy full benefits from his 
father and will be more attached to his mother 
and maternal uncles/ aunts. His relationship 
with his sons may not be good. Females will 
have full comfort and happiness of their 


husband and children. Such persons should 
avoid any relationship with those born in 
Bharini, Pushya, Magha, P. Phalguni, Swati or 
Moola Nakshtra. 


Mrigshira: Male natives should not expect 
cordial relations with siblings. His married life 
may not be cordial due to his adamant nature 
and poor health of wife. But relations with sons 
will be good. Female natives are attached to 
and enjoy company with their husband and 
children. She should avoid relations with 
persons born in P. Phalguni. 


Ardra: Generally male natives marry late and 
remain hen-pecked. He may be a selfless social 
worker and has a detached feeling about own 
wife and children. Females also marry late and 
do not have full happiness of her spouse, in- 
laws or her children. Such persons should 
avoid relations with persons born in Pushya, 
Magha, U.Phalguni, U. Ashada or Shravan 
Nakshtra. 


Punarvasu: He is most obedient child of his 
parents. The relations with his wife and 
children may not be good, but he is a 
contended man. Females will have full 
happiness from husband and children, but her 
health may not be good. Such natives should 
avoid relations with persons born in Krittika,

Pushya, Ashlesha or Shatbhisha Nakshtra. 


Pushya: He is very much attached to his 
parents. Though he is attached to his wife and 
children, but due to peculiar circumstances, he 
is forced to stay away from them. His relations 
with wife and children are not cordial. Females 
may not have good relations with husband 
mainly due to lack of communication between 
them, but they will have good duty bound 
children. Such natives should avoid relations 
with persons born in Magha, U. Phalguni, 
Chitra, Dhanishta or Shatbhisha Nakshtra. 


Ashlesha: He is not grateful even to his 
parents, but shoulders much of the family 
responsibilities. He is fond of flattery and is 
easily betrayed by relations/ friends. These 
could be the cause of friction with his wife and 
children. Females are generally not good- 
looking, but efficient in house-hold works. 
Others may create friction with her husband. 
She will have good & worthy children. Natives 
born in last quarter of Ashlesha are inimical to 
their parents. Such natives should avoid any 
relations with persons born in P.Phalguni, 
Hasta, Swati, Shatbhisha or P. Bhadra 
Nakshtra. 


Magha: He enjoys good married life and 
children, but shares burden of his younger 
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siblings also. A female may invite friction 
between her husband and in-laws resulting in 
domestic disharmony. However she will have 
good and obedient children. Such natives 
should avoid relations with those born in 
Rohini, U. Phalguni, Chitra, Vishakha or U. 
Bhadra Nakshtra. 


P. Phalguni: He will have good wife and 
children and derives much happiness from 
them. A female is a duty bound wife and is 
lucky to have a loving husband and good 
children. Such natives lead a good life away 
from their native place and relations. They 
should avoid relations with those born in 
Mrigshira, Ashlesha, Hasta or Swati Nakshtra. 


U. Phalguni: He is a very contended man with 
his family, wife and children. The females are 
very clever in managing domestic works and 
enjoy happiness with their husband and 
children. Such natives should avoid relations 
with those born in Punarvasu, Chitra, Vishakha 
or P.Bhadra Nakshtra. 


Hasta: Both male and female natives enjoy 
ideal married life loving each other and having 
happiness of children. However the spouse 
should not have born in Moola Nakshtra. 
Besides they should avoid relationship with 
those born in Bharini, Punarvasu, Swati, 
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Anuradha or Moola Nakshtra. 


Chitra: While on the one hand he sincerely 
loves his parents and siblings, he suspects their 
activities. Generally he does not enjoy love and 
affection of father. The father leads a separated 
life or may die early if Sun is afflicted. He is 
more attached to mother and maternal 
relations. His marriage will be stable but 
uncordial. His children will be good, intelligent 
and well to do. Female natives may have worse 
married life marred by divorce, separation, 
early death of husband or childlessness. Such 
natives should avoid relations with those born 
in Krittika, Pushya, Vishakha, Jyeshtha or P. 
Ashada. 


Swati: Due to his adamant and independent 
nature, his family life is not congenial. 
However the females would enjoy complete 
satisfaction from her children. Those born in 
Swati should avoid any relationship with those 
born in Krittika, Rohini, Ashlesha, Anuradha, 
Moola or U. Ashada Nakshtra. 


Vishakha: He does not enjoy love and 
affection of mother. He will have lot of 
differences with his father. But he loves his 
wife and children too much. Female natives are 
quite happy with their in-laws, husband and 
children. These natives should avoid any 
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relationship with those born in Rohini, Magha, 
P. Ashada or Shravan Nakshtra. 


Anuradha: He would not enjoy any benefit 
from his father or siblings. But his own family 
life will be completely satisfactory. His 
children get full love and care of the parents. 
The females are very obedient and caring for 
all family members. Such natives should avoid 
any relationship with those born in Ardra, 
Punarvasu, Ashlesha, Moola or U. Ashada. 


Jyeshtha: His relations with mother and 
siblings are inimical. His wife will be 
dominating, but domestic life would be 
harmonious. The females may lack marital 
harmony, face loss of some progeny and may 
be harassed by in-laws. Such natives should 
avoid any relationship with those born in 
Ardra, Punarvasu, U. Phalguni, P.Ashada, 
Shravan or Shatbhisha Nakshtra. 


Moola: He does not get any benefit from his 
parents and he is self-made. He gets a good 
wife and his family life remains happy. The 
females may not be happy in married life due 
to ill health of husband, separation, divorce or 
may be even death. She may marry late or has 
problems even with children. A child born in 


18' Pada is considered inauspicious for the 
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family. 


P.Ashada: He may not enjoy benefit of his 
parents, but his relations with siblings will be 
cordial. He will have talented and respectful 
children. Females will have affections from 
husband but limited happiness from children. 
Such natives should avoid relationship with 
those born in Pushya, Ashlesha, Chitra, 
Shravan, Shatbhisha or U. Bhadra Nakshtra. 


U.Ashada: He will be very sincere in his 
relationships. But the health of his wife and 
happiness from children will be his main 
concern. Females may not be able to enjoy 
fully their family life due to separation or some 
other problems of his. But a U. Bhadra/ Rewati 
spouse gives full happiness. However such 
natives should avoid any relationship with 
those born in Magha, Swati, P. Ashada or 
Dhanishta Nakshtra. 


Shravan: Males have extra-ordinarily good 
relations with parents, wife and _ children. 
Females adopt family life brilliantly but always 
have some friction with spouse. However such 
natives should avoid any relationship with 
those born in Ashwani, Magha, P. Phalguni, 
Shatbhisha or U. Bhadra Nakshtra. 


Dhanishta: He acts a good administrator of the 
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family. His relations with siblings, wife and 
children are good. Females are a good house- 
wife. These natives should avoid any 
relationship with those born in  Bharini, 
Anuradha, P. Bhadra or Rewati Nakshtra. 


Shatbhisha: He is attached to his mother but 
his relations with father and siblings are not 
cordial. His marital life is not good. He may 
even be a chronic bachelor. Females love her 
husband but separation from husband or 
widowhood may be there. She may have many 
daughters. These natives should avoid any 
relationship with those born in Ashwani, 
Krittika, Dhanishta or U. Bhadra Nakshtra. 


P.Bhadrapad: He cannot enjoy love or 
affection of mother due to some reasons, but 
his relations with father and children are good. 
Females will have good relations with husband 
and children. Such natives should avoid 
relations with those born in Bharini, Ashlesha, 
Moola or Rewati Nakshtra. 


U. Bhadrapad: He leads a_ neglected 
childhood, but his wife and children are an 
asset, most obedient and _ understanding. 
Females lead a happy life with husband and 
children, but she should not marry one born in 
Punarvasu Nakshtra. Such natives should not 
have any relations with those born in Ashwani, 
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Krittika, Mrigshira or P. Ashada Nakshtra. 


Rewati: He cannot get any help from his father 
or near relations due to his ambitious and stub- 
born nature, but relations with wife and 
children are moderately good. Females have a 
harmonious married life, but they should not 
marry an Ardra born boy. Such natives should 
avoid relations with those born in Bharini, 
Rohini, P. Ashada or Shravan Nakshtra. 


Chapter-11 


Nakshtra and Remedies 


"Happiness is an occasional episode in the 
General drama of pain'"' Thomas Hardy 


Background 


1.1 


Vedic astrology is based on theory of Karma or of 
"Cause and effects". Whatever we are today or what 
is happening to us now are just the effects of the 
causes that have already taken place in past/ past 
lives. Since those causes cannot be obliterated now, 
it is not possible to change the course of effects also. 
All of us are inseparable from the baggage of our 
individual Karma that dictates the ups and downs 
and changes in our life. Planetary positions in 
various houses, signs, Nakshtra and in its quarters 
only indicate the promise of such events and their 
timing based on dasha and transit system. It is not 
merely a belief but a fundamental basis of Vedic 
culture and astrology. However the God Almighty is 
kind enough to change the course slightly if we 
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sincerely and humbly pray for the same. 


As per Karma theory, there is another division of 
past Karmas as under: 


i) 


ii) 


Dridha Karma: These are the one which 
cannot be changed or mitigated in spite of our 
strong will, efforts and recourse to remedial/ 
propitiation measures. The effects of these 
have to be endured by a native willingly or 
unwillingly. 


Dridhadridh Karma: These are not as strong as 
the Dridha Karmas are. These can be mitigated 
if proper remedial/ propitiation measures are 
undertaken with utmost sincerity and prayer to 
the God or the deity or to Sadguru along with 
good karmas in adequate measures. 


11) Adridha Karmas: These are not so strong or 


serious evil karmas of our past/ past lives, 
which are included in our Prarbdha. The 
effects of these karmas could be changed if we 
sincerely pray or take appropriate remedial/ 
propitiatory measure with sincerity and humbly 
with full faith and belief. 


A proper study of Karma theory would reveal that it 
is our Kartavya Karma as part of both Prarbdha and 
Kiryaman Karma to observe remedial action both 
as preventive as well as curative to keep our life 


on this Earth smooth. It could be either as doing 
good Karmas in adequate measures so as to envelop 
our past evil Karma or by way of seeking blessings 
of a Sadguru/ deity or by propitiation to the planets/ 
Nakshtras lords indicating evil happenings in our 
horoscope. These may prevent their manifestation or 
dilute their effects to a considerable degree 
depending on the type of evil karma of the past and 
the grace of Almighty/ deity/ Sadguru. Although the 
negative effects of the past evil Karma are often 
over bearing, but if the propitiation and _ self- 
surrender to one's lord is sincere, genuine and 
complete, the Almighty may burn away the evil 
Karmas. Our mythology is full of such instances, 
where timely curative remedial measures have 
changed the destiny and lives of individuals. It may 
be agreed that it is difficult to fight destiny or the 
destiny cannot be fully altered, but the road to one's 
destination can always be smoothened or made 
bearable by application of Purshartha and strong 
will. However the extent of success depends on our 
mode of prayer/ actions and their acceptance by the 
Almighty. 


Basics of Remedies 


2.1 Astrology not only tells about future events as per 
the planetary influences, but it also suggests the 


natives how to balance these influences. It can be 
our link to cosmic powers and intelligence. It helps 
us to lead a life regime in harmony with nature and 
cosmic environments. Remedies are like medicines 
that should be applied sparingly and with caution. 
They are like tranquilizers and their excessive use 
may again cause planetary imbalance in some other 
way. Remember a remedy is basically a prayer by 
the native to the Almighty to bail him out of a 
difficult situation. Therefore following principles 
are of paramount importance: 


i) One should have complete unflinching faith 
and reverence for the deity in thoughts and 
action. 


11) One should pray or follow a remedy in all 
humbleness and sincerity. 


iii) During the period of remedy, one should 
abstain from Karma that are evil or cause evil 
to others. 


iv) Understand astrologically, the extent of 
problem, factors causing it and the priorities/ 
manners to tackle the same. 


v) Noremedy is a magic wand and it does require 
some time and patience. 


vi) It does not matter how many times a remedial/ 
propitiation measure is undertaken; what 
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matters is one's faith, sincerity, devotion and 
complete surrender before the Almighty. 


vii) A remedy should preferably be done by the 
native himself or by his close relation with full 
sincerity and belief to get desired results. 
Remedial measures by a hired person rarely 


pay. 


Vedic astrology is not a fatalist science, but is a 
creative one for developing our Karmic potential in 
the best possible manner to balance/ counter adverse 
planetary influences. One can choose from a long 
list of remedies to include Pooja, wearing of Gems, 
Mantra, Tantra, Yantra, Yoga, Colour or Aroma 
Therapies, donations, rituals, fasts, austerities etc. 
However selection and application of proper remedy 
to alter adverse planetary influences requires both 
expertise and effort. Generally more than one type 
of remedy is recommended. There are cases, when 
people visiting expert on Lal Kitab or the like for 
consultation, have got relief temporarily, but there is 
no doubt that they have only deferred the debt of 
past bad Karma and will have to pay for the same in 
future. 


A Nakshtra gives results as per its significations 
as exemplified by planet/ (s) posited therein, as 
per its presiding deity and as per its Nakshtra/ 
sign lord. These four factors should also be taken 


into consideration while deciding on remedy for 
the Nakshtra. There are 18 Nakshtras which lie in a 
single sign, but there are three Nakshtras each which 
one, two or three Pada of the Nakshtra in one sign 
and balance three, two or one Pada in the next sign. 
A Nakshtra may be weak/ afflicted due to its basic 
trait, wrong placement or aspect. In such cases, it 
needs remedial/ propitiatory measures. 


Modes of Remedies 


De) 


3.2 


Various remedies, as mentioned in Para 2.2 above, 
can be grouped into three major categories- Sound 
therapy, Gem therapy and Rituals. Sound therapy 
generally includes Mantras appropriated for 
propitiation for the ruling deity of the Nakshtra or 
its lord. According to scriptures, a Mantra is a 
mystical formula of sounds, whose devoted 
recitation/ chanting frees the devotee from all 
troubles and miseries. Alternately any word uttered 
from the mouth of a Sadguru, which devotes a 
specific tone, style, ever-lasting when heard by a 
disciple to accomplish both mundane and _ultra- 
mundane affairs is called a Mantra. 


Each Nakshtra has deity and a planetary lord, who 
also has a presiding deity. Various Mantras are there 
for propitiation of each deity/ occasion. These 
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Mantras have descended to us from great saints/ 
sages of yore. Each Mantra creates definite 
vibrations through its recitation, method, belief and 
faith for the particular deity who is attracted towards 
the Sadhak, Again each Mantra has two important 
parts- one is understanding the meaning of the 
Mantra and pronouncing it correctly with specific 
stresses; while the other is complete and unflinching 
faith, uncongenial and total surrender, engrossed in 
the Guru and the deity and then to pray most 
humbly and sincerely for the cause. Both the above 
components are essential for effective impact of the 
Mantra. However any shortcoming in the first can 
be made up by the second component but not 
(repeat not) Vice-versa. The importance of second 
component is again brought out as under: 


"Mantra Teerathey, Dwijey, Dwaivagya, Bhaishaje, 
Guro. Yadrishi Bhavna_ Yasya_ Sidhhirbhavati 
Tadrishi." 1.e. Depending on one's faith in Mantra, 
pilgrimage, Brahmin, devta, medicine and guru, one 
gets results accordingly. 


All places are good for chanting/ worship. However 
one should select a fixed room/ place, which is neat, 
clean, well-ventilated and free from disturbances/ 
noise. Take bath before start or at least clean/ wash 
your face, hands and feet. Fixed number of Japa 
should be performed daily without interruption in a 
comfortable posture. Various books suggest 
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thousands time of Japa of various Mantras to be 
effective. However, author is of the opinion that 
what matters is the faith, sincerity and humbleness 
and not the number of Japa. Again, it is observed 
that if the whole family or a group silently prays at 
the same place for the same cause simultaneously, 
this collective meditation produce better results. 


Some of the common deities who are recommended 
for propitiation are as follows: 


i) 


Ganesh- He is considered as Vighna-Vinashak 
(destroyer of troubles), Pratham pujya (first to 
be worshipped among gods), and giver of 
education and wealth. Some of the Mantras for 
him are; 


a) Om Gan Ganpatye Namah 
b) Om Shri Ganeshay Namah 


Cc) Om — Shulamberdharam — Vishnum 
Shashivarnam Chaturbhujam. 


Prasnnavandanam Dhyayet-sarva- 
vighnop-shantaye. 


d) Vakratunda = Makaya — Surya-koti 
Samprabha Nirvvighnam Kuru me Devah 
Sarva Karyesu Sarvada. 


11) Lord Shiva: He is also called Mahadeva and is 


said to get easily appeased. He is generally 


sought for longevity, freedom from diseases, 
and propitiation of Moon, and Rahu. Some of 
the Mantras are: 


a) Om Namah Shivah 


b) Om Treyambakam Yajamahe Sgandhim 
Pushti-vardham. 


Urvaruk-miva  Bandhanan  Mrityor-muksheeya- 
mamratat Om. 


iii) Lord Narayan: He is also known as Vishnu, 
Ram, Krishna, Jagdish etc. Some of the 
common Mantras are: 


a) Om Namo Narayana. 
b) Om Namo Bhagvate Vasudevaya. 


c) Shri Krishna Govind Hare Murare, Hey 
Nath Narayan Vasudeva. 


d) Hare Ram, Hare Ram, Ram Ram Hare 
Hare, Hare Krishna, Hare Krishna, 
Krishna, Krishna Hare Hare. 


e) Om Devki Suta Govind Vasudev 
Jagatpate. 
Dehi ye Tanay Krishna Twamaham 
Sharnam Gatah. 


iv) Hanuman: He is especially prayed for 
strength, victory over enemy/ competition, to 
ward off illness and against black magic. 


v) 


Chanting of Hanuman Chalisa/ Baan and the 
Mantra "Om Shri Hanumate Namah" helps. 


Durga-Saptshati: It is top most treatise in 
tantric Mantra. Worship and obeisance of Adi- 
Shakti (goddess Durga) has been described 
through 700  (Saptshati) Mantras in 
Markandeya Purana spread over 13 chapters. 
These chapters deal with 13 forms of the 
goddess viz. Mahakali, Mahalakshmi, Maha- 
saraswati, Mahishasur-mardinee, Chamunda, 
Padmavati, Indrani, Narsinghi, Kameshwari, 
Bhuvneshwari, Narayani, Gouri, and Durga. 
The devotee may mediate on any form to get 
instant and desired results. Though any time is 
ideal and auspicious, but traditionally it is 
recited during nine days of Chaitra/ Ashwin 
Shukla Paksh (Navratri). 


Other major Sadhnas of Goddess: 


a) Kaali Sadhna: Om Aim Hrim, Klim, 
Chamundayai Vichchai Namah. 


b) Gouri Sadhna: Sarva Mangal 
Mangaleya Shive Sarvarth Sadhike. 
Sharanye Triyambike Gauri Narayani 
Namoastute. 


c) Gayatri Mantra: Om BhurBhuvah Svah, 
Tat Savitur Varenium; Bhargo Devasaya 
Dhimahi Dhiyo Yo Nah Prachodyat Om. 
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Remedy against ill-effects of Sadhe-Sati. 


i) 


The Saturn is considered to be the most malefic 
and dreaded planet. It takes about 2-1/2 years 
to transit through a sign/ house; while the 
Moon takes only 2-1/4 day for the same. The 
Moon represents the mind, movement and 
emotions while Saturn represents discipline, 
disease and miseries. The Saturn's transit over 


12th, 1st and 2"4 house from natal Moon is said 
to be particularly trouble- some. Since the total 
period covered by this transit is 7-1/2 years, the 
transit is called Sadhe Sati. The transit is 
considered evil from the time it ingresses into 


12" house, aspecting 29d house of family & 


wealth and 9" house of luck & wisdom. It has 
the worst effect while transiting over natal 


Moon; but by the time it leaves the 2° house, 
it cleanse the native and redeem his affairs and 
Status. 


The modern astrologers count the period of 
Sadhe Sati from the time transiting Saturn 
approaches natal Moon 45 degree prior to the 
exact longitude of the natal Moon and 
continues till the Saturn moves away from 
natal Moon by another 45 degrees. Thus the 
transit of Saturn by an arc of 90 degrees around 
natal Moon is the period of Sade Sati and is 


independent of any sign/ house. Depending on 
the functional nature of natal & transit Saturn 
& Moon and the sign & Nakshtra they are in, 
the results of Sadhe Sati period varies, but it is 
never same throughout. The results are also 
modified by following factors: 


a) The relation between natal sign and 
transit sign of Moon decides Moorthy 
Nirnaya indicating nature of Sadhe Sati 
results. 


b) Ifthe natal Moon is in its own, exaltation 
or Saturn's sign, the results will be 
moderate. 


c) If in natal chart, Saturn is Lagna lord, 
Yogkaraka or in exaltation sign, the 
results will be moderate. 


d) The relative positions of birth Nakshtra to 
the Nakshtra occupied by transiting 
Saturn when Sadhe Sati starts will be as 
under;

Gem Therapy 


4.1 


Gem therapy is the science of gems/ rare stones for 
astrological and medical purposes. Our ancient 
saints studied the healing properties of the gems 
through preparing medicines which helps in various 
ailments without any side effects. They also 
discovered their astrological utilities to ward off evil 
planetary influences. Gems are basically perennial 
source of concentrated and purest form of a 
particular colour. Whenever the cosmic rays 
inherent in human body cells gets disturbed or some 
deficiencies accrue therein, one becomes ill. These 
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cells/ tissues are strengthened by colour therapy 
through gems. Gems are great store-house of cosmic 
energies. They are rare and valuable gifts of nature. 
They are conceived to possess the condensed rays of 
light, peculiar to different planets/ Nakshtras, in its 
purest and concentrated form. Natural gems 
radiate cosmic rays or absorb them as per their 
nature due to cohesion under’ tremendous 
pressure and temperature within the earth's 
stratum. 


Once the diagnosis has been made for a particular 
disease or planetary affliction, the therapy is usually 
administered through Ayurvedic gem-medicine or 
by wearing gems of adequate weight in the form of 
rings, amulets or pendants. They affects in three 
different ways- firstly a gem acts as an amplifier to 
enhance a particular energy or colour effect of a 
specific vibrations; secondly, a gem acts as an 
cosmic filter by a selective absorption/ reflection 
and preventing rays/ vibrations to cause any adverse 
effect of the afflicted planetary combination; thirdly 
a gem supplements the energy contents of disturbed 
human body cells/ tissues resulting in improvement 
of health/ environment and enhance the life. Rings 
are worn on the finger owned by the planet or a 
planet friendly to it. Some astrologers consider 
index finger and little finger inauspicious to wear 
any ring.

Each planet rules over or is related to a particular 
gem whose wave length is almost identical with that 
of the planet. Before selecting a gem, it has to be 
tested for its quality. The relevant criteria are clarity, 
colour, cut, luster, lay of grain, weight and origin. 
Gain before using any gem, it is essential to 
energize it in the prescribed manner. The underlying 
principle is like "Pran-Pritishta" before installing an 
idol of God in a temple for worship. Again each 
gem has a self-life of 3 to5 years, after which it 
requires recharging for energy, but if the gem 
develops a crack, it should immediately replaced. 
Normally a gem of a Malefic planet is not 
suggested, instead a counter-gem is recommended. 
A table indicating planets their related gem and 
counter-gem is given below;

Baths: In all religions/ sects, great stress is laid on 
cleanliness before any auspicious occasion. It is said 
that "Cleanliness is next only to God". Cleanliness 
is required not only of the body, but also of the 
place, food, habits, speech, actions and thoughts. 
However, bath or at least cleanliness of face, hands 
and feet is the first steps towards cleanliness. As per 
Skandpuran, "Simply a dip in water is not a bath. 
One who has controlled his senses and cleaned his 
mind and thoughts has really taken a bath". The 
baths according to their purpose could be a spiritual/ 
religious, for propitiation of malefic planets or for 
curing an ailment. The holy baths include bath at 
Kumbh, before/ after eclipses/ Sankranti in holy 
rivers, sea, or Sarovar. Taking bath with some 
specific items soaked in clean water a night before 
and then filtered through a clean white cloth may 
help in propitiation of malefic planets. Use of water 
as nature cure is in common use for curing various 
ailments. 


Fast (Vrat): This is common practice in almost all 
religions to observe fast to appease or for oblations 
to gods, deities or to those we_ revere. 
Mohammedans observe month long fast during 
Ramzan month. Hindus observe fast on various 
days/ tithis. Astrological fasts are recommended on 
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=e) 


days ruled by various planets. 


Pilgrimage: People go to various places of 
pilgrimage to pay their regards/ oblations to their 
gods/ deity to seek pardon for their evil deeds/ to 
seek their blessings. Mohammedans go to Haj, 
Christians to their cathedrals and Hindu/ Budhha/ 
Jains to their temples/ place of Worship. 


Abhishek/ Oblations: Abhishek with water or with 
water mixed with milk etc to lord Shiva, Sun-god or 
statues of Buddha/ Jain saints is common practice to 
seek their blessings to get over adverse 
circumstances/ planetary combinations. 


Charity/ Donations: There is a universal belief that 
charity or helping a poor/ needy is the best virtue to 
overcome bad phases of life or astrologically it 
propitiates adverse effects of malefic planets. 
However charity should preferably be given in kind 
(items specific to planets) to appropriate, deserving 
and needy persons. Helping out a relation is one's 
duty and not charity. Similarly if your donations go 
into a wrong hand/ cause, then the sins committed 
by the recipients by direct or indirect use of charity, 
will have to be shared by the donor as well.
